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belonging to Mr. A. G» H. Gough at the bottom of Cheddar 
Pass, I visited Cheddar for the purpose of examining the remains 
on Jan. 23rd, 1904, at a time when some of the bones of the 
human skeleton still remained in siiu^ embedded in the red, 
loamy, cave-earth, mixed with pieces of mountain limestone and 
other materials. This red layer, averaging 2-3 feet in thickness, 
was deposited between two floors of stalagmite, — ^in both cases 
about 5 inches in thickness, the upper floor being perhaps rather 
the thicker of the two. Stalagmitic matter of course becomes 
deposited at varying rates, under different conditions, so that 
its thickness offers no actual proof of the time occupied in its 
accumulation. Under normal conditions, however, the formation 
of a thickness of a few inches is the result of natural causes of 
very long duration. 

The flints, white externally, associated with the skeleton are 
about 100 in number. The bones and flints having been found 
during blasting operations, the latter had become scattered, but 
from Mr. Cough's statement » it appears evident that a large number 
of them were picked up in very close proximity to the skeleton. 
These flints consist for the most part of long flakes, and splinters 
of flint which had apparently been knocked off in the manufacture 
of implements, all exhibiting the bulb of percussion. Many of 
the flints consist of long, narrow knives, ranging from 2 to 4^ 
inches in length, some beautifully curved and having, in some 
cases, two longitudinal dorsal ridges. Two of the finest speci- 
mens have secondary chipping along both the cutting-edges. To 
me they appear to be typic^ of what is known as the •* Cave 
Period," and of a class unrepresented in the old alluvia and in the 
superficial soil. They resemble some found by Mr. W. Pengelly, 
F.R.S., and others in Kent's Cavern, Torquay ; and are similar to 
hundreds that have been found in the French and Belgian caves 
and rock-shelters, and particularly of LaMadelaine and LesEyzies 
in the Dordogne. These Cheddar flints will no doubt be con- 
sidered, by most archaeologists, to point to the transitional period 
between the Palaeolithic and Neolithic civilizations, but they may 
belong to early Neolithic times. The La Madelaine relics, how- 
ever, date from the late Palaeolithic Period. 

The skull was (on Jan. 23rd) in many fragments, and in a 
condition that rendered very few measurements or observations 
possible. Fortunately a few of the long-bones were intact. All 
were coated with the red loamy earth, and in many cases they were 
encrusted with harder material, which adds considerably to the 
difficalty of making certain remarks on the osteological remains 
with any degree of positiveness. Although it is not possible to 
give the precise position in which the skeleton rested, there is 
little doubt that the bones were in sequence, and that the skeleton 
was a contracted one. The following measurements were taken, 
approximately, in millimetres : —

I. This measurement could only be taken half-way across the 
skull, which gave 50 mm. 

3. The bigonial breadth, or greatest breadth of the base of the 

lower jaw, 112 mm., is extremely wide. The average in 
Romano-British skulls is about 97 mm., and in skulls of the 
Neolithic Stone Age (N. Dorset). 100 mm. 

4. Height at Symphysis = depth of the bony portion of the front 
of chin, excluding teeth. 

I did not find it possible to make any further measurements of 
the skull, except the thickness of the bone in the frontal regions, 
viz., 9 millimetres, which is somewhat above the present-day 
average. The glabella, or brows, are very prominent ; the fore- 
head receding, but to what extent it was impossible to determine 
on Jan. 23. The fully-adult individual had a powerfully-developed 
lower jaw, the teeth of which are much ground down, all being 
present except the two right bicuspids.

The measurement of the tibia, or shin-bone, shows that the 
tibiffi belong to the platycnemic type, that is, a compressed or 
flaucned type, an aberration from the more usual shape of 
i^he tibia of the modern European. I believe that this 
characteristic does not always obtain in Cave Man, but 
generally so ; it is, in any case, a point of considerable im- 
portance to record, and its existence is typical of early man. 
Vhfi latitudinal index of the tibia represents the relation that 
the transverse diameter of the shaft, in its narrow part, 
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bears to the antero-posterior diameter, and it indicates, at 
any rate fairly accurately, the amount of flattening or com- 
pression of the shaft as compared with the normal form of 
the present day ; the average latitudinal index of the tibia 
of the modern European being 730. 

7. From the measurement of the femur, or thigh-bone, the esti- 
mated stature of the skeleton has been obtained. By Mons. 
Topinard's method, 5 ft. 4 ins. ; by Mons. Rollet's method, 
5ft. 3.6 ins. ; mean stature 5ft. 3f ins. The average stature of 
Neolithic man of the Lohg Barrows is 5 ft 4^ ins. ; and of 
Bronze Age man of the Round Barrows, 5ft. 8^ins. 

8. The length of the humerus is, I believe, rather short in pro- 

portion to the femur. 

When at Cheddar, I cleaned a small portion of the skull, 
since which Mr. Gough has done much more in this respect ; so 
that the cephalic index can probably now be estimated. As the 
skull was on Jan. 23, I could neither judg^ of its length, nor 
express an opinion as to whether it was prognathous or not.

3. Roman Leaden Coffin found at Marnhull, N. 
Dorset. — ^This discovery, although not a recent one, has never, 
I believe, been recorded in any magazine nor in the Transactions 
of any local Society. There can be but one opinion as to the 
interest of the * find ', and especially as there are very few such 
discoveries on record in the south-west of England. At the time 
it was found, I wrote a newspaper article on the subject which 
appeared in the Western Gazette of July 29th, 1892 ; and recently 
I have been informed by Mr. H. J. Moule, of Dorchester, that in 
the Dorset Museum Album there is a manuscript note with sketch- 
plan, elevation, etc., sent by Mr. B. E. Freame, of Gillingham. 
These I have not seen, so that I must confine this article to some 
notes I made for the late General Pitt-Rivers, he being on the 
Continent at the time of the discovery. 

I first went to Grey Down Quarry, Marnhull, in company 
with Mr. C. E. Flower (General Rivers' draughtsman), to deter- 
mine the position in which the coffin had been found. The grave 
was cut out of limestone to a depth of 6 feet beneath the surface, 
but I could not ascertain the orientation of the interment. (Per- 
haps Mr. Freame was able to ?) 

The quarryman, named Warren, pointed out another part of 
the quarry to us, where a human skull had been found about a 
year previously ; and on examining the ground by means of a 
stick, I found the lower jaw, the long-bones, pelvis, and one or 
two of the vertebrae of the skeleton. The bones were much 
decayed and none of them could be got out entire, owing to the 
stony nature of the filling of the grave. The lower jaw was found 
near the pelvis, and the skeleton was in a crouched position. 
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We then went to Pigeonhoose Fann, near to, in the parish 
of Stonr Provost, and fonnd the leaden coffin, with contents much 
distorbed, in Mr. Walter Sharp's coach-hoose. The coffin was 
not lavishly ornamented, bat I do not recollect the precise manner 
in which it was decorated ; and my notes were left at Rnshmore. 
The drawings of the coffin made by Mr. Flower are now in the 
possession of Mr. A. £. Pitt-Rivers, the owner of Rnshmore, and 
occupant of the Manor Honse at Hinton St. Mary. The decora- 
tion did not inclnde escallop-shells, which so frequently occur on 
Roman leaden coffins from London, Colchester, Kent and else- 
where. 

The coffin was cut from one sheet of lead, and bent upwards 
to form the sides ; the comers were joined by means of the blow- 
pipe or by leaden rivets (although I do not recollect any rivets 
or rivet-holes). The lid was slightly turned over along the edge^ 
the comers being cut to admit of the folding necessary to make 
the cover lap over the coffin a little. 

At the bottom of the interior of the coffin was a deposit of 
earth, and traces of slackened lime mixed with it. The skull was 
found in an upright position between the tibiae (shin-bones), 
with the first cervical vertebra, the atlas^ — if not the second, the 
axiSf — attached to it, suggesting that, in all probability, the head 
had been detached from the body by decapitation. The skull of 
a skeleton discovered by General Pitt-Rivers at Woodyates was 
found upside down at the feet| with four cervical vertebrae 
attached. In the great Stone Age Barrow on Handley Down, 
called " Wor Barrow," General Pitt-Rivers found ten secondary 
interments of the Romano-British period, of which number the 
cause of death in no less than seven cases, for some reason or 
other, had been the result of decapitation. Five of these skele- 
tons had the heads entirely wanting, whilst two had the heads 
against the femora and touching the left hands. In the great 
ditch encompassing the same barrow two extended secondary 
interments were found with the skulls missing entirely. 

Dr. Branson, of Gillingham, (according to Mr. Sharp) stated 
that the MamhuU skeleton was probably male, and about 28 years 
of age. I measured the usual long-bones, and estimated the 
stature, according to Mons. Topinard's method, as being 4 feet 
10^ inches, so that I regard the sex as doubtful. It was reported 
at the time that the stature was from 5 feet 5 inches to 5 feet 7 
inches, but there were no grounds whatever for such an assump- 
tion. 4 feet 10^ inches is about the average stature of the 
females of the Romano-British Villages of Woodcuts, Rotherley 
and Woodyates, in the Rushmore district, and about 4 inches less 
than the average of the males. 

The spindle-whorl of Kimmeridge shale, found about the 
lumbar regions of the Mamhull skeleton, was typical of the 
Romano-British period. On examining the eauth at the feet of 
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the skeleton, we found four or five hob-nails and fragments of 
others, proving that the person had been buried in sandals or shoes. 

Several large nails, averaging 4^ inches in length, were found 
outside the leaden coffin, and all bore traces of wood rusted on 
to them, indicating that there had been some wooden structure 
enveloping the leaden coffin. I'wo rectangular pieces of thin 
iron plates, with ten nail-holes in each, and fragments of others 
were also found outside the coffin, and these were doubtless used 
for joining the corners of the wooden chest together. 

No bronze coin was found either in the mouth, or on the 
eyes, or breast, or pelvis, although we made a careful search for 
one, in the hopes that we might, if identification were possible, 
be able to date the interment within the limits of half-a-centurj. 
It was customary in some cases to bury coins with bodies in the 
Roman period, — tolls for Charon, who was to ferry the bearers 
over the Styx, in accordance with the ideas of classical mythology. 
The finding of Roman bronze coins with skeletons is of course 
rather the exception than otherwise ; only three out of the seven- 
teen skeletons found by Pitt-Rivers at the Romano-British Settle- 
ment at Woodyates had coins buried with them. Taunton Castle 
Museum contains an excellent example of this custom, viz., a 
human lower jaw which is deeply stained a bronze colour from 
the presence of a third brass coin of the Constantine Period in 
the mouth of the human skeleton found on the Manor Farm, 
Ilchester, previously to, or during, the year 1871. A Kimmer- 
idge shale spindle-whorl was also found with this interment. 

Coffins in lead of the Roman period are not of very frequent 
occurrence in England and France, but doubtless before the latter 
half of the nineteenth century they have often been confounded 
with those of much later date. 

The late Mr. C. Roach Smith, F.S.A., did much in the way 
of recording the discover)* of Roman leaden coffins in various 
parts of England ; and from his researches, it would appear that 
the greater number have been recovered from Kent, Middlesex, 
Essex and Yorkshire. London has produced many, and amongst 
other parts, from Haydon Square, Stepney, Battersea Fields, Old 
Kent Road, Mansell Street (Whitechapel), Stratford-le-Bow, 
Course of the Old Houndsditch, Camden Gardens, and Old 
Bailey (Guildhall Mus.) York Museum can boast of several 
leaden coffins, running into two figures. Noteworthy examples, 
from Kent, have been found at Bexhill (six in number). South- 
fleet, Ozingell (? Osengal), Murston, Sturry, Petham, Borden 
near Chalkwell, Cemetery near Chatham, and at Crayford. Two 
leaden coffins have been found in Hampshire from St. John's 
Street, Winchester, and from near Bishop Stoke Junction. 
Several fine specimens have been found at Colchester, and also 
at East Ham, Essex. One was discovered at Kate's Cabbin, 
near Stilton, Hunts, and another at Irchester, in Northampton- 
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shire. There is a large fragment of an ornamental leaden 
Roman coffin in Cirencester Museum, and a specimen was found 
at Kingsholm, near Gloucester. 

One of the chief incentives to the conquest of Britain by the 
Romans was the wealth of the mines, and the subject before us 
affords evidence that, although an immense quantity of lead was, 
in the shape of** pigs *' weighing from 150 to 190 lbs. and up- 
wards, exported by the Romans to Italy, a certain quantity was 
evidently used in Britain in connection with the burial of the 
dead. Of the numbers of leaden coffins that have been found, 
from time to time, in Britain, the probability is that a far larger 
majority of them have found their way to the melting-pot than to 
the cases of our Museums. The general application of lead to 
burial purposes in Britain is probably far more extended than is 
usually supposed, and I shall be glad if this account will be the 
means of bringing other similar discoveries in the south-west of 
England to the notice of local archaeologists.

4. Leaden Coffin found near Wiveliscombe. — On 
August 30th, 1870, a leaden coffin was found near Wivelis- 
combe during the formation of the 'Devon and Somerset 
Railway. Three fragments of the coffin are exhibited in 
Taunton Castle Museum, and I have recently come across 
the following manuscript notes amongst some old corres- 
pondence, signed by "J. H. Ball." They are as follows : — 
** At a point on the railway line, just opposite to the first 
milestone out of Wiveliscombe. at a depth of about 8 feet 
from the surface, the workmen came upon the end of what proved 
to be a leaden coffin, the metal being so far corroded as to have 
lost its characteristic toughness, and to break away in fragments 
under the tools of the men, who, unfortunately, broke it up and 
threw the pieces aside as they worked on. Within was a skeleton, 
but the bones were in a bad state of preservation, excepting the 
skull which was fractured (probably by the workmen) and a por- 
tion of which is in the possession of Dr. Edwards. The coffin 
was crushed in, more or less, on every side, as if by the pressure 
of the surrounding soil ; and the ganger, who gave the informa- 
tion, could not discern any letter or decoration upon it. Its 
position was about north and south, with the head towards the 
north. There was some appearance, though not very distinct, of 
decayed wood about it, as if it might have been enclosed in an 
external wooden coffin.** 

As far as I am aware, the discovery of Roman leaden coffins 
and ossuar/a in Somerset has been of rare occurrence, and it 
would be interesting to hear of other finds in this county. The 
Rev. Preb. H. M. Scarth in Aquae Solis, 1864, p. 99, barely men- 
tions the discovery of a leaden coffin near Sydney Buildings, 
Bath. H. St. George Gray. 
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5. Christmas Mummers in West Dorset. (VIII. 

Ix. 142)- 

In the December part of S. &• D, N, S» Q, for 1902, Mr. 
Richard Hine asked for a copy of the dialogue formerly used by 
the Mummers in the neighbourhood of Beaminster, Dorset, on 
their visits to farmhouses about Christmas time — a custom which 
he states is now almost extinct in the neighbourhood. 

In the endeavour to supply what Mr. Hine asks for may I 
refer him to a paper on Chris/mas Mummers in Dorsetshire^ which 
I read before the Folklore Society in the year 1880, and which was 
published in the Folk Lore Record — Vol. Ill, part i., p. 87., in 
which he will find a version of the libretto, as it obtained in a 
West Dorset parish (Symondsbury), distant only some half-dozen 
miles from Beaminster, and also another one from a local source, 
which I gave as shewing several marked and distinct character- 
istics, both in the characters themselves and in regard to the use 
of the old Dorset vernacular ? 

But in case Mr. Hine may have some difficulty in obtaining 
access to the above article, I will here, with the Editors' permis- 
sion, reproduce a similar version to the former of these two, 
which took place in the hall of my own house at Symondsbury, 
when I was resident there in the middle '8o*s. Here we have had 
similar performances given by boys, and by others quite adults. 

A few of the introductory remarks I made in my paper may, 
perhaps, with advantage be reproduced here. 

The Rev. W. Barnes (the Dorset Poet) in his Grammar and 
Glossary of the Dorset Dialect {^Mhiishtd in Berlin for the Philo- 
logical Society in 1863) s.v. " Mummers," describes them as a set 
of youths who go about at Christmas decked with painted paper 
and tinsel, and act in the houses of those who like to receive them 
a little drama, mostly though not always, representing a fight 
between St. George and a Mohammedan leader ; and commemo- 
rative, therefore, of the Holy Wars. One of the characters, with 
a hump back and bawble, represents Old Father Christmas. 

Old Father Christmas is represented as being sometimes 
mounted on a wooden horse covered with trappings of dark cloth, 
from which the old man is generally more than once thrown. 
The character of his wife, Old Bet, was taken by a boy with a 
shrill voice, dressed as a very old woman in a black bonnet and 
red cloak. The rest of the party was decked out as befitted the 
character each was intended to assume, garnished with bows, 
coloured strips of paper, caps, sashes, buttons, swords, helmetsv 
&c. The representation of the play concluded with a song. 

Scene: — The servants' hall or kitchen of the mansion or farm- 
house in which the performance is to take place. The actors are 
grouped together at the hack of the stage^ so to speak, and each comes 
forward as he is required to speak or to fights and at the conclusion 
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And show Great Britain's enemies dismain (dismay ?) 
So walk in, St. George.

Here I am. St. George, an Englishman so stout, 
And with these mighty warriors I long to have a bout. 
No one could ever frighten me, but many I have slain.

6. The Vision of Edmttmd Lbversbdgb.— Edmund 
Leversedge, the narrator of the vision printed below, was ayounger 
son of Robert Leversedge (or Leversegge) lord of the manor of 
Frome-Braunche or Frome Falaise (Valeys, Vallis), and of the 
hundred of Frome. His grandfather Edmund, on his marriage 
with Elizabeth, daughter and heiress of Stephen Wynslade, had 
become possessed of this manor which remained in the hands of 
his descendants until the i8th century, but he also had estates at 
East Leach and Southrop, Gloucestershire. Robert Leversedge 
died in A.D. 1464, leaving his eldest son William, then 29 years 
old, as his heir ; his widow Agnes for a while lived at Frome, 
and with her probably Edmund was living at the time of his vision.

Of Edmund's life almost nothing is known ; the tradition as 
to his curious experience yet survives among the older natives of 
the neighbourhood, and is preserved in the lines by a local 
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poetess, a Miss Elizabeth Tack, called " VaUis Vale '* ; accord- 
ing to this he was frivolous, and inclined to infidelity, yet 
nevertheless addicted to the Black Art. One day on some 
festal occasion, just when he was raising a goblet to his 
lips, he was seized with a sudden shivering fit, which was soon 
changed to a violent fever, during which he had a vision, where- 
in an angel carried him to paradise ; his guilty conscience, 
roused on hearing a voice saying ** Nothing unholy enters here,'* 
made him flee to hell, where he saw Lucifer, and unhappy spirits 
in the flames; while praying that he might never go there, he awoke 
to find himself laid out for his burial, with a funeral torch beside 
him and lamenting friends round his bier. Of course he was con- 
verted, and going about in plain russet, spent the rest of his days 
in relieving his neighbours. Another version, related to me by 
Rev. Preb. Daniel, is that the trance lasted 40 days, and being 
thought dead he was taken by night from Vallis for burial at 
Frome, and that on the way he came to life. There is an 
emaciated figure, almost a skeleton, on a tomb in the Leversedge 
Chapel, better known as the Lady Chapel, in Frome Parish 
Church, which has been taken to represent him after his long 
fast ; this figure is probably a mere memento mori and the tomb 
that of another member of the family, for Edmund was more 
likely to have been buried at Westbury. 

Leversedge's own story says nothing of magic ; his chief 
fault was that he had indulged in the ruling passion of his day, 
extravagant dress, and along with external vanity, he had perhaps 
been carried away by a little spiritual pride, and had allowed 
himself, possibly with small amount of divinity, — there are indi- 
cations in his Vision that he was intended for Holy Orders — to 
speculate too freely on the Blessed Sacrament of the Altar. In 
spite of the counsel given him in his trance, he does not appear 
among the alumni of Oxford either under his own name or that 
of •* William Wrech " ; his mind may have been turned in 
another direction ; his mother Agnes had property at Westbury, 
Wilts, in reversion, which she made over to him and his brother 
John and to the heirs of Edmund. [^Inq, poUmort, Edm. Leversedge, 
31 Oct. 12 Hen.VII,'] InA.D. 1485 his elder brother William died 
leaving his widow Edith, with a young son Edmund only 32 
weeks old. [/«^. post mori. Wm. Leversedge, 1 Hen. VII S\ The 
king of course took possession of William's estates, and put the 
custody of the manor of Frome and of the heir into the hands of 
Sir Robert Willoughby, later Lord Broke : the latter afterwards 
gave up the guardianship of the child and his lands to his uncle 
Edmund. iSomerse/ Inq. p. mori, Edm, Leversedge 12 Hen. VIIJ] 
The elder Edmund died a.d. 1406, leaving his ward, then 1 1 years 
old, as his heir. In his will IP.C.C. 4 Home} he describes him- 
self as •• of Westbury, gentleman " : it is dated 2 Julv, 1496 ; he 
directs that he shall be buried in the north part of the Parish 
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Chnrch of Westbnry by his mother's tomb ; he gives to the 
CharterhoQses of Witham and Hinton. 20.S. each ; among his 
other legacies are bequests to his brother John, his nephew 
Edmund, and Edmund's sister Elizabeth, and to Westbury Church, 
for the foundation of a fraternity there, and bequests to (he 
image of the Blessed Virgin there. 

Considering that the local traditions have survived independ* 
ently of the existence of the apparently sole MS. of the Vision, 
it may be concluded that something unusual did happen to 
Edmund Leversedge. He says that in A.D. 1465, (the year after 
his father's death, an event which itself might have turned his 
mind to the future life) he was smitten with " the plague of 
pestilence" an expression covering almost any kind of dangerous 
and highly infectious fever ; evidently he was so violently delirious 
that hin movements were with difficulty controlled by his mother 
and his attendants, whom he mentions to attest his veracity, and 
whose surnames are common enough in the records relating to 
that part of Somerset. Finally, he must have fallen into a death- 
like trance, during which he ma) or may not have had some sort 
of vision of the unknowable. Mental wanderings were attributed 
by our forefathers to demoniacal agency ; in the dismay of his 
nurses on finding him not really dead, and in their account of 
his delirium, he at any rate found a nail whereon to hang, for the 
behoof of his contemporaries, a homily, which he set in the old 
frame-work of the widely popular visions of heaven and paradise 
and hell, or purgatory, of which the germ is contained in the Vision 
of S. Paul^ suggested by his words in ii Cor. xii, v. 1-4, and 
written about A.D. 395, wherein S. Michael carries the Apostle 
to see the souls in diverse torments for diverse sins, and after- 
wards carries him to paradise. The Archangel, in the later tales, 
becomes a guardian-angel, or one or more white-robed spirits, 
or one once known on earth ; there are, in all, the special torments 
for special sins, and the paradise either separated from the 
dominion of the devils by a bridge, or raised above them on a 
lofty hill, from whose summit there is sometimes a ladder, either 
reaching downwards, or reaching upwards into heavenly places ; 
the main features are recognisable in all, but the details are 
varied, and the whole theme might attain such proportion as it 
did in the hands of Dante, when he expanded it into the Divina 
Comedia. The earliest Vision of this subject that we have in 
writing is that of Drithelm of Melrose [Bede Hist,^ Lib, V, cap, 1 2] ; 
then, much later, this was followed by the Vision of Tundal, 
about A.D. 1149, and the story of the descent of the knight Owen 
into S. Patrick's Purgatory in Ireland, the Vision of the Monk of 
Eynsham (or Evesham), both written in the last half of the 12th 
century, and the Vision of Thurkill, some 30 years after the last 
mentioned. Edmund must have been well acquainted with S. 
Patrick's Purgatory as seen by Sir Owen — this romance exists in

many MSS. — and by William Staunton, whose narrative is dated 
A.D. 1409. Like Tundal, at the outset he has his guardian-angel 
for guide; but like Staunton, he first arrives at a place lighted 
dimly as at early dawn ; like Owen, he is molested by the devils, 
and like him escapes them by invoking the Holy Name of the 
Saviour. Staunton leaves the devils at the foot of a high rock, 
Leversedge at the foot of a high hill ; Staunton found a ladder 
to take him to a tower on the top of the rock, Leversedge found 
a ladder from the hill to take him to an opening in the firmament; 
the woman whom Staunton talked with on the summit sug- 
gested to Leversedge the Blessed Virgin. To Staunton's 
description of the torments of those who arrayed themselves in 
extravagant attire he really owed the motive of his Vision, and 
even the reproaches put in the angel's mouth against the local 
priests — no doubt true enough — is paralleled by the explanation 
given to Staunton of the punishment of certain priests whom he 
sees in purgatory. (The Vicar of Frome at that time was Walter 
Osborne, and Canon of Wells ; and the other three priests were 
probably the Chaplain of S. Katherine's Chantry, Walter Sute, 
the Chaplain of S. John the Baptist's Chantry, William Kyngys- 
hurst, and the Chaplain of the Chantry of the Blessed Virgin, 

iohn Torrington, these three Chantries being in the gift of the 
.ord of the Manor of Frome). The passages which are entirely 
Leversedge's own are those relating to the English custom of 
kissing (commented on many years later by Erasmus) to Oxford 
and to his religious difficulties. 

So far as is known there is but this one MS. of the Vision of 
Edmund Leversedge, and this is incorrect here and there and 
ends in the middle of a sentence ; it is in a clear contemporary 
hand, in double columns, and bound up with MSS. of Staunton's 
S. Patrick's Purgatory and the Pilgrimage of the Soul.

which pride and inordinate aray, I the seyd wrechid and synfull 
creature Edmund Lyversygge, that vndir this forme write on to 
30U9 vsid ocupid and wer befor my seid seknes and vicitacion, the 
whych was so gret displeasure to my Lord God, that had not the 
prayer byn of that most blessid modir and maydyn our lady Sent 
Marie, I had byn dampnyd and shuld have byn in hell for ever. 
And for the sayd aray the going of the sayd deuyllys, and as hit 
has pleasid my Lord God that they shuld ape re to me in suche 
wise, was in shorte gownes and dowblettes, closse hosyn, longe 
heere, vpon here browes, pykes on ther shon of a foot in lengh 
and more, hygh bonettes I my selfe sume tyme vsid, and this 
prowid peple that callis them selfe galantes jit vsid, wher by the 
deueles jit claymyd a part in them, seyng and alegging for them 
at the tyme of mannes dethe before the hygh juge that suche 
creattiris byn theres by very reson of prid. The abominable and 
multitude of deuelis was innumerable, and so innumerable that 
wen I was drawen and puld with them my seyd soule coude ne 
myght se ne perseyue with syjte ony ende of them in length ne 
in brede, as they had byn a gret land ful standing as thykke as on 
of them my3t stand by a nother, pulling, drawing, tormentyng and 

tering my seid saule as they wolde have rent on lym of hit 
f. 127b fro a nother, otherwhylis testing my saule a bout ther 

heddes, and otherwhyle draweing hit vpon the ground 
of the seid valey amonge ther seyd feet, they seing them of this 
first torment tempting my saule with synnys of pride saing to hit, 
if hit wold a byd and dwell with them ther and goo with them 
thydder as they come fro they wold make hit a lord among tham 
and they wold wyrschip and honour hym and be rewlid and 
gouemde be my seyd saule, and if my seid saule wold not a byd 
among them, they seyd thev wold have hit in to the fiere of hell 
and ther to bryn with foutj any end ; my sayd saule being sore a 
ferd and dred the wordis and thretingis of the seyd deuelis, 3it at 
that tyme my seyd saule wold not trist them ne ther wordis, but 
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by the grace of God and His help and through the withstanding 
of the temptacion my sanle was departid fro them and the seid 
deuelis that thus temptid my saule, my saule had no power to 4 
byd but by the withstanding of the temptacion they were so 
overcom escheuyd and fled away fro hit ; and thus largly I 
spake that if hit myght be possible that a 
Invocacio huius dampnyd saule in hell had power tber of 
nominis ihesu. God euer to call this name Jhesus, j wot wil 

all the deuelis ther shuld neuer have power 
ouer h3rm to do hym desese or payn. This first temptacion as 
hit is above rehersid by the helpe of Almyghty God j overcome. 

Sodeniy of the seid horrible company of deuellis, that stood 
besyd the deuelis that teroptyd my saule first, seing that I had 
withstande the first temptacyon and wold not agree vn to them 
and howe my said saule was euer laburyng among them and not 
abydyng, and how hit wold not be rewlyd ne abyd for the 
sevinges of the first deuelis, then in a gret violence and wrath 
tolce my seid saule and hit tormentpd] or trowblyd and drew hit 
more cruellar paynfullar and byttirrar then dyd the first company 
of the seid deuylis, whose temptacyon I had withsund, with pa>n 
vpon payn and sorowe vpon sorowe, and glad was that deuyl of 
all the innumerable and horryble company that myght that onys 
fest on my saule to doo hit woo and payn ; and then within a 
certen space they secyd ther tormenting of my saule and temptid 
hit with the synnes of couetyse, and said if hit wold a byd and 
dwell among them they wold make me the richest that ever was ; 
they mad to my seid saule promese that its huld have gold syluer 
and precyons stones and they to doo me obedyence and be 
rewlyd by me, and if j wold not concent to them, they seid, they 
wold put me in euerlasting fyer with out any tariyng ; my seid 
saule standing in gret feere of the seid deuylis and of ther 
thretinges of the fyer that they seid that they wold cast hit in 
remembring the paynes that hit suffrid, seyng that hit had no 
helpe ne socour, ne wyst not wyther to go, thought of the f^ere 
byhestys that the deuelys promyst hym, stod in a dispere, thinkinge 
that hit weer better to doo aftir them then to br3m in euerlasting 
fyer, or to suffre suche gret tribulacyon as hit had don. And as 
soon as my saule purposid to aspokyn and inclynyd to ther 
intent and to haf gon with them, or hit myght speke and gvuue 
hys concent sodeniy my good angell, ye foreseyd wyght thing 
wrappid in wyght, the whych toke my saul fro my body and 
brought hym first in to the foreseid valey, cominde in myddil 
among this cursid and innumerable company of deuelis ayen to 
my saule aftir thes vexacyons and trowbles fro the mydil of 
them deliuerd and toke my saule ; and as a flokke of scheepe if 

a lyon woife or a dog schuld come among them, wold 
f. 128. depart seuer and flee for feer, in lyke wyse the deuylis, 

that that tyme had trowblid my saole, departid and fled 
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on enerj sid as creaturis utturlj overcom schamjd confasid and 
rebukid bj the brightnes and feer that my good angel was 
comjn amonge them and left ther noyse and crying. And my 
good angell toke my soule fro them, putting hit on his right hand 
balding me fast be the lefte arme of my saule, leding me through 
this cursid and innumerable company of deuels, the whyche 
company fled for feer except iiij or v. m*» the whych iiij or v. 
m^ folowing my seid saule a far fering to come nygh hit by cause 
of the seyd angell ne durst onys profre to com nygh me and all 
thes iiij or v. m^ deuels folowid alway aftir my seid saule to 
tyme that that my good angell had browjt me [vnto] a high hill, 
and browgt me to the top therof within the seying of a pater- 
noster, how be hit that the seid hill was to my goostly perseyvyng as 
hygh in to a lytill as fro the erthe to the skye; and the good 
angell had browght my soule [to] the top of the seid hill, my 
seid saule lookyd down and at the foot of the seid hill be nethe 
stod the seid iiij or v. m' deuels still, non of them hauing power 
to ascende ne to negh the hill and my seid saule lokyd by syd 
hym and ther aperid from the top of the seid hill strecching in 
to the sky as a laddir with flatt stanes broder then a mannes 
hand, appering whyjt as crystall : vpon the which laddir sodenly 
by my seid good angell I was put vp, and when my saule was at 
the hyghest of the laddire the firmament opynd and my saule was 
brow5t into a fair gret ly3t and joy. Within was certen people, 
but from that place j was sodenly lad by my seid good angell vp 
by certen greces in to another place of more grettur brightnes, 
the whych was bryghtur and lyghtur then was the first place ; and 
that secunde place was so bright and so cleere, that what tyme my 
saule was entrid within the doere, with the reflection of the lyght 
and bryghtnes within the same place the syght of my saule 
gostly was rapt and taken fro hit. And how be hit that m this 
wise the gostlv sight was takyn fro my saule by the seid gret 
lyght and j had no power to see them that where within the seid 
gret lyght, jit of a very dute that my saule had and aught 
to his maker, he had no power to stand, but by fore 
hym that was in the seid light fell down vpon bothe knees 
and seid thys wordis : " Lord have mercy vpon me the 
moost wikid synner of all the world." And sodenly out of 
the seid lyght to my saule ther spake a voyce and seid *' Wat hath 
byn thy lying and how hast thou lyvyd and disposid thee in erth 
that th ju dost here aske mercy of God and maist be reseyuyd to 
the same." Then j hard the seid iiij or v. m^ deuels that j left 
at the fott of the hill crying and jelling ajenst me for myn offence, 
and synnes first my vycyous and myscheuouse lyu3mg, and princi- 
pally the inordinate and schamfuU aray that j my selfe vsid by 
fore this tyme and vysion this had and sheuid, and jit, God amend 
them, thes blynd proude peple calling them selfe galantes vsyn 
and dayly contynuyn, no knouing nedreding God by any example 
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of the whych synne and prid and inordinat aray j was nener 
confest ne contrit by fore the departing of my seid saule fro the 
body. And this was the seing of the seid deuels to my Juge. 
" Al we for the sinne of prid in the which we have offendid the 
be put out and exclude fro thy blysse and ioy euerlasting. 
The saule that is now here byfore the at jugement what tyme that 
he was in his body in erth offendid the in the same synne of pride. 
Therfore of very ryght, the aught to exclude hym and put hym 

from thi joy as thou hast don vs. And as thou art a 
f. 1 28b rightful Juge, and all rightfulness is in the, gif vs rightful 

jugement and deliuer that saule to our power and exclude 
hym from thi blisse." And ther was rehersid all my good dedis 
that ever j had doen all my lyf, amonge the whych j had a laud 
and thonke for the feythfull and stedfast byleue that I had and kept 
in the Sacrament of the auter, and withstodist the temptacions of 
the deuels and contrarions of the mocions " In that thou didist 
weell." Neuertheles the seid byleue was not sufficient for my 
saluacyon, but if my warkis had byn according to the same, and 
herwith accordith holy scripture seying in this ^ise fides sine oper- 
ibus moriua est. And ther was a gret disputacyon by twix them 
that were in the seid ly3t and the deuels, as wald be betwix 
dotturs in the scolis wen they disputen sume holding on way and 
sume an nother way. And my seid saule kneling stil as meeke 
as a jnnocent or lambe in gret feerand dred of his jugement,hard 
wel this disputacion for hym a3enst hym, but he had neuer power 
to see any thing, being within the seid lyght during the time of 
his being there. And so sodenly my seid saule was put doun from 
the seid lyght vpon the top of the hill where he was first by the 
helpe of his good angell ascendid the foreseid laddere vnto the 
forseid lyght. And how my seid [saule] was cast downe fro the 
seid lyght, j can not sey forby cause that my si3t was rapt and takyn 
from me as hit is aboue rehersid. But also ne as my saule vndir- 
stod hym self vpon the seid hill, he was somewhat restorid to 
his sight, and he lokid if he myght haue sene the forseid gret ly3t 
where was at his jugement and hit was vanyscyd and gon and 3it at 
that tyme my saule [had] not soche and perfit sig3t as he had in 
the valey among the deuels. [But] at the last he sawe a woman 
comyng afare touerd hym vpon the seid hill, and the nygher 
that sche come to my saule, the lasse power had he to behald hir, 
for that the substaunce of the hed of my saule was fold downe 
toward his brest that he my5t not hafe a perfit sight of hir, but at 
glymering of my gostly ees as a man in erth, if he schuld put 
downe his hed vpon his brest, hauing oon stonding fro hym the 
space of iij mennes lenght, schuld not haue cleere syght of h3rm 
that stondith byfore hym ; in lyk wise was the sight of my saule 
in the first comyng of the blissid lady vnto the tyme that sho had 
gifen to my saule power of perfiter seyng and to lyft vp his hed 
aslonge hit dothe apeer. And wat tyme the blessid lady was 
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comjng to my saule, she sejd thes wordis to him. ** I haue praid 
for the that thou being heere a saule departid from the body schal 
tume to the body a3en, to amend the of thi myslyuyng that thou 
hast don in erth, and j charge the that thou so do and be not willing 
neuer to fall to synne fro this tyme foorth, for heer thou art a 
dede man and daropnyd if thou schuld abyd heer and tume not 
a5en to the word," and mekly blamyd my seid saule and rebukid 
hym for his myslyuyng wat tyme he was junyd to my body in 
erthy and then sche seid to my saule '' I charge the amend.*' 
Then my saule lokid doune to the seid hill fote and ther were the 
iiij or V. m' deuels in the seid aray that j vsid, and thes galantes 
thes prout people obstinate a3en the will of almyghty God 
obdurid in here hartes excluding fro them the dred of almy3ty God 
foloing the sensewalyte of this wrecchid world walking alway in 
the dawnger of the devill, not takinge example that God sendith 
amonge them. Alas, alas, for pite that they contyneu and vsyng to 
the distrucyon and vtturly confusion wilfully of ther aune saules. 
And the seid fendis rorid 3ellid and criede vp to the seid hill non 
of them havyng power to ascend and cried out on that blisid lady, as 
wod creatures, fulfilled with greet ire and males and enuy saing to 
hir, that sche had don to hem greet wronge in takyng 
f. 129. away my saule from them. And they Schewid a simi- 
litude and shappis of the facionofmypykis, bolstirs,stuffid 
doublettes, schort gownes, hygh bonettes, long heere and of all the 
inordinat aray that euer j vsyd, and shoke hit and schwid hit vpto 
the hill, and seid of very right my saule ought to be thers, and that j 
aught to haue euerlasting dampnacion for the vsing of the seid 
shape in taking vpon me the power of Almyjty God, turnyng and 
tran8f>osing my self into soche a new shappe contrary to the 
creacyon of and first making of my Lord God. Then said that 
blissid laidy to my saule " Heere thou well and vndirsund that thou 
standest in the wey of euerlasting dampnacyon for thy synnes, and 
principally for the syn of pried as in thi inordinat aray. Wher- 
fore j charge the that thou weer ne vse suche aray. But first of all 
thi inordinate aray j charge the put away thi dublettes stuffid with 
woli and bolsters, and neuer were ne use suche stuffid dublettes 
fro this tyme forth, but orden the a playn dowblette with [out] 
stuffing and bolsters, and neuer toche ne weer thyn old dowblettes, 
whyle thi new playn dowblett be in making, for thou schalt be 
restorid to helthe by fore thi new playn dowblet be mad. I charge 
the also that thou vse ne were no short gownys, but orden the a 
playn sett gowne to the mydyl of thy legge and no shorter, of blake 
colowre, price a 3erde ij s. vj d., and not aboue that price j charge 
the neuer vse. I charge the that thou kutt thi here short and shewe 
thy face, and lett hit be kutt rownd with the ouer parte of thi eer : 
j charge the also that thou were no high bonettes, but orden the a 
rounde kappe and vse to drawe hit down about thi hed. Also I 
charge the neuer vse mo close hoose, but ordane the a payre of 
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longe hoose with lynnyn clothe and vse nener other. Also j charge 
the neaer more to were long pykys, but thou shalt ordayn the 
schois without pykes with a lytyll stopping before." And in like 
wise as j schuld were my geer m length colour and shappe, and as 
this blissyd lady commandyd my saule, that hit schuld orden for 
my body to were when j schuld be restorid tolyf as longe as I shuld 
lif in this erth, j thowght hit was leid sodenly before my seyd saule 
be my good angell, and sodenly put on my said saule j wiste not 
ho we, 3it at that tyme j thought my saule, when the said playn aray 
was vpon me, that hit was more shapply to me and bettur bycomme 
me then did my stuffid aray that i vsid afore tyme with bolsters, and 
then j synful wrecche haue grett cause to remembre what she seid 
to me and euer to blisse here and gif her preysing with hart mynd 
and all mv saule. And she seid to my saule " Remembre well that 
thou performe all my commaundementes as j haue gifin the com- 
maundment in thi playn aray, for God is gretly displesyd with 
the for the vsing that thou vsid and with all them that vsyn the 
same aray." And 3it all this while j had not very po were to behauld 
hir and see hir, but at a glimoryng of my goostly sight, and euer me 
thowjt j sawe a woman and hard hir speke, but at that tyme my sub- 
staunce of the hed of my saule was so stowping toward my brest, 
as hit is before rehersid, that of hir j my$t haue no perfite sijt, and 
no mervell in so myche that she was so blessid and so glorios, and 
my saule so wrecchid and synful that he was not worthe nor had any 
power of hymself to lift vp ons his hed to that tyme that she had 
gifen to my saule to lyft vp his hed and to behald hir and see here, 
and that was during this charge foloyng and no lenger. *' I charge 
the," sche said, " allso to the rebuke of thy other synnes and that 
thou maist preserue and kepe thy body fro synne chaast, loke thou 
never kis whoman." And my seid saule was sore astonyed with that 
commandment, thinking hit ouer streyt, sodenly had power to lift 
▼p his hed and to have perfite seeing of that blissid lady ; and with 
that sight mv seid saule was no3t suffrid by hir to doo any other 
obedyence then with the substaunce of his lyft legge knelynge 

and almost was bowid to the erth of the toppe of the 
f. 1 29b seid hil where he at that t3rme stood and not fully towchid 

the ground with his kne, and my saule seid thus to that 
blessid lady. ** I cannot," he seid, ** lyf in erth but I haue that 
liberte of kissyng," for he seid it was the vse of his cuntre, and 
long hit was or she wold graunt me to haue that liberte. But 
ther was with her a gret company of the whiche j had no power 
to see, and the seid company that was ther with hir prayd for me and 
seid thes wordes "Thorowgh the grace of God and of jores he may 
haue that lyberte and keepe hym self fro sinne. And at the last by 
the prayour of the seid company that ther was with that blissid 
lady she granted me the seid liberte conditionaly in this wise. "In 
that," sho seid ? " that thou seyse thou cannot lyfe in ye erth with- 
out that liberte of kyssing for by cause hit is the vse of the contre. 
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and thou were lykly to breeke my commanndment and be had in 
derision amonge the people, where foorj charge the that thoa neoer 
kysse woman to that entent to gif mene or stir by any mene thi body 
vnto synn." Where fore toeschewe the moore perell of syn j dar not 

Crofir3 to kisse any woman. And in such aray hit pleasid hir to shew 
ir self to me vnworthy and wrechid kaytiff and in this wise I saw 
hir. She is a woman of long stature the fayrest in faymes bewte 
and favor in visage that ever God mad, the most mekest in 
cowntenaunce and speche, and as the snowe ezcedith the bewate 
of all women in whittnes, in lykewise ezcedith that blissid 
woman and lady al other women ; the applis of hir eyn byn of 
blake colour and not gray ; she hauyng on hir hed a fair why3te 
kerchef of the whych kerchif ij endis com don a lytil be nethe 
hir shuldris, that is to sei com don on owther side an ende of the 
seid kerchif. She also hauyng vpon the seid kerchif and hir 
most blessid hed a crown of gold, the moost onyenst and richest 
that ever I sawghe, and in the mydil of the seid croune a braunche 
was in the toppe of the wiche j cowde neuer behold. Her blessid 
body was clothid in a mantell of blake, with a standing colar 
closid strayt till hir nek, and the seid mantell was reching down 
ouer hir feet in lenght, and so closse that fro the ouer part of hir 
nek down to the grownd that she stod vpon, all hir body was so 
couerd with the seid mantell of blake that my saule my5t not 
perseyne nor see of hir fot ne hand. The which mantell was 
myche like vnto thes mantelles of thes ladyes that haue takyn 
the mantil and the ring weren, except that this mantel was lengar 
and the colour higher; ther was no biasing of kerchif nor 
shewing of hir brestis and many of this wanton women and 
vndiscreet women vsyn and wer, but al was closse as is aboue 
rehersid, and no part vncouered but hir blessid visage. She 
had no tires to exalte vp hir hed, but she was and is content with 
on single kerchif, wher of ij endis wer pynnyd or elles knytt 
vp, and ij other endis come down ouer hir shuldris as is aboue 
rehersid with the seid crown vpon her blessid hed and kerchif. 
This sight by my seid saule of that blissid lady sene during this 
on charge and commandment of the kissing, as hit is aboue 
rehersid and no lengar, soudenly the substaunce of the hed of 
my said saule was folden and put down to his brest, as hit [was] 
wat tyme she spake and com to my said saule first as hit is more 
playnly be fore rehersid, and aftir that my said saule had neuer 
power more to se that blessid lady. Howe be hit that aftir this 
sight of hir she gaue to me al thes commandmentes foloyng with 
mo not wrytyn. '* I charge the/' she seid, " as sone as thou art 
restorid to hilthe that thou take thy way to the vniuersite of 
Ozforth, and ther j charge the to abyd by the space of viii 3ere, 
and neuer com thou at home during the seid jeeris, but aftir the 
seid jeris thou schalt ride home." And how and in wat wise she 
told me and aftir that j shold resort to suche a place with other 
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charges the which at this tjme j will not reherse, bat the wil of 
alroygbty God be fnlfillid in me most wrechid and Sjrnfnl 
creature, and ener honoured and blessid mj5t he be, and also 
sche that is modir and maid, the delivirere of my saale fro all 
perell. Sche seid, '* j charge the that thou git the to stody as 
m diuinite ; also j charge the to offre a candill to snche a figure 
of onre lady in soche a chapell.'* And she shewid me the chirche 
and the chapell being with in the seid chirche and the ymage of 
the seyd figure in the north syd of the chirche. She shewid my 

saule also the towne and wallis of Ozforth with the 
f* 1 30. ryuers and medeues perteining therto. Also she seid, 

'* I charge the that thou go neuer to the lauender howse, 
ne lett her com in thi chambir as long as thou art in Ozforthe. 
More ouer j charge the, that wat t3rme thou felist thy flesch rebeU 
ajenst thy saule, Tse thou to fast bred and watur and on day in 
the weeke j charge the to fast watur," the wyche to my conceyuing 
was assined the friday. '* I charge the,*' she seyd, " that thou 
call the William Wrech as longe as art within the vniuersite of 
Ozforth, and when thou comyst whome asen lett call thy name 
Edmund Lyuersigge, as thou hast byn euer called byfore this 
tyme. ^Also j charge the that summe of zl.s., the which that thou 
wer in purpos to ride to London with, that thou take that with 
thee and no more at thy departing. Also j charge the during 
the seid jeris that thou never wed wif, ne be man of religion, ne 
prest, ne take 30U no maure ordir vpon the then thou hast by fore 
this t3rme, but conteneu thi life as a clarke. Also j charge the 
that thou labur to the means that thou can to geet the mercy of 
God. I charge a certen thinge of myn awne.'* She commandid 
that j shuld gif hit to oon of my kyn or j schuld depart fro home, 
and truly she told me of suche of my kynne that shuld die, as my 
mother, and also that al ray enmyes shuld be dedd or that j come 
home in to my contrey, that the therd part of the people that j 
left ther shuld not be a lyfe when j shall com whom. 

All thes commandmentes in this wise giuyn Tuto my seid 
saule, all that while hit neuer sawgh hir, and she was sodenly 
vanyschid and departid fro me so that my seid saule neuer sawgh 
hir after, and sho beyng no radder departid fro my seid saule but 
my saule had as perfite syght and seyng as hit had [when] he was 
among the innumerable company of deuils in the seid valey, and 
had power to lift vp his hed and to looke and se al about bym, 
and how that blyssid lady vanysshid fro me j can not sey, in so 
myche that j had no perfite sight of hir at that tyme of hir 
departing. And she left theere with my saule my good angell 
stonding by syde me, to convey my saule to the body a3en and 
kepe me fro the fendes. And as my saule went with my good 
angell, in the way go3mg hit sawe of the seid deuelles, summe 
rennyng on way and summe an nother way, as they had byn wod, 
here iiij, here z, ther ij, by parcellis neuer sesyng ; and then my 
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good angell si)eke vnto me and told me howe they wer spirites 
that God had gifin power and commaundment to persecute and 
8m3rt the people for the synne that dayly renyth a mong them 
with the infirmyte and plage of pestilence, the whych synne and 
people gretly displesith God. Also my good angell consaild my 
saule to labour all the means that he cowth whill he was in the 
world to geet hym self the mercy of almyghty God, and bad me 
that j shuld aske consell of clarkis and with that my saule spek 
and seid to my good. angell, "My curat the vikar of the towne 
where j dwell and my body lythe, he can 3eue me sume consell.'* 
" Nay,*' said my good angell, " he hathe no kunnyng therto, ne 
is a Clarke abill to kepe any cure, but many a saule is departid 
out from ther bodis that stond in gret perell thorow his 
defaute, for the whiche he shall answer afore God. And God 
is gretly displesid with hym, in that that his cure has not dewe 
teching and informacion as they aught, in that he abydeth not and 
dwelleth upon the same.'* " Ther beth,'* said my saule to my good 
angell, " iij other prestis, the parish preest and ij other chapleyns.** 
•• Nay," said my god angell, ** they lake kunnyng, wherfore they 
be vnable to be prestes, and God with them is gretly displesid in 
that that they have not doen her diligence to haue kunnyng by- 
fore they wer mad prestes." Then seid my saule to my good 
angell, " Ther is a vicar her by sid at Westbirry, he can gyf me 
good concell howe that j shall lyue in this world." Then, said 
my good angell to me, ** Of hym aske thou consell, for he is a 
kunnyng clarke, and this miche thou maist gif hym for his labur," 
and said me what summe to pray for me. Then my good ange[ll] 
browght my saule in to the parishe kyrke of Frome, and smot iij 
gret strokes in the mydil of the seid chirch in the rofe and seid "Loo 
the vicary is at Wellis ; hit were bettur that he wer here and kept his 

cure." Then my god angell brow3t my saule to the 
f. 130b doore where in my body lay and seid. ** Her is the place 

Wher thi body lith in, and her is the way that extendith 
to thi Itflod ; her is a nother way that goth to Oxforth and her is 
the way to the sam mannes house that thou toke the zl. s. to the 
which that the woman spake to the of that thou shuld take with 
the at thy departing fro hom and no more.

7. Figure and Cross at Charmouth. — Some three or 
four years since a resident in Charmouth, named Lugg, handed 
into my keeping, as Churchwarden, a stone figure, an engraving 
of which accompanies the present communication. He stated 
that it had been lying in his garden for many years, and had been 
left there by his father, who was a mason by trade, and was often 
engaged in structural repairs, &c., of the churches in the county. 
Beyond this he could afford no information. 

The figure was at first assumed to have been removed from 
the church at Charmouth, which was unfortunately pulled down 
and replaced by the present structure in the "Thirties," but the 
only known model of the old church does not show any finial 
or figure. 

The better to invite opinions and information I photographed 
the figure, and submitted the print to the judgment of several 
persons, but beyond the general expression of opinion that the 
position occupied by the cross was unusual, if not unique, I 
learned nothing. Perhaps some correspondent of S. &D.N.S' Q. 
might afford some information as to whom it represents, and the 
structure upon which it was placed ; the fact that the four arms 
of the cross, on which the figure stands, are of equal length, 
has been a difficulty to some who have seen it. The figure, and 
the upright cross behind it, are carved out of a solid piece of 
Ham-bill stone, and are dowelled into the cross upon which they 
stand, and fixed in with lead. 

The tonsure is clearly shown, and the remains of a pastoral 
staff in the left hand, and the folds of the robe [chasuble] show 
the right arm raised as for the blessing.

8. John Blake of Langport, Somerset. — John Blake, 
ironmonger, can be traced at Langport in 1653, 1662, 1664, ^^^^^ 
coming to that town later than 1641. 
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His sole child and heiress, Edith, became second wife of 
Sir Edward Phelipps, of Montacote. 

Whether the ironmonger, or a sister of Admiral Blake, or 
the Rev. Thomas Blake, Vicar of Tamworth, dying in 1657, are 
in any way connected with Henry Norman, Langport schoolmasitr, 
is a most dubious and difficult question, full of contradiction and 
wild statements by Oldmixon in his Life of Admiral Blake, 1741. 
The will of John Blake is annexed. John Kknt.

In the will of Dame Edith Phelipps (332 Brook, P.C.C.) is 
no mention of Blake or Norman. 

9. Jampnum (VIII. Ixiii. 252). — In the " Glossanum Media ei 
Infima Laiinatis** of Ducange, under Jampna^ he quotes the use 
of the word in the English Monasticon Vol. III., p. 22, and also 
says, "Jampna diet videntur loca iis arbusculis obsita quas 
Armorici jan vel jaon nuncupant. Hae autem arbusculae junipero 
fere similes pro foliis habent spinulas." Bailey (N.) in his 
Dictionary Vol. I (1728), says under Jampnum^ "furse or gorse, 
also gorsy ground. O.L.*' This does not, I fear, answer with 
any satisfaction Mr. Middleton's enquiry as to the origin of the 
word. C. H. Sp. P. 

ID. Sir John Chidiock — Lambbth Wills (VIII. Iviii. 
49). — ^This entry, which is simply (on page 50) as follows: 
"Chidiock, John, Knt., 1449; 187 Stafford," had a misleading 
place-name in the Lambeth index. An examination clearly 
shows that it must be read "Twynham," i.e, Christchurch, Hants. 
This will was made nth Jan., 1449, and after the usual pious 
introduction orders the corpse of Sir John Chidiock to be buried 
in the conventual Church of Twynham, called Holy Trinity. 
The prior and convent obtain bequests of money and vestments, 
and the Dorset Churches of Chidiock, Caundell, More Cricholl, 
and Chilborough also obtain legacies. The document names his 
widow, Catherine, and his two daughters, Margaret and Katryn 
(Catherine). Margaret married Wm. Lord Stourton, and 
Catherine (i) Wm. Stafford, (2) Sir J. Arundel, so that the name 
Chidiock became extinct. In the Priory Church of Christchurch 
is an altar tomb with recumbent effigies of this period, but 
robbed of all inscriptions and arms, which is traditionally known 
as the •* Chidiock Tomb." It formerly stood in the nave {i,e,. 
Holy Trinity), but was early in last century removed to a chantry 
at the end of the north choir aisle. Tradition says the knight 
was slain, and that this accounts for the Hampshire interment, 
but as the Stourtons held properties near at Sopley, a less violent 
cause may be assigned for the burial here. Possibly the 
Inq. p.m,, which I have not yet seen, may settle the question, 
which I see is a doubtful one in Hutchins. Gbo. Brownbn. 

II. GiLLINGHAM FAMILY (VIII. Iviii. 6l, lix. 103, IO4, 105, 

106, Ix. 118, Ixiv. 261.) — At VIII. Ix. 118 reference is made 
to the will of Francis Fry of Melbury Abbas, gent., which 
mentions a daughter Gillingham.

12. Derby or Darby Family (VIII. Ixi. 177.) — In regard

13. Sydenham' Pedigree. (VIII. Ixiii. 240.) — The 
families of the quarterings in the Arms of Sydenham are 
given on page 321, with the exception of No. 3. This Gerard 
gives as D*Alingrig : this connection is given by CoUinson in 
Vol. Ill, p. 547, as that Richard de Sydenham, the Judge, 
married Joan, d. and coh. of Robert Delingrige of Broomfield by 
the d. and coh. of Walter Delalynde, the *' mullet in chief" thus 
showing that the Delingriges bore the Delalynd coat with a differ- 
ence ; also No. 4 of Trenchard, in which the bucks* faces are 
" proper," is unlikely to be correct on a tinctured field ; they are 
really " argent,*' and the coat is curiously enough the other 
De La-Lynd. Thomas, son of Henry Trenchard and Anne 
Russel, married Hawise, sister and coh. of Sir George De la Ljrnd. 
The quarterings of Sidnam in Colby's Somerset Vtsi'L, p. 100, are 
given as here, with the exception that the ** mullet in chief" is 
not in the blazon of No. 3 ; and the quarterings of Trenchard 
in the Dorset Visit,, p. 93, are the same, the second quartering — 
Mohun of Wolveton — being given as noted by Mr. Jewers on 
p. 315. Unfortunately the pedigree does not go far enough back 
to bring in the Kitesford heiress marriage, which Collinson, 
III. 86, says is the mother of the first William of the pedigree ; 
and the marriage and descent of John, son of II Robert — Roger 
in CoUinson — is fully given, ending in the heiress Joan.

14. Crest of Sydenham. — In an edition of Dionysius 
Halicarnasseus De struct ura orationis^ published in 1702, and 
dedicated ** Juveni nobilissimo ornatissimo-que Domino Philippo 
Sydenham Bart^" the dedication is headed by a woodcut of the 
Arms of Sydenham surmounted by a crest representing a bird 
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risiDg. My great grandfather, Philip Sydenham of Barnstaple, 
had a seal with the same crest over his initials and the family 
motto, though he also used a seal with the Sydenham crest of a 
ram's head erased. He was a descendant of the Dulverton 
branch of the family, while his grandmother was a daughter and 
coheiress of Sir Humphrey Sydenham of Chelworthy, and his 
great-grandmother one of the Sydenhams of Winford Eagle. 
Where did the bird crest come from ? J. C. M. 

15. Dedication of Wedmorb Church. — In S. 6* D, 
iV<S» Q., Vin. Ixii. 222, Mr. Byrchmore speaks of the tower of 
St. Mary Magdalen, Wedipore. That the church was dedicated 
to the Blessed Virgin Mary was a matter of common knowledge 
in the year 1528, as appears by the Will of William Cras of the 
parish of Alverton, who directed that his body should be buried 
in the church of B.M.V. of Wedmore. Somerset Medieval Wilis ^

16. Ilbbrt and Bricius. — Ilbert, Precentor of Wells, 
Somerset, bought land for finding a wax candle in Midsomer 
Norton Church and two moriariola, one in the Church and the 
other in the Chapel. 

Soon afterwards, between 11 50- 11 67, the Prior of Merton 
leased this and other land to Bricius, servant and near relative of 
Ilbert.

NOTICE OF BOOK. 

3a. SoMBRSBT Mbdibval Wills (second series) 1501- 
1536 edited by Rev. F. W. Weaver, M.A., F.S.A., Hon. Sec. of 
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Somt. Arch, and Nat. Hist. Society. Somerset Record Societjr's 
Volume, 1903. Qto, Pp. xxiv + 414. 

A notice of the first series of Somerset Medieval Wills has 
already appeared in our pages (VohVIII, p. 140) and we cordially 
welcome a second series, recently issued to Subscribers, of Pre- 
rogative Wills relating to Somerset, extended to the year 1530. 
This volume also includes such Somerset Wills as are preserved 
at Lambeth, 1363-1491. A third series is arranged for, which 
will carry on the P.C.C. Wills to 1558, at which date the collec- 
tions of the late Rev. F. Brown commence^ 

The volume before us is a worthy successor to the first instal- 
ment, and bears witness, on every page, to the zeal which has 
been bestowed on its production, and the painstaking accuracy 
by which the result has been achieved. It is furnished with a 
wealth of Indexes, compiled by Mr. J. R. H. Weaver, viz. of 
Testators, Rerum^ Locorum and IVominuM, and no one, who has not 
served his apprenticeship to the art of index-making, can 
appreciate the labour involved, and the skill with which the mass 
of detail has been handled and arranged. 

The number of Wills recorded is about 380, all relating to 
Somerset, while not a few are also concerned with Dorset, and 
other neighbouring counties. Most of the puzzling allusions, of 
which these documents are full, have been worked out. A few 
remain to be elucidated, of which a list is given. They are Bred- 
orum, p. 59, Genofero 91, apetruU 144, Teyme 146, Mioggehouse 
150, lememan 155, Scalaceli 276, Denfote 333, and geobbes 342. 

In regard to Scala celi. Rev. Andrew Clark has pointed out 
that this was the name of a chapel at Rome, derived from a vision 
of St. Bernard, who, while celebrating a funeral mass, " saw the 
souls for whom he was praying going up to heaven by a ladder." 
The name was subsequently applied to an indulgence attached 
to masses for the dead in special churches, e.g., in Hen. VIFs 
chapel in Westminster Abbey (Dugdale's Mon., new edit., t.i., 
p. 320). Was such an indulgence granted to any church in 
Oxford? Sir George Speke says in his will, ''I will inconty- 
nent upon my decease there be an honest prest provided to sing 
and say masse at Scala Celi in Oxforth or ellswhere, whersoever 
Scala Celi be, during the space of over a hole yere for the said 
soules.*' 

In a short notice, like the present, it would be impossible to 
enumerate the many interesting particulars these Wills contain, 
relating, inter alia, to lights maintained in parish churches, masses 
of various denominations, images, bells, and articles of attire and 
armour. A glance at the Index Rerum will reveal them to the 
reader. To this we refer him, with the confidence that the details 
with which these admirably edited Wills abound, will illuminate 
for him the social and religious life of the period which they cover.

Somerset seised 34a. of pas- 
ture called Litelmore in Langesutton, was seised in his demesne 
as of fee in right of his Church of St. Saviour of Athelneye, and 
also a certain Robert de lie in the time of King £. the father, and 
a certain Andrew in the time of King £. the grandfather and a 
certain Richard in the time of King H. the grandfather, late 
abbots of the said place, and all other the predecessors of the 
said now abbot were likewise seised of the said 34a. of pasture 
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from time immemorial » as parcel of the said abbot's manor of 
Langesutton : which said manor is of the foundation of the

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34. Edmund Hobhouss, Bishop. — The Rt. Rev. Edmund 
Hobhoase, D.D. formerly Bishop of Nelson, New Zealand, died 
at his residence in Wells, on 20th April last, at the age of 87. 

With reference to his work as an archaeologist, " T. S. H.*' 
writes in the Guardian of 4th May — 

"In 1886 Bishop Hobhouse took a leading part in founding 
the Somerset Record Society.' Together with the late F. H. 
Dickinson, E. A. Freeman, and the Rev. J. A. Bennett, he 
ronsed the county to a sense of the need of transcribing and 
printing some portion of the great mass of local historical 
docunents which were still in MS. Bishop Hobhouse began 
with a careful pricis or calendar of Bishop JDrokens/vrtfs Register, 
1309-1329. This he did entirely by himself, and the volume 
appeared in 1887, the first of the issues of the new society. He 
had meanwhile been ronsing others to undertake the transcription 
of pre- Reformation churchwardens' accounts, copying out himself 
those of Croscombe, and in 1890 he edited a second volume for 
the Record Society, containing churchwardens' accounts of six 
parishes, to which he added a very valuable preface. In the 
volume of Glastonbury Custumaria he constantly gave most 
valuable help and advice to the editor, and was wont till 1892 to 
go regularly to the meetings of the council. His interest in 
archaeology was untiring, and up to 1892 or 1893 he was regular 
in his attendance at the yearly meeting of the Somerset Archaeo- 
logical Society, and was a frequent writer of most valuable 
historical papers. He was specially interested in a careful 
examination of the forest boundaries in Somerset. When living 
at Batcombe he studied most thoroughly the early histor}' of 
Bruton and Stavordale, and when the Bruton Cartulary was issued 
he gave much valuable advice to the editor. He always took a 
warm interest in the Somerset and Dorset Notes and Queries, and 
gave much useful guidance when first the Review was issued. 
His archaeological knowledge of the country was not only pro- 
found, but singularly accurate ; he seemed to forget nothing, and 
even of late, when asked his opinion on any obscure point, though 
he was wont to ask for time to think, he invariably got back 
to the knowledge and poured it out generously for those who 
asked him. 

" He was not only, however, a Church historian, he was a 
great ecclesiastical lawyer. For a short time, at Bishop Selwyn's 
request, he undertook the office of Chancellor of the diocese of 
Lichfield, and though he did not show much interest in Canon 
law, he not only was deeply read in Lynwood, but seemed to know 
Gibson by heart. He had made a thorough study of mediaeval 
ecclesiastical courts, and knew exactly their character and where 
their jurisdiction began and ceased. It was this deep study 
which enabled him to understand the legal notes in the registers 
of the mediaeval Bishops. Few men, if any, could trace the

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present state of Church law, as he could, back into the past, and 
place their finger on the origin of each court and the object for 
which it was created. 

'' I suppose that to those who knew him intimately his great- 
ness was revealed as much by his extraordinarily accurate and 
retentive memory as by his complete knowledge of his subject. 
He knew what he knew, and never ventured beyond. His readi- 
ness to listen with docility when one told him something on a 
point on which he made no pretentions was as charming and 
beautiful as was his pleasure in imparting information when it 
was needed and he knew that he could give it." 

35. Roman Lbaden Coffins from Somerset. — As 
remarked in the last number of S. &^D, N, 6* Q., page 5, leaden 
coffins have rarely been discovered in Somerset. Having des- 
cribed one from Wiveliscombe, a Bath example was quoted. 
Since the publication of the article, Mr. A. £• Hudd, F.S.A., has 
kindly drawn my attention to one or two other examples from 
the county, notably a large stone coffin enclosing another of lead 
from Farmborough, described in the Proceedings of the Cliflon 
Antiquarian Club, Vol. I, pp. 1 09-1 13, by Mr. Hudd. The leaden 
remains were sent to Bristol Museum in 1886, but it has been 
stated on good authority, that a few months subsequently they 
found their way to the melting-pot. Leaden coffins contained 
within Roman sarcophagi are of rare occurrence. In Rotter's 
Delineations of Somerset ^ p. 70, a large freestone coffin is described 
as having been found in a field at Wemberham, Yatton, in 1828, 
containing bones of a skeleton and some parts of a leaden coffin. 

To go across the Bristol Channel, we read {Archaological 
Journal^ Vol. xii. pp. 76-8) that a large Roman sarcophagus lined 
with lead was found at Caerwent in 1854.

36. Cannon-Balls from Sbdgemoor. — ^Amongst the 
** Monmouth Relics " exhibited in Taunton Castle Museum are 
seven cannon-balls of iron and one of stone (blue lias). The 
latter is 5^ inches in diameter, and weighs 7 lbs. 14 oz. The 
iron examples range from 2) to 4 inches in diameter, weighing 
from I lb. 14^ ozs. to 8^ lbs. Most of them are slightly flattened 
in one part, to prevent them from rolling when placed on a level 
surface. The most interesting specimen is that weighing 2^ lbs., 
and ticketed " taken from the breast of a man buried in Weston 
Zoyland Churchyard, 1800." During the present year I have 
come across a manuscript note amongst the archives of the 
Somersetshire Archaeological Society, of which the following 
is the gist : — 

During the Monmouth Rebellion many of the soldiers killed 
at Sedgemoor, or in flight therefromg were buried in a field in 
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Weston Zoyland, and in the churchyard there. In 1800 Mr. 
James Turner, father of Mr. John Turner, latterly a resident at 
Kingston St. Mary, near Taunton, was churchwarden of Weston 
Zoy land, and saw the cannon-ball in question taken out 0/ /he 
breast of a man buried in Weston Zoyland churchyard. This ball 
was presented to the Somersetshire Archaeologies Society by Mr. 
John Tamer in 1875.

37. Purchase of Pardons after the Monmouth 
Rbbeluon. — ^The following notes are from depositions relating 
to two suits in the Chancery and Exchequer Courts, the object in 
each suit being to recover money paid for procuring pardons for 
persons convicted of taking part in the rebellion of 1685. The 
defendant in both cases was Andrew Loder, a Dorchester solicitor, 
who was a deputy to Mr. Swan ton, clerk of the Assizes, and the 
plaintiffs were respectively Thomas Lawrence of Leigh (Somerset) 
and John Gardner of Martock. The last in 1690, when the 
depositions were taken, is styled ** clerk." Besides Loder, two 
others, Richard Cridland and David Trim, ** were accompted 
Pardon Mungers." 

The Case of Thomas Lawrence. 

When the Duke's forces were at Chard, parties were sent 
into the neighbouring districts to procure horses, saddlery and 
arms, and it was one of these parties, led by William Thompson, 
the Duke's Quartermaster General, and including three residents 
of Uminster, namely James Carrier, a blacksmith, and Thomas 
Goodland and Philip Robins, yeomen, which at ten or eleven 
o'clock one night visited Mr. Henley's house at Leigh and 
demanded horses. Lawrence, who was then in Mr. Henley's 
service, refused the demand, and the rebels thereupon carried 
away by force four of Mr. Henley's horses and one other 
from a neighbouring house. The mere fact that Lawrence had 
spoken to these visitors seems to have rendered him a suspected 
person in the eyes of the reigning powers, and seizing the oppor- 
tunity some of his enemies accused him of treason. Two men 
named Richard Davie and John Turner, both apparently of Lyme 
Regis* who had themselves joined in the rebellion, were threat- 
ened " with hanging and loss of their estates " unless they gave 
evidence against Lawrence, who was accordingly tried at Dor- 
chester by Judge Jeffreys and condemned to death. The victim 
of this scheme, though confined in Dorchester gaol, was allowed 
by the gaoler, Mr. Thomas Knapton, to visit Loder at the 
liar's house in Dorchester, and was thus enabled to negotiate 
for a pardon. Loder agreed to charge ;^400 for his services, but 
the pardon was not forthcoming at once, and Lawrence remained 
in prison for several months, during which he employed a friend. 
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John Grey of Taanton, to follow Loder and remind him of the 
promised pardon. On one occasion the date of the prisoner's 
execation was actually fixed, and his name was placed in a list of 
six men to be hanged at Wareham but was afterwards struck out. 
However the pardon was at last obtained and the ;^4oo was raised 
by Lawrence and his friends. But it can hardly be doubted that 
the purchase of the pardon meant ruin of estate, for the overseers 
and churchwardens of Winsham, who had to make a return to 
the King's Commissioners of the property of those convicted of 
treason, assessed Lawrence's estate in their parish at no more 
than £its^ and no mention is made of property elsewhere. 

The Case of Cteorge Bisse of Martock^ gentleman. 

When Bisse was imprisoned at Wells on suspicion of aiding 
the Duke, his wife applied to Loder to find some means of saving 
her husband's life. And Loder replied that " the only way to 
preserve his life was to confesse himselfe to be guilty of the said 
crime, for otherwise, if he should plead not guilty thereto and be 
found guilty, he would certainly be hanged," promising at the 
same time for £^lo to procure a pardon for life and estate. 
Acting on this advice, Bisse pleaded guilty and was condemned 
as a traitor. His wife and a friend at once rode to Dorchester to 
see Loder, who informed them that his price was increased to 
;^400. This latter sum was paid by Bisse's friends, and his name 
was entered " in a circuitt pardon." 

The Case of John Gardner of Martock, 

There is no doubt that this gentleman had been out * Duking.' 
Deponents had seen him ** in the forest of Roche alias Neroche 
in the county of Somerset in the said Duke's army on horseback 
with sword and pistolls," and when the rebels suffered their defeat 
he went into hiding. He was perhaps considered to be a man of 
some importance, for great efforts were made to effect his arrest. 
Nine separate attempts to find him were made by soldiers, once 
by Sir Edward Phelips of Montacute with a party of horse, and 
in addition the tithing men of Stoke St. Mary searched the house 
of the fugitive's mother in that parish. All these efforts failed, 
though Gardner was not far away, being safely hidden in the 
house of one Dorothy Jeanes in his own parish of Martock. 
There he lay from the end of July, 1685, till the beginning of 
March, 1686, and during this time George Bishop, a yeoman of 
the parish, saw him nearly every day and supplied him with food. 
It would seem that several other villagers were also acquainted 
with his hiding place. Mr. John Coleby, acting for the concealed 
man. procured a promise of a pardon from Loder for ;^200, and 
subsequently James Pottinger of Martock took to the lawyer a 
letter from Gardner's wife, and gave him two broad pieces of 
gold *' for his encouragement." At length on the 2nd of March, 
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1685-6, two Somerset Justices, Sir Francis Warre and John 
Sanford, admitted Gardner to bail, and on the 1 5th April following 
he had an interview with Loder at Sherborne, where he found 
himself forced to give a bond for the increased sum of ^^300.

38. Rogers, of Brianston, Dorset, and Barwick, 
Somerset. (VIII. Ixiii. 233, Ixiv. 254.) — The interesting series 
of notes on Rogers of Bryanston has reminded me of a theory I 
have long held, that there was some connection between that 
family and the Frys of Tarrant Gunville. 

The will of John Rogers, '* son and heir apparent of late Sir 
Henry Rogers, deceased, late of Bryanston,*' proved in 1 546 in 
the P.C.C. (8 Alen) was witnessed by John Fry. 

Administration of the goods of Sir John Rogers of Bryanston 
was granted in 1565 to William Fry, among others. 

The will of Dame Katherine Rogers, late wife of Sir John 
Rogers, Knight, of Bryanston, proved in 1581 in the P.CC. (40 
Darcy) contains a bequest of £$ '* to William Frye, the elder, if 
he die, then I give it to his daughter that is my god-daughter," 

In S/ar Chamber Proceedings, 23rd October, 2 and 3 Philip 
and Mary, 1555, (under Bundle 25 Hen. viii.. No. 275) in the 
case of Wm. Bradstock v. Bullen, is a long account of the abduction 
of Thomasine Fry, daughter of William Fry, deceased, from the 
house of her uncle, Thomas Fry, at Tarrant Gunville. She was 
said to have been taken by force, while another account says she 
went voluntarily, to the house of Sir John Rogers, where she 
remained six or seven days. 

The connection, if any, may be through the Cammells. 
Sibella Cammell, late wife of John Cammell of Glaston, in her 
will proved 1499 at the P.C.C. (34 Home) desires to be buried in 
the chancel of St. John Baptist, Glaston, in the tomb of her 
husband, Thomas Frye, armiger. Richard Frye, her son, was 
executor, and Walter Frye (no relationship given) her overseer. 
I shall be very glad of any assistance in proving relationship between 
these Frys of (presumably) Somerset and those of Tarrant Gun- 
ville, Dorset, and also with Rogers of Bryanston.

— Whilst engaged in collecting 
matenal concerning the different branches of Lockett family, I 
have succeeded in gathering together some information of a 
branch whose pedigree has hitherto never been published, and 
which may claim the interest of some of your readers, and parti- 
cularly of those who wish for fuller information concerning 
Somerset Clergy during the distressing times under the Common- 
wealth. It will be seen by the accompanying pedigree the 
Locketts of Somerset were a very clerical family, and that there 
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Spetisbury, Great Canford and Sherborne, who were prob^ibly 
connections of the family at Corscombe.

the said Maurice Carent in West Woodyates, East Woodyates, 
Pentridg and Hanley " for 80 years. The deed contained a pro- 
viso that Maurice Carent and Lady Elizabeth might, by any 
writing attested by three witnesses, make the deed void. 

Maurice Carent and Lady Elizabeth now take advantage of 
this proviso, and let to Walter Goddard certain portions of the 
land formely let to John Harrington and Randulph Callcott, 
to wit, 

" A Copice or woody ground called East Grove/' 

" Three closes neere adjoyneing to the said Copice, the 
one called Fortie acres, another called Well close, 
and another little close thereunto adioyneninge " ; 

" The East part of Newfeild " ; 

" A sheepe pasture called East downe " ; 

** A messuage or Tenem^^ with thappurtenannces lying 

in East Woodyates within the Parrish of Pentridge, 

and now or late in the tenure or occupacon of Johan 

Randall, wyddow," " and some other particulars " ; 

for an estate determinable upon the death of three of Walter 

Goddard's sons. 

Maurice Carent and Lady Elizabeth make the deed of 1629 
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void only so far and for so long a time as is necessary in order to 
let the above property to Walter Goddard ; except for that, they 
hereby confirm the deed. 

And they ** heerby further grannte bargaine and sell " to 
John Harrington and Randulph Callcott the property mentioned 
m the deed of 1629, except what is hereby let to Walter Goddard ; 
also the ** Revercon and Revercons " of the latter for 99 years 
from the present date ; ** in trust neverthelesse for the ose 
benefitt and behoofe of such person and persons, .and for such 
intente and purposes and uppon such power of Revocation " as 
the deed of 1629 ^^7^ down.

41. Thomas Beach, Portrait Painter, of Milton 
Abbas, Dorsbtshire,[i738-i8o6]. — ^Thomas Beach was bom in 
1738, at Milton Abbas, in Dorsetshire, where his early essays in 
portraiture so strongly commended themselves to Lord Milton, 
afterwards Earl of Dorchester, that he became, in 1760, a pupil 
of Sir Joshua Reynolds, and a student at the St. Martin's Lane 
Academy. Ten years later his name figures in the Bath guide as 
painting portraits at 2, Westgate Buildings. He joined at that 
time the Incorporated Society of Artists, of which he was event- 
ually elected Vice-President, and took a lively part in the squabbles 
which followed the creation of the Royal Academy. From 1772 
until 1783 he constantly figures in the list of those who contrib- 
uted pictures to the exhibitions of the Society of Artists — sending, 
in i774» portraits of Henderson and Jackson as Richard IH. and 
Buckingham ; in 1777, one of Mr. rlower, M.C. at Weymouth : 
and, in 1783, a three-quarters length of Mrs. Siddons. Two 
vears later he made his first appearance at the Royal Academy Ex- 
hibition, then located in Somerset House. In 1786 his picture of 
Mrs. Siddons in the dagger-scene of Macbeth attracted general 
attention, and at the same time he was represented by a life 
size, full length portrait of the great actress. 

For more than a quarter of a century Beach rarely missed a 
Bath ** season,'* and between 1770 and 1801 there is scarcely a 
Bath notability who did not give sittings to Sir Joshua Reynolds's 
successful pupil. His work has occasionally been mistaken for 
that of Gainsborough and Romney, and oftener for that of his 
great master, and Mrs. Siddons always declared that nobody had 
ever painted her brother, John Philip Kemble, as successfully 
as Beach. 
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Frequent allasions are made to Beach in the contemporary 
literature of Bath. In Philip Thicknesse's New Bath Guide of 
1778 the editor, after indicating Mr. Beach's place of abode, 
adds, ** We do not know a British painter who is more happy in 
giving a strong likeness, nor a more worthy, good-natured 
honest man." 

The pocket-book diary of Thomas Beach for the year 1798 
is now in the possession of the Rev. W. H. Beach, the great 
great nephew of the painter. 

He sets out on a fine June day for his native Dorsetshire in 
** a whisky," which, in the course of his wanderings, he sometimes 
exchanges for a curricle and a phaeton, and the whole of the 
summer is devoted to staying at country houses and painting the 
portraits of the principal officers of the Dorset Volunteers, then 
burning to defend their shore against the threatened invasion 
of Buonaparte. The whole collection may now be seen at Came 
House near Dorchester. 

Sixteen years later a second edition of Hutchins' '* History 
of Dorset" appears, and in this Thomas Beach, of Bath, is 
mentioned with unqualified praise. " From his earliest years," 
write the authors, '' he evinced a strong desire to be an artist, 
and under the patronage of the Dorsetshire family he became a 
pupil of Sir Joshua Reynolds in 1760. How well he succeeded 
under that great master his works, which are very numerous in 
the neighbourhood of Bath, will fully testify. The pictures which 
he painted about twenty years ago were executed in the happiest 
period of his pencil, though a late performance, a portrait of 
br. Harington (from which an excellent mezzotint has been 
engraved) must be equally admired, but his most celebrated work 
is a large picture of the domestics of the late H. H. Cox, Esq., 
of Penmore. This picture is now in the possession of Sir J. C. 
Hippesley, of Stone Easton. No one can contemplate this 
performance without hesitating which most to prefer — the hand 
of the master or the pupil. To Mr. Beach's professional 
excellence we must add that no man ever possessed a more 
friendly and benevolent disposition. He was a good scholar 
and exemplary in the exercise of religion and charity, yet no 
man more enjoyed the social circle, or more contributed to 
its mirth : — 

" Happy life's duties with its joys to blend : 
Reynolds his master, Henderson his friend." 
The Henderson alluded to is, doubtless, the celebrated actor 
commonly known as the ** Bath Roscius," whose portrait Beach 
painted and exhibited in 1774. 

Mrs. Siddons remained the fast friend of Beach until his 
death, and in one of her letters describes a visit paid to him at 
Dorchester while she was staying at Weymouth, besides fre- 
quently alluding in her correspondence to the excellency of his 
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work in general, and the admirable portrait of her good friend, 
Mrs. Wapshawe. Beach died at the capital of his native county 
on the 17th December, 1806, and lies in an unmarked grave in 
All Saints' Churchyard, where the writer has vainly endeavoured 
to identify the house in which he lived with his brother's widow, 
who predeceased him by a few months. Surely the genial Bath 
painter, whose works have withstood successfully the ravages of 
time, and still adorn the walls of most of the great country 
houses of the West, and specially those of Dorsetshire, 
deserves some memorial in the county which gave England 
a Thomhill as well as a Beach and a Hussey, and returned Chris- 
topher Wren to Parliament for one of her principal towns ?

42. Langpokt Coins in Rome. — One day in April last 
year, 1 was in the museum in the Baths of Diocletian in Rome. 
In room VII. are some wall paintings from a house of the early 
imperial period found in the garden of the Villa Farnesina. 
Along the middle of the room are cases of coins. Being but 
little interested in numismatics, and finding these mural paintings 
of about the first century A.D., with copies of others of the fifth 
century B.C., full of interest,I gave no attention to the cases until 
my eye was accidentally caught by " Anglo-Saxon" as a label to 
a section of the coins. Immediately I was wafted from Rome to 
Wessex, and looked eagerly up and down the columns of coins to 
see if there were any from these parts. Yes, there were six from 
£xeter, 20 from Dorchester, two from Bath, and — two from 
Langport! all in bronze and all of the reign of Athelstane (924- 
940). Coin 213 bears an inscription which I read as Byrntkl 
MO Langport; coin 214 Vvynsige mo Longport (mo is the 
abbreviation of monetarius, moneyer, minter). 

At once arose the question How did they get here ? The 
answer is nearly as interesting as the coins themselves. They are 
part of a treasure of 830 English coins discovered nine years ago 
m the Forum, in the hall of the palace of the Vestal Virgins, 
buried there not later than 946, temp. Pope Marinus II., and 
doubtless the fruits of •* Peter's pence." 

When I told Dr. Norris of these local coins he referred me 
to Somerset Arch, Proc,, volume I., ii., 15. At that date (1849- 
50) only two of Athelstane*s coins minted at Langport were 
known, but I see from volume XXVI. (1880), i., 87, that there is 
another in the Taunton Museum. Now, in the Museo Nazionale 
Romano may be seen two more. And it is interesting to think 
of these coins, minted in the ancient town of Langport, passing 
into the currency, ^ van bv pious hands to the service of God, 
carried across the sea and Europe to the Papal coffers, hidden for 
security in the Atrium Vestae, lost for nine centuries and a half, 
DOW reposing in the Baths of Diocletian. J. Hamlst.

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46. The Lbctbrn, Ykovil Church. — ^The fine Lectern 
in YeoTil church is one of the few mediseval examples now 
remaining. Composed of brass and well preserved, it consists of 
a massive well graduated round pedestal, with fine concentric 
mouldings, the base resting on four projecting arms, on each of 
which is a lion sejeant. The desk is of triangular shape with two 
faces, has circular openings in the end panels, and a double globe- 
shaped finial surmounts the centre of the apex. In the middle 
of the face of each desk, is a scroll or label with an inscription 
exactly alike, and over them what appears to be the half-length 
figure of a monk, habited in gown, and apparently a short cloak 
over (cappa manicaia) with tippet and hood or cowl {capuiium) and 
full sleeves. The hands are raised in prayer, but the head and 
face of the figures on both sides, are completely obliterated, 
apparently caused partly by design, and supplemented by the 
rubbing of the books used on the lectern for such a lengthened 
period.* 

With regard to the reading and translation of the inscription, 
in reply to a query addressed to that accomplished antiquary the 
late Mr. John Batten, the following was received from him ; — 

" The text on the Lectern in Yeovil Church is according to 
my reading ; — 

M\eAx' na^tfat* SxfttsAtx Mia Mgilst tpxt bealt.** 

The translation is mqch more difficult. I have never been 
quite satisfied with any that have been suggested. Much trans- 
position of the words must be made to make any sense of it, and 
as their present position is evidently in order to make the lines 
scan there is reason for altering it. 

Something like this appears the probable rendering : — 

Oh I (eja) I pray you now from this {hinc) place to {that ye)

In Weaver's Visitations 0/ Somerset, 1885, it is stated that 
Alexander Buller married, secondly, Anne, daughter of Giles 
Daubeney, and had five sons, one of whom, John, married and 
also had five sons, the posterity of Alexander Buller being there- 
fore presumably not extinct even now. 
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In Conrthope's Nicholas, 1857, it is stated that the honours of 
Henrj Earl of Bridge water, which did not expire at his death, be- 
came vested in his nephew and heir, John Bourchier, 2nd Earl of 
Bath, and in this he is virtaally followed by Sir Bernard Barke, 
1866.

Holcott, p. 134. William Prouse, a minor. Is this Holnicott 
or Holcombe, neither of which can I find the Prouses had any- 
thing to do with ? 

Wycomb, p. 134, apparently in two Hundreds, where is it? 

Bicknell, p. 134, really Bicknoller. 

Weston^ p. 134, query really Westow. 

LuxboroWf p. 134, entered in Carhampton and Williton-Free- 
manners Hunds. It is in the former, but being divided into 
manors, can any part have been in the latter ? 

Wi^fidon, p. 135, is also entered in two Hundreds, North 
Petherton and Andersfield. It is really in the first ; most proba* 
bly it is a MS. error in the last, as it appears twice in the first. 

Weston, p. 135, would be Weston Zoyland. 
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Hunstill, p. 135. Query error for Huntspill, bnt that is in one 
of its own, in Collinson, but anciently Bimastan Hand. So 
query how it gets into Andersfield Hand. 

Spaxton^ pp. 155 and 6. In both the hundreds of Anders- 
field and Cannington ; is was apparently so divided in Domesday. 

Charlinch^ pp. 135-6. This is entered under Andersfield, 
but is really in Cannington hundred, as on p. 1 36, and there does 
not seem to have been any ancient division. 

Rodney Stocky p. 136, in Wells Forum, and on p. 138 Stoke 
Rodney in Winterstoke Hund., its proper one. There seems to 
be no evidence that any part of it belonged to the first.

Iwoode, p. 138, in Winterstoke Hund. Collinson, III. 499- 
500, mentions Iwode as containing lands belonging to the Lut- 
trells, but does not mention where it is. 

Mercomb, p. 138, in Winterstoke Hund. Where is this? 
Can it be part of Blagdon ? 

Hendley^ p. 1 38, in Cookhome {sic) Hund., is in Seaborough ; 
Olehill, p. 138, in the same Hundred, is in Wajrford. 

Cherton Hund.^ evidently Chewton. 

Tymsborow, pp. 138-9, entered in both Chewton and Chew 
Hunds. ; although in Domesday it was divided, yet it seems to 
have been always in the last. 

Blackwell and Bakewell, p. 139, evidently are slips of the pen 
for Backwell. 

CloptoHt p. 139, in Bedminster {sic) Hund. is the same as 
Chapion in Portberie, p. 1 39, and as Clapton in the last. 

Tichenham, p. 139, is entered as well in both the above Hun- 
dreds, and is also in the last ; and Rich. Davis is evidently Rice 
of the first. 

Staunton^ p. 139, in Chew Hundred, would be the tithing 
Slom. 

Georges, p. 139, in Portberie Hund. i3 Easton in Gordano, 
St. Georges. It is interesting to know this name for it is so old. 

Barrington, p. 139, is entered in Brent Hund. It is in South 
Petberton, but as it is connected with ' Edmond Kenne, gent.,' 
and the parish of Ken is the next entry, could it be the name of 
the House } 
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FoscoU^ p. 140, in Blilmersdon Hnnd. It is also in Milbonme, 
p. 141 ; but the last is not stated to be a Hand., althoa^ printed 
in large type as a heading ; it is in Wellow. 

High Church, p. 140, is in Hemington in Kilmersdon Hand. 

SiniiOH is Stratton on the Foss, and WriglingUm is Writh- 
lington, both in the same Hand. 

Cation, p. 140, in Bath Forum Hand., is Corston. which is 
also entered on the same page ander Kenisham Hand. It is in 
Wellow. 

Katheren, p. 140. This is St. Katherine*s. Holt Down, and 
Wiicamb is Widcombe. 

Charlton, p. 140, in Kenisham Hand., is Qoeen*s Charlton : 
and after Brisiingion shoald apparently be the heading WELLOW 
HUND., omitted in the list of Handreds, as all the places men- 
tioned down to 7>/(s)/^r((/, on p. 141 are in that Handred, except 
BaUtmhe, which is in Whitstone, and is there also entered. 

Inkscomb, p. 140. Qaery Inglishcombe, which is in Wellow 
Hand., bat the Roswells owned Stanton Prior in Kejoisham, so 
possibly the name of their hoase. 

Afiiis,p. 141, is entered ander Whitston Hand. Collinson 
calls it in Handred of its own, bat it was part of Kilmersdon. 

Spartgratfe, p. 141, is in Batcombe, as before. 

Wans/row, p. 141, is in Frome Hand, where it is properly 
entered on p. 142. 

Lye, p. 141, is Leigh on Mendip, and is joined with Mells 
as before. 

Red Linch, p. 141, is in Braton Hand, which follows, not in 
WhiUton. 

Catcoie, p. 141, is in Whitley Hand., where, on p. 156, it is 
rightly entered. 

6iHimansi€r, p. 141 9 in Braton Hand., is Godminster in Pit«* 
combe. 

Holbrooke, p. 141, in Norton Ferris (Ferrers) Hand., is near 
Wincanton : see Monament in Collinson, III. 58, in Charlton 
Masgrave (not entered in the Coll. Index). Is it * The Tithing ' 
mentioned in Coll. III. n^ 

Suddon, p. 142, is Satton in Wincanton. 

Moorthaya, p. 142, is in Charlton Musgrove. 

Rich. Fitzjames, of Benham, Is this error for Brewham ? 

Hohvall, p. 142, in Hothome {sii) Hand. This is Holwell, 
now in co. Dorset. 

Sandford, p. 142. Qaery part of Sandford Orcas or itself. 

At Braton The Unicome, p. 142 and p. 132. This Inn now 
is not in the Braton List. 

Chard and Comb Si. Nicholls, p. 145. in Kingesbary Hand., 
are second entries, as they are ander Kinsberie ysic) on p. 152, 
bat there is one extra Huishe Langport, now Haish-Episcopi : 
Chard is also wrongly again entered, p. 145, ander Soath Pether- 
ton Hand. 
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George Hinion, p. 143, South Petherton Hand, (w, printer's 
error). It should be in Crewkerne Hundred where, on p. 138, it is 
rightly entered. 

Ley^ p. 143, is in Winsham, Kingsbury Hundred, but in 
Domesday it was in South Petherton. 

Under Bulston and Abdich Hund., pp. 143-4, Rowlands is in 
Ashill ; Cathanger in Fivehead ; Sea in Ilminster ; Midney is 
Middleney in Drayton ; Domett in Buckland St. Mary. Rohorough^ 
can this be Rowberrow in Winterstoke Hundred ? I cannot find 
any Lacy connected with it, except the pedigree marriage, on p. 
65, would suggest its nearness to Wrington. 

Husselbeare in Hownsborow {sic) Hund., p. 144. Is this 
Haselborough, or is it the home of the Keymers in Pendomer, 
both being in the same Hundred ? 

Horiofiy p. 144, is in Ilminster which is in Bulston and Abdick 
Hundred, and so ought to have been entered under that heading. 

Newton St. Mavile. This is CoUinson's Newton Sermon- 
ville. Is there any authority for this spelling ? 

Lu/ton. p. 144, is in Tintinhull Hund. ; so wrongly entered 
here. 

Evitly p. 144. Query Yeovil or a suburb. 

West Camell, p. 144. This is placed by CoUinson in the 
Hundred following, Somerton, but it adjoins Queen's Camel in 
Catashy spelt Catsagh Hund. 

Ham^ p. 144, is entered under Somerton Hund., but as it is 
connected with'the Hezts of High Ham, it is in Whitley Hundred. 

Tucks Kerrie^ p. 144, called by Gerard Tokers Gary. It is in 
Gharlton Mackarell, adjoins Lite's Gary and is part of Gary Fitz- 
paine. 

Huishe^ p. 144. Query Huish Episcopi, as it is not far from 
Longe Sutton^ but it is entered properly under Kingesbury Hund., 
p. 143, as Huishe Langport ; the family of White being mentioned 
in both places, though in this of ' Tittleford ' really Fittleford, co. 
Dorset. 

Barwick and Hund., p. 145. Gollinson's Berwick. In this 
Hundred is Stonerd, This is an error for Staverd [Stoford]. 

Of the old Inns mentioned on p. 132, according to Kelly, 
1883, none of them survive, unless the names have changed, 
except * The Growne ' at Wells, and possibly * Ship ' at Bridg- 
water. I would ask the meaning of the ' Cillers Inne,' Bristol ? 

From all this it will be seen that the places in the Hundreds 
are too carelessly entered to be of great value, but are more of a 
guide to the Heralds in their work.

65. HuTCHiNS Extra- ILLUSTRATED. — ^The present year 
will be noted in the annals of Dorset Bibliography, as having 
witnessed the arrangement and completion of more than one 
extra-illustrated copy of Hutchins' History of the county. The 
following lines refer to one of these, of which Mr. A. M. Broadley, 
of the Knapp, Bradpole, near Bridport, is the creator, and which 
may be called, without exaggeration, a magnificent example of 
the art of Granferising. He has taken as his basis a clean, large- 
paper copy of the 2nd edit of Hutchins' History, purchased from 
the Ashburton library, and by his judicious selection of engraved 
portraits and landscapes, maps, water-colour drawings, aauatint 
engravings, holograph letters, autographs, rare tracts and broad- 
sides, and even court rolls, the original four folio volumes have 
grown to twelve. It is marvellous that this result has been 
achieved in the short space of four vears. To most men it would 
represent the work of a life-time. Where so much is admirable, 
it would be difficult to distinguish one feature as being of greater 
value than the rest, — but the collection of some 60 maps of 
Dorset (including copies of the Hen. VIII. charto of the Dorset 
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coast-line, specially made from the originals in the Brit. Mnseum) 
— a petition to the House of Commons, temp. Queen Anne, from 
the Dissenters of Dorset (with their names) against the exercise 
of the local soldiery on Sundays — and the coloured views of 
We3rmonth, by J. W. Upham, and an absolutely unique series of 
rare portraits, autographs and broadsides relating to the Dorset 
adventures of the Duke of Monmouth, are some of the gems of 
the collection. Hutchins, the Historian, himself, and browne 
Willis, the great encourager of his undertaking, are represented 
by portraits and autograph letters, and many of the portraits of 
Dorset Worthies are mezzotints or line engravings of consider- 
able merit. It should be noted also that the ist volume contains 
a full series of portraits and autographs of the various Earls and 
Dukes of Dorset, and that an original MS. Visitation is inserted 
at the end. Coloured illustrations, on a large scale, of the 
Corporate Arms of Towns and Abbeys in the county, are also 
added. In addition to these twelve volumes a thirteenth has 
been devoted entirely to the most romantic episode in Dorset his- 
tory, viz., the " miraculous escape " of Charles IL on the 22nd, 
23rd and 24th Sept., 1 65 1 . This comprises the whole of the rare 
engraved portraits of Charles, published between 1649 and 1651, 
and a complete set of twelve broadsides relating to his move- 
ments in those years, ending with the reward of ^ 1000, offered for 
his apprehension on the 12th Sept., 1651. The get-up of the 
volumes reflects great credit on Mr. W.V. Daniell of 53, Mortimer 
St., W«, by whom the manual work of inlaying and general pre- 
paration was undertaken, and on Mr. G. F. Ayling of lA, Cam- 
bridge St., W., and who is responsible for their binding from a 
special design. We understand that it is the wish of the owner 
to dedicate this work hereafter to the use and benefit of Dorset, 
if a Free Public Library were established in Dorchester, or else- 
where within the county. This proposal should be sufficient to 
induce the local authorities to make some movement in the 
matter. The interest of these volumes to Dorset men cannot 
easily be estimated, and in the present state of the market, the 
value in hard cash would not fall much below ;^iooo. 

Besides this extra-illustrated ' Hutchins,* Mr. Broadley's col- 
lection comprises a fine series of Royalist tokens, badges and 
medals in various metals (including a miniature of " Prince " 
Charles on copper pierced for wearing) belonging to the same 
eventful period of his life, and all the original issues of the 
Boscobel and other tracts, and a photographic reproduction of 
the Ellesdon (of Charmouth) letter in the Bodleian Library. Of 
the six known Monmouth medals it includes four, one of which 
is the excessively rare example recently disposed of at the 
Murdoch sale. A copy of the j^iooo reward broadside of the 
1 2th Sept., 1 65 1, realized, not long since, three figures at a sale 
in London.

appearance. Here is another step towards the goal which we 
have k>ag pictured to oorseWes as the Biographer's Paradise, — 
when it will be possible, with the help of books opon our own 
shelves, to trace a man's career in school, college and nniversitj, 
his entrance upon a learned profession, and the distinctions he 
may have obcuned, or the appointments held, in Church and 
Stale. 

The volume before us comprises the admissions to St. John's, 
1715-1 767, with an index of Persons, another of Places, and others 
of Schools, Trades, etc. These are followed by a most valuable 
appendix, extending over more than half the book, and replete 
with biographical particulars regarding the persons named in the 
Register. The Editor very justly remarks *' It is almost impossible 
in a work such as this to attain finality. Its appearance will, I 
hope, lead to further identifications, and to an accumulation of 
further facU regarding the names contained in the Register."

GYLES PENNE AND ISABELL, HIS WIFE. 
YEOVIL CHURCH, SOMERSET. 
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69. The Penne Brass, Yeovil Church.— The interesting 
brass of Gyles Penne and Isabel! his wife is found in the pavement 
of the nave. It displays the usual characteristics of form and 
costume prevalent at that era, the first quarter of the sixteenth 
century, and is in favourable preservation. 

Gyies Penne, has straight hair, wears a long gown or mantle 
with broad fur collar, and narrower edging continued down the 
front, with large open sleeves. Beneath is another gown, girdled 
in at the waist with close-fitting sleeves, his hands raised in 
prayer. 

Isabell, his wife, has the pedimental head-dress with depen- 
dant embroidered lappets, a close-fitting gown with ample skirt 
apparently flounced with fur. The sleeves are tight-fitting, with 
large fur cuffs, the hands raised in prayer. An embroidered girdle 
encircles the waist, with end dependant in front, and ornamental 
continuation ending with a small pomander and jewel. She died 
12 December, 15 19. 

The inscription is in an oblong panel below the figures and 
reads, —

The brass having been laid down by the husband after his 
wife*s death and before his own, the date of his decease was not 
subsequently added, a very usual omission in memorials of this 
description. 

There are two shields of arms, one over each figure, exceed- 
ingly injured and defaced, and apparently never properly com- 
pleted. By careful examination of the few indications of the 
charge remaining, the shield over the male figure resolved itself 
as the allusive arms assigned to Crukerne {crook-horn) of Childhay 
in Broad Windsor {Gules) on a chevron between three bugle {hunting) 
hotns {argent) stringed {or) as many cross-croslets, pati fitchB {of the 
second). The other shield over the female is hopelessly obliterated 
beyond shewing it wdiS parted per pale, on each charge a chevron, 
and in base of the sinister impalement what appears like the 
traces of an eagle's or griffin* s head, erazed, — probably one of three. 
It is difficult, with present information, to connect the Crukerne

70. The Image of Our Lady at Plush. (Court of 
Exchequer — Barons' Depositions, No. 191.) — 

In the year 1573 Queen Elizabeth seems to have been 
troubled with a suspicion that she had not got all she ought from 
the property of Plush Chapel, for at that date she addressed to 
the inhabitants of the place a series of very unpleasant questions 
concerning **The Imedge of ou^ Ladye in the chappie of Plush 
w'shipped w*^ offrynges of the people and any Brotherhood of 
ou' Ladye beloninge to the same chappell." Some of the 
villagers had perhaps good reasons for not taking part in the 
proceedings which followed. At any rate the answers of only 
one man, probably the oldest inhabitant, (one William Tabott, 
yeoman, aged 90 years), are recorded. And this is what the old 
man said. 

** That he hath knowen that dyvers wemen have come to the 
Image of o' Ladye in the chappie of Plushe aforesaide and have 
offered unt' the same Image certeyn candells of wex and other 
worshipping of the same Image this deponent knoweth not." 

** This deponent sayeth that he dyd neu' knowe eny brother- 
hood of o' Ladye belonging to the same chappie of Plushe but 
he sayeth that those that dwelt within the same villag of Plushe 
dyd yerely kepe a helpe ale to maynteyne the same chappie but 
howe many shepe or kyne there dyd belonge to the same chappl 
this depon*- knoweth not but he sayeth that there were bothe 
shepe hi kyne belonging to the same & that some of them were 
yerely kylled for the helpe ale." 

The deponent had never known of the offering of any gold 
rings ** but he sayeth that he hath knowen dyvers sylver ringes to 
be geven by wemen to the mayntenfice of the said chappie when 
they laye at the point of death d: that this deponent when he was 
warden of the same chappell dyd receavc fower rynges w<* he 

delyv*ed ou' to the next warden that followed him d:~ 

further that he dyd never knowe any ringes hanged uppon eny 
festyvall dayes about the neck of the saide Image nor at eny 
other tyme." 

"That when ther helpe ale was he that was appointed 
Warden or Steward wold make his accompte of such things as 
was geven to make the same Churche Ale & what remayned of 
the ou' plus was alwayes bestowed uppon the reparacons of the 
same."

In neither the Vaior EccL (Som. Carih., p. 142) nor in the 
*• Computatio Ministrorum Domini Regis^* {Som, Carth., pp. 192- 
193 quoting Mon, AngL, vol. vi., pt. i., App. v.) is there mention 
of land at Cheddar or Mendip. That held at Cheddar is prob- 
ably included in the tenements mentioned under Woky and 
Yeardeslej, adjoining parishes, and the Mendip property is almost 
certainly the Farm of the Grange at Hydon, given in the ** Com- 
putatio " as valued at £^0. On the ordnance map is marked 
Hydon or Haydon Farm or Grange, near Charterhouse-on-Men- 
dip. This was included in the grant to Ralph Hopton (Som, 
Carth,,^^, 193. 195). 

Of the other names in the deed besides Chedderford and 
Pridia (Priddy) I have only been able to identify two, namely, 
K3mdoneswestende, which I take to have some relation to King 
Down Farm, and " pratam Johannis Marescalli " should be not 
far off the wood marked " Mascall's Wood " on the map, near 
Bradley Cross, Cheddar. 

Probably some of your readers with local knowledge will be 
able to supply information that will help to the identification of 
some of the remaining names, and also to correct many of the 
errors into which I have doubtless fallen.

72. Family of Gawlbr. — i. A branch of this family was 
settled at Chudleigh, S. Devon, at the commencement of the 
1 8th cent., the earliest mention of them in the registers being the 
baptism of John, son of Samuel and Elizabeth Gawler, on Oct. 
22, 1702. Samuel was an apothecary: he died Sept., 1724, and 
letters of admon. were granted to his widow. Whose son was he f 
Who was Elizabeth his wife? And when and where were they 
married? A daughter, Bridget — who, bom in 1720, lived till 
1 8 1 3 — used to relate that she had heard her grandfather say that 
William III had stayed at his father's house on his way from 
Brixham to Exeter. William does appear to have staved at 
Choi wick House in Chudleigh. But unless by her grandfather 
Bridget meant her mother's father, why is there no earlier refer- 
ence to the Gawlers in the Chudleigh registers ? In Bridget's 
later years the family moved.to a house called Bridgelands in the 
same parish. The Chudleigh Gawlers were of some res]>ect- 
ability : a grandson of Samuel — ^John Gawler — is in West's pic- 
ture of the Death of General Wolfe ; a great-grandson — Samuel 
Gawler — is in Porter's picture of the Siege of Seringapatam ; and 
a great-great-grandson — Col. George Gawler,K.H., Peninsula and 
Waterloo officer — was the first Governor and resident Commis- 
sioner of South Australia. Does Samuel Gawler's Christian name 
furnish a clue to his origin ? A Samuel Gawler was Rector of 
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Chiselborough in 1617, and a John Gawler — son of another 
Samuel— was Rector of Sampford Peverell in 1668. 

2. The portraits of John Gawler of Ramridge.near Andover, 
of the Hon. Caroline Bellenden, his wife, and of their sons, John 
and Henry Gawler (" schoolboys ") were painted by Sir Joshua 
Reynolds. John Gawler, sen., received a j^rant of arms April 9, 
i[8o4. There are references to these persons in the Gent's, Mag, 
for 1760, 1794, 1805, '807, &c..and memorials of them are to be 
seen in Ramridge Church. Who was this John Gawler, and was 
he tn any way connected with the Gawlers of Chudleigh ? In Belu 
and Pullman Collections [A. xvi, P. 35] John is given as the son 
Of John Gawler of. . . .Co. Hereford = . . . .daur of. . . .Crosse." 
1 here is a story that John Gawler fought a duel with Lord 
V alentia — Caroline Bellenden being the cause and prize — but the 
encounter does not appear to be mentioned in the Gent's, Mag.

** Hill Tree Lane, Camberwell,'* Quite erroneous is the 
notion that «• Cold Harbour"— an appellation borne in Kent and 
KM^^^ by many places standing upon high ground — means a 
cniUy locality. The name, which dates from the time of the 
fv.???'^^» ^^ originally Collis Arbor, two Latin words meaning 
•hilP and 'tree.' 

As the foregoing speaks so authoritatively respecting the 
derivation of this puzzling place-name, it is difficult to reconcile

78. Good Fridat Brbad. — This was a large round plain 
bread cake, made at the same time as the buns for Good Friday, 
and marked with a cross. 

It was stored for the year and used as a remedy for sick 
cattle. It was supposed to be especially good for calves suffering 
from quarter evil. When required for use, a portion of the bread 
was crumbled, mixed with cider, and given as a drench. 

Another peculiar use of the sign of the cross was that in the 
weekly making of bread for the household. 

When the "leaven was laid" overnight (/>., the yeast mixed 
with a part of the flour and left to ferment) a cross was marked 
on it, to prevent the witches from^dancing over it.

p.m., 45-17), records that Alexander had settled the manor and 
advowson of Woode on his wife Elizabeth by deed dated 10 Aug.,

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bishop of Bath, confirming that charch to them. Against this 
Robert de Goumay contends that Hawise, after granting the 
charter, presented a parson, to wit, Ralph de Lichefel, — this is 
the earliest mention of a Vicar or parson — and as to the charter 
of Eva, he says that she never made it in her lawful power, bat 
on her death bed, if it was made, and while she was nnder the 
rod of Roger de Veanton, her husband. The Court decided to 
adjourn the matter until fifteen days from Easter Day. The case 
again appears in Court on the octaves of Holy Trinity in the 
same year, 1220. Curia Regis Rolls^ No. 74. m. 5. The evi- 
dence brought forward is similar to that given on the previous 
Roll, but Hawise is described as Mother of Eva. Judgement is 
given as follows : — '* And because Robert is under age and 
is not able to answer to the charters ; it is considered that they, by 
consent of the parties, shall present a clerk to that church, sav- 
ing the right of everyone. And when he is of age, let him 
come to the Court and answer against the charters if he wishes." 
We hear nothing further of this matter for 7 years. In the 
meantime Robert de Gournay has probably become of age. He 
makes a claim — Somi. Fines, 11 Hen., Ill, 1227 — to the advow- 
son. This is defended by Hugh, Prior of Bermondsey, but 
Robert acknowledges the right of the Prior to it. So the Prior 
received Robert and his heirs into all the benefits and orisons in 
the church of Bermondsey. The church was afterwards alienated 
from Bermondsey. This was probably in 1239, as there is an 
award — Ba/h Priory Charters — by Jocelin, Bishop of Bath, dated 
15 Kal. of April, 1239, that the Prior and Convent of Bath are to 
hold the Church, paying a rent to the Prior and Convent of Ber- 
mondsey, with certain exceptions. In Dugdale's Monasticon, 
vol. v., p. 88, " It is stated that the advowson was alienated by 
exchange or otherwise, and given to the Priory of Bath, with the 
reserve of a pension of fifty shillings to the monks, and one of 
two marks ten shillings to the prior." The next mention of a 
Vicar of this Church, and the first given in Somerset Incumbents 
by the Rev. F. W, Weaver, is in a writ— ^/. Ralph's Register, 
Somt. Record Society — bearing date 19 May, 6 Edw. Ill, 1332 — 
to the Bishop to command William le Stabler, vicar of Ingles- 
comb, to come before the Barons of the Exchequer, to answer 
to us and to the Executor of the will of Nicholas de Wedergrave, 
deceased. Another writ follows the next year and the year after, 
and two, two years later. The reply to the second of these is ** We 
have caused William le Stabler, whose benefice is so poor that 
it scarcely suffices for the sustentation of one priest, to be dis- 
trained to be before the barons of the Exchequer." After the 
lapse of two years, viz., in 1338, another writ is issued "to cause 
him to appear before the barons to hear the record and his 
judgement. * Whether he attended the Court and what the 
judgement was, we are not told. At all events he does not 
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appear to have been deprived of the living, as the next appoint- 
ment was not made until March, 1 344-5* when William de 
Axebrugge, a poor clerk, acolyte, was presented to it by apostolic 
authority. Six months previous to this, the Vicar of Twyverton 
was deputed as coadjutor to the Vicar of Inglescombe. The 
Priors of Bath, continued to hold the advowson until the Dissolu- 
tion of the Monastery. 

Patent Roll, 36 Henry Vm. Part 28. m 2 (51). ['5 J"ly I544j The 
King, to all whom, &c., greeting* know ye that we, for the sum of £1$$ in hand 
paid by onr beloved and faithful Councillor John Russell, Knight of Uie most 
noble order of the Garter, Lord Russell, and Keeper of our Privy Seal, and 
James Bysse, of Stoke St. Michael in the Co. of Somerset, Clothmaker, of our 
special grace and of our certain knowledge and mere motion, have given and 
granted, and by these presents do give and grant to the aforesaid Lord Russell 
and James Byue all that our Rectory and our Church of Inglescombe, in our 
said Co. of Somerset, with all and singular their rights, &c., to the late monas- 
tery or priory of Bath now dissolved, once belonging. And also the advowson, 
donation, free disposition,and right of patronage of the vicarage of the parish church 
of Inglescomb in the said Co., and also all messuages, houses, buildings, lofts, 
garden, dovecotes, glebe lands, &c., and also all the tithes of sheaves, grain, 
uunbs and hay, &c.. Which said Rectory of Inglescombe and all and singular 
other the premises are valued at the clear yearly value of fy 10. To have, hold 
and enjoy the said Rectory, &c., to the aforesaid Lord Russell and James 
Bysse, and the heirs and assigns of the said James Bysse for ever. To hold of 
us, our heirs and successors, in chief by the service of the twentieth part of one 
Knight's fee, and rendering therefore yearly to us our heirs and successors 15s. 
In witness thereof, &c. Witness The King at Wstminster, the 14th day of 
July. 

The Bysse family held the advowson for over 150 years. In 
1714 Samuel Catherall, rector of Priston, appears as Patron, in 
1722 Samuel Catheral, junior, appears as Incumbent. No doubt 
the father purchased the advowson for the purpose of presenting 
his son at the first vacancy. 

EnGLISHCOMBB ** GOURNAYS." 

Passing from the records relating to the church to those of 
the Goumay family, in connection with the parish, the earliest 
that I have is a Chancery Inquisition p.m. , Hen. III., File 27, No. 5, 
m. 42., A.D. 1262, in which it is stated that *' Robert de Gumey 
holds twentyone fees in Harp>estre, Servinton, Barewe, Wast- 
harpestre, Englescumb and Westharpestre in co. Somerset, and 
Semicote and Sodinson in co. Gloucester." This is the Robert 
who claimed the patronage of the church in 1239, being under 
age at that time. He inherited considerable property from his 
mother, Eva, and from his uncle, Maurice de Gaunt. Besides 
the estates in Cos. Somerset and Gloucester he held property in 
Co. Wilts. The Inquisitions on his death were held in 53 Henry 
III, 1 269. Anselm de Goumay was declared to be his son and 
heir and of full age. In an Assize Roll No. 758, m. 65 d., dated 
12 May, 1279, this Anselm is summoned to show by what war- 
rant he claims to have gallows, tumbrel and pillory, and amends 
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of the assize of bread and ale broken, weif, " Cameling " and 
ale broken in his Manor of Were in his lands in that county, to 
wit in Corston, Inglescumb, Farington and Arpetre, without the 
license of the Lord the King, &c. Anselm says that he and all 
his ancestors had the aforesaid liberties, and used them from a 
time whereof memory is not. Apparently only part of his claim 
was acceded to, Yngelcumbe and one or two other places being 
excepted, the jurors of the respective Hundreds to enquire into 
the matter. 

On the 6th October, 1283, there was an enquiry — Paieni 
Rolls^ 1 1 £dw. I, m. 8 d. — as to the rights to the fines for breaches 
of the assiz.e of bread and ale, committed by the men for the four 
tithings ofTeleford, Inglescumbe, Newenton andTwyverton in the 
hundred of Welew, Co. Somt. Previously the King impleaded 
Nicholas de Monti Forti, touching his right to the said hundred 
and the said fines, and by judgment ofthe Court they remained to 
the said Nicholas. The Justices to enquire whether the said 
Nicholas has had full seisin from time immemorial. On the 
6 March, 1284, another commission was appointed to enquire 
into the above. There does not appear to be any further record 
relating to this matter. 

Anselm de Goumay made his will on the day of St. Luke the 
Evangelist, 14 Edw. I, A.D. 1286. Bp, GiffanTs register, V/oTces- 
ter. He requests to be buried in the Church of the Friars 
Preachers in Bristol. He leaves to the church of Inglescumb 5s. 
to the light of the Blessed Mary, and to the parish priest of 
Inglescumb half a mark. He mentions his wife Sibyl, his 
brother Sir Thomas, and sons Hugh, William, Robert and 
Thomas. The will was proved by his son William on Saturday 
after the feast of All Saints in the year above said. 

On the 28th October, 1286, — CA. Inq. 14 Edw. I, No. 11— 
A writ was issued to take inquisition on the death of Anselm de 
Gournay. Presumably an Inquisition was held in the Co. of Somt., 
but I failed to find it at the Record Office. The Inquisition for Co. 
Gloucester was held at Beverstone on Friday next after the Feast 
of S. Martin. 1286. Glos, Inq, In this his son John, aged 30 
years ^d more, is declared his heir. This John did not in- 
herit Englishcombb for the reason that his father, Anselm, had 
during his life granted it to his younger son, Thomas. I have 
not found the grant, but the date of it is given in a later docu- 
ment which will be referred to presently. This Thomas was the 
father of Thomas, the regicide. There are a few documents 
relating to this matter that I have taken some notes from. The 
first is a Parliament Roll, Vol. ii. p. 54. Records and memor- 
anda of those things which were done in the Parliament sum- 
moned at Westminster on Monday next after the feast of S. 
Catherine, in the fourth year ofthe reign of K. Edw. III. [10 
Sept., 1330.] 
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Item. — Such judgement [drawn, hanged and quartered, as in 
a previous judgement] is assented and agreed to for Thomas de 
Gumey and William de Ocle, for the death of King Edward, 
father of the Lord the King who now is, who falsely and traitor- 
ously murdered him ; and that whosoever is able to take the said 
Thomas alive shall have ;^ioo, and whosoever shall bring his 
head, 100 marks. Whosoever shall take the said William alive 
shall have 100 marks, and whosoever shall bring his head, if 
]>erchance he cannot be taken alive, shall have £4.0 of the King's 
gift. In a Pa/en^ Roll, 5 Edw. III. Pt. 2. m. 3, it is stated that 
" whereas we are sending our beloved groom, Giles de Ispannia 
to bring Thomas de Gurney, knight, taken for sedition against 
the person of the Lord Edward, King of England, of famous 
memory, our father, in the parts beyond the seas— to us into 
England. Commanding all persons to aid the said Giles in 
bringing the said Thomas to us, &c., &c. Dated in our town of 
St. Edmund's the 30th day of May, (1331)' Then follows on 
June J 5th, 1 33 1, Pai. Roll, 5 Edw. III., Pt. i. m. 3d. a com- 
mission of oyer and terminer, on information that Benedict 
Noght and John le Tavener, both of Mushole, and others aided 
John Mautravers and Thomas Gurney, rebels, to pass beyond the 
seas from Comwal, after the issue of the King's Mandate to the 
keepers of all the ports not to suflfer them to leave the realm ; 
that they afterwards supplied them with com, armour and victuals ; 
and that they still render them continual assistance. 

On the 13th August, 1333, Pai, Roll, 7 Edw. III., Pt. 2. m. 23, 
a grant is made to William de Cornwall, for good services about 
the taking of Thomas de Gumey, the King's enemy. 

On the ist December, i$s$, Pal, Roll, 7 Edw.III.,Pt.2.m. 11, 
Promise to repay to the King's merchants, Dimes Forsetei, 
Alexandre de Barde and the other merchants of the Society of 
Bardi of Florence, trading in England, 392^ marks lately paid at 
the Kling's bequest to William de Twiny, at Naples in the king- 
dom of Sicily, for his exp>enses over the taking of Thomas de 
Gouraay, the traitor, and bringing him to the King in England. 

His estates were, of course, forfeited to the Crown. 

^^ '33'> Joan, late the wife of this Thomas, was granted 
certain properties in Cos. Wilts and Somerset, for the support of 
herself and her children. Pal. Roll, $ Edw. III., Pt. i. m. 22. 
Inglishcombe was not included in this grant. 

On November 4th. 1339. Pal, Roll, 13 Edw. III., Pt. 2. m. 
5 d., there is a record of a Commission of Thomas de Goumay, 
setting forth that the Manors of Inglescombe, Fameton and West 
Harptree have lately been taken into the King's hands by forfeit- 
ure, and praying that the King's hands may be removed. 

Then follows an Inquisition held at Wells on the 1 2 January, . 
'339- '340. The jurors say that Anselm de Goumay, formerly 
lord of the manors of Inglescombe, Famton and Westharptrc,

gave these manors to his son Thomas bj charter, namely the 
manor of Inglescombe, on Friday next after the Sunday on which 
is sting Lcetare Jerusalem in the 14th year of the reign of King 
Edward son of lUng Henry [1286] &c., &c. 

And they — the jurors — say " that those manors, after the 
death of the said Thomas, son of Anselm, Thomas, son of the 
same Thomas, and after the death of the same Thomas, son of 
Thomas, son of Anselm descended to the aforesaid Thomas, 
father of the said Thomas who now prays." They further say that 
the aforesaid Thomas, now petitioner, is son and next heir of the 
aforesaid Thomas, now deceased, and will be of the age of 21 
years on the octaves of the Purification of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary next to come, &c. The Manor of Inglescombe is given as 
worth xijl. iijs. iiijd. by the year. 

Here we will leave the Goumeys, as they had no further 
connection with this parish. 

I did not continue my researches after this date — 1340 — but 
casually I met with two or three records relating to this parish. 
One is dated Oct. 30, 1464, Pat. Roll, 4 £dw. IV., pt. 2. m. 26, 
being a grant for life to the King's servant William Strode of all 
the demesne lands of the King^s Manor of Inglescombe, the 
pasture of the park of the manor, &c., &c. 

Lord Hastings is named as the receiver general of the Duchy 
of Cornwall, and Henry Bussh, bailiff of the Manor. 

On the 9 Nov,, 1464, Pal. Roll, 4 Edw. IV., pt. ii. m. 24, is a 
grant for life to the King's brother, George, Duke of Clarence, 
for the better maintenance of his estate of the manor and lord- 
ship of Ingles-combe, as well as many other manors. 

The last document that I shall mention is dated 5 Sept. 
1543, Pat. Roll 35 Hen. VIII., pt. i. m. 18 (29). being a grant by 
the King to John Lord Russell, in consideration of ;^i8o7 16. 2. 
paid by him, of the Manors of Acton in Co. Middlesex, Westley 
in Co. Suffolk, and of Ingliscombe, Wydcombe, Lamerton and 
Westharptree in Co. Somerset, including our woods and copse 
woods, called Kings wood Coppice containing 26 acres. West 
Coppice containing 5 acres, Vemames Coppice containing 16 
acres, and Brache Coppice containing 16 acres, &c., &c. 

The grant is made to John Lord Russell, his heirs and 
assigns, to hold of us in chief by the service of the twentieth part 
of one Knights fee, &c.

• The eldest as erstwhile I took you, married to John

Stourton ; the other daughters were Joan senior, Joan 
junior, and Roberta. 

John Stourton died before 1455, having settled Pen 
Domer on his d. Alice, wife of William Daubenj, with 
remainders to his two other daughters, Johanna, wife 
of John Sydenham and Cecily wife of Str TTwhos 
KyryelL 

8. Wills, Som. Rec. Soc. XVI. 143 &c. Will of ' John Stourton, 

1438, of Preston, the elder ^ son of John Stourton for- 
merly Lord de Stourton, brother of William Stourton, 
8. and h. of the said John Stourton de Stourton/ 

* My wife, Katherine,' * my brother. Master Richard,* 
dead ; * I bequeath to John Stourton, Knt., my good 
psalter which belonged to William his father ' ; • Lady 
Abbess of Shafton ' (i>., Margaret, his sister), * my 
sister, Anastasia ', ' William Carent and Margaret his 
wife ' (she was his niece, d. of brother William above.)

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I now discuss each paragraph, using 12 as my chart pedi- 
gree, it being the only one having the three marriages. 

1. Speaks for itself, though it does not give Cicely's second 

marriage, as in 7, neither does it mention her mother. 

2. Calls John Sidenham's wife Alice, and d. and h. of Payne, 

whereas 3, 7 and John of Preston's will 8, call her Joan ; 
also although 9, 11, and 12, say she was d. of Payne, yet 
13 says of Peny ; 4 makes her the eldest if so, the mother 
would be either Peny or * h. of Domer ' 5 ; I think 13 is 
right. 

3. Speaks for itself, only it does not give Joan's mother. 

4. Says John Sturton of Preston was younger son ; he was really 

the eldest of the second marriage, and is called Half 
Brother, while in 5 he is brother of William, first Lord 
Sturton, the latter being dubbed * Sir * in 13 and L. Stour- 
ton in 1 1 ; in the will 8 he is called William only, his son, 
John, being dubbed Knt., but like his father he was Lord 
of the Manor of Stourton, and therefore lord de Stourton ; 
the chief value of the paragraph is in the order of the mar- 
riages of the three daughters. 

5. Gerard says Edmund, s. of Sir Edmund, died * issueless ', 

whereas 6 says he had four daughters and no son ; and 
that John Sturton of Preston married, as his * third wife ', 
the heir of Domer, having been the widower of two 
heiresses, and by them had only daughters ; this is im- 
possible, since John's third wife remarried William Carent 
and died in 1474. The question of this * h. of Domer ' 
marriage, whether first or second, cannot be proved by 
this. 

6. Besides the issue proving Edmund's issueless wrong, it styles 

John of Preston, uncle of the first Lord Stourton, in 1407. 
though of course this is only the writer's opinion. 

7. In this comes the question who was the * h. of Domer', that 

John of Preston married ; first, it is possible he married 
Edmund Dormer's widow ; secondly, Elizabeth or Isabel, 
relict of John Duk who, in 1409, released all his property, 
but in 6 the Manor was sold in 1407 ; this tends to the first 
possibility ; thirdly, either of the other daughters. The 
second part mentions the marriage of Cecily with Sir 
Thomas Kyryell, whilst 1 says she married John Hill who 
died 1434 ; she is mentioned in 8 as only Cecilia, and as 
that was in 1438, she most likely had not remarried then. 
Sir Thomas does not appear in Metcalfe's Knights, but in 
the list of K.G's : he was created 1460, and died in 1471 ; 
he was, I imagine, of Co. Kent, but I am unable to verify 
the marriage. 

8. The style of John of Preston in this will shows his father was 

Lord de Stourton, and his brother William, his father John 
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Stourton de Stourton ; his wife Katherine (therefore his 
last wife), and that John, the Knight, was his nephew, 
which caused him to style himself the * elder * ; it also 
gives William Payne as his executor, a rather curious coin- 
cidence as helping to prove Katherine was of that family. 
9. This confirms 8 as regards Catherine and her family, gives 
the date of her death in 1474, and makes Alice, her 
daughter, marry William Daubeney. 

10. Is wrong, in that it makes William, the half brother of John 

of Preston, the son of Joan Basset. 

11. Is wrong, in that John, the father of John of Preston, is 

called I St Lord; and Alice did not marry John Sidenham 
but William Daubeney. William also is called 'L. Stourton ' 
instead of de Stourton. 

12. Is very valuable as it gives the three marriages, though only 

outlined ; it is wrong in making Alice the daughter of 
Peny, which ought to be Joan who married John Sidenham. 
and Alice take her place under Payne. It omits the 
second marriage, viz., * the h. of Domer ', but gives her, 
whom I calls Cicely, as daughter to Hill of Spaxton ; and 
the third marriage is right, only the daughter is wedded to 
Sidenham not to William Daubeney ; so the Alice of the 
first marriage has to be transferred here ; this is the order 
as given in 4. Note that in Som. Vis., 1 531, p. 32, Robert 
Hill marries Alice, daughter of Jo. Sturton of Preston, 
Somerset ; yet there are two generations between him and 
John Hill who married Cicely, daughter of Joh. Sturton 
of Preston Plucknett, though they really come into the 
same generation. 

13. Here all the heads of the Stourton family are dubbed * Sir '. 

The only one that was knighted was the last. Catherine, 
the first wife of John de Stourton, does not appear in the 
Peerage, but John fourth Lord Beaumont married Kathe- 
rine, daughter and heir of Sir Thomas Everingham; 
Yorkshire Vis. gives a Kateren, wife of Sir William Ellys, 
and Jone, wife of Sir John Elton, but they are coheirs of 
John Everyngham ; Kimber's Baronetage, II. 159, gives 
Sir Thomas as the father, but only gives John Beaumont 
three sons, no daughters. There are only two marriages 
of John of Preston given, and the numbers are wrong, but 
the daughters are rightly apportioned. 

F. Were. 

93. Brief for Fire at Weymouth. (V. xxxiv. 87.) — 
This Brief related to the largest fire recorded, either for Mel- 
combe Regis or Weymouth. 37 houses were destroyed, part or 
most of which were in or near the east side of St. Mary Street, 
north of Blockhouse Lane : it would seem that many of them

were thatched, and were not rebuilt for many years, as in several 
cases, no quit rents were paid for 67 years, or more, after the fire. 

The fire occurred 18 Sept., 1665. The following entry ap- 
pears in the Melcombe Regis Parochial Register for 1 665 : — 
** King Charles y« 2^ din'd with this Corporation Sept. 18, 1665." 
It is renurkable that the entertainments of the Ring and the fire 
occurred on the same day. Possibly the latter may have been 
occasioned by some festive illumination or in connection with the 
firing of guns from the Blockhouse fort, which was near the backs 
of the houses in St. Mary Street referred to above. 

The King had gone into the provinces to escape the Great 
Plague, which, in Sept., 1665, ^as at its greatest severity, and 
(according to Defoe), was sweeping away 8,000 persons a week. 
Charles II came to Weymouth vid Salisbury ; {Pepys' Diary, 27 
Augt. and 12 Sept., 1665). An order was made by the Dorchester 
Corporation, 13 Sept., 1665, for raising ;^ioo towards the cost of 
entertaining the King there (Moule's Cat. Dorchester Archives 8). 

Hutchins* Hist. Dors., 3rd edit., vol. ii., p. 422, (under Wey- 
mouth,) contains the following erroneous statements, vizt., " In 
1666 a brief was granted for both towns, which seems to have 
been to repair the damages sustained during the Rebellion. . . 
In September, 1673, 13 Char. II., a fire did considerable damage 
here, at which his Majesty was present, and a brief was granted 
for collecting ;^30oo.*' 

As already shown, the Brief was granted to make good the 
damage caused by the fire, not by the Rebellion, and that fire was 
intended to be referred to in the last quotation. There is no 
reason to believe that Charles II. was here in 1673. 
Weymouth.

94. Bartlrtt of Broadway, Dorset. (V. xxxiv. 43). — 
It appears by the Melcombe Regis parochial registers, that 
Thomas Bartlett was curate there from A.D. 1614 to 1623. He 
signed as " Verbi Minister." Was he the same as Thomas Bartlett, 
Rector of Broadway in 1622, as to whom information was desired ? 
Weymouth.

95. Winston Williams and William Freke, — In 1701 
a sanguinary affray occurred at Weymouth between Winston 
Williams of this town, gent., (elsewhere described as landing 
waiter at the Custom House) and William Freke of Upwey. gent. 
The former was killed. A graphic account of the event is given 
in the Corporation records. Is anything known of the combat- 
ants ? William Freke, doubtless, belonged to the Freke family 
of Westbrook,Upwey. Winston Williams was buried at Melcombe 
Regis. W. Bowles Barrett. 
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96. TixRNBD Pillars. Bulk. — ^In the 17th century the 
Corporation of Weymouth and Melcombe Regis, in certain cases 
granted the right to householders *' to pat up turned pillars,*' — 
on certain conditions, e.g., to pave the walk with broad stone, 
and to take no toll of market people. What were these " turned 
pUlars " .- 

The Corporation also granted leave to erect " a bulk " before 
certain houses, on payment of a nominal rent : — in one case, the 
bulk was •' erected before the house and shop.** What were these 
bulks .^ Bailey's Dictionary^ 1733, defines a bulk as "a stall 
before a shop." W. Bowlbs Barrbtt. 

[Halliwell, Diet, of Archaic and Prtw, Words, also defines 
bulk as **the stall of a shop." Were the turned pillars erected 
for the purpose of carrying signs } Dorsbt Editor.] 

97. Dorset Frbbholdbr and Yboman Fahilibs. — 

HiNB. 

The Hines are a very old Poorstock freeholding family. 
Their Burials, Marriages and Baptisms occur continuously from 
1568 in the Registers. There are several Hine tombs in the 
churchyard dating from 1726 and earlier. 

In the parish Nine's Hill^ and Him^s Little Mead, perpetuate 
their holdings. 

The name is variously written as Hine, Hyne, Hinde, Hynde. 

Powerstock, being a Liberty, held perhaps a greater number 
of freeholders than usual. 

The following entry is in the Beaminster Congregational 
Chapel Minute Book : — 

'• May 14th, 1797 — Mr. R. Hine, a church member, native 
of Poorstock, in this county, touched with serious concern for 
the souls of his fellow villagers, determined if possible to estab- 
lish the means of grace among them. The Lord having blessed 
him with prosperity in his secular business here (Beaminster) he 
generously gave a commodious building in the village (Poorstock) 
belonging to himself for this purpose, and had it decently fitted 
up, at his own expense, as a place of worship. 

" The minister at Beaminster, being willing to preach there 
in the evening of the Lord's Day, and on the weekday as circum- 
stances might admit, opened a lecture there this evening (Sat.) 
Text Ps. 26, V. 8, ' Lord I have loved the habitation of thy 
house,' etc. 

**' Previous to this he informed the people, in a short address, 
of the design of the institution, which was purely religious, not to 
promote disloyalty to the Government, nor the destruction of an 
established Hierarchy, but the everlasting well-being of their 
souls. More than 100 persons were assembled. Some of them 
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expressed contempt, but most heard with a degree of attention ; 
and as several of them said ' went away well pleased.' Mr. H. 
experiences the saying of Holy Writ verified * A man's foes shall 
be they of his own house.' His own relations in the village, by 
marriage and blood, were inimical to the institution and none of 
them attended. May neither he nor his ever want the money so 
well laid out for the best interest of souls." 

Mr. Richard Hine was the son of Thomas Hine, yeoman, of 
Poorstock, bom 1768, who settled at Beaminster in 1790. .

98. Cancbllbd Lands. — ^What were cancelled lands? I 
find that there were cancelled lands in Wincanton in 1558. 
Also that in 1593 William Tipper and Robert Dawe had quite a 
number of small properties belonging to Wincanton Church, and 
for a consideration made them over to John Ewens of Wincan- 
ton. Hutch ins erroneously says that Robert Tipper and /ohn 
Dawe got large grants in Essex in their hands. What is known 
of Tipper and Dawe, and their doings in Somerset ? G. S. 

[Is not "cancelled lands" a misreading for "concealed 
lands " ? Informers at this period were busily engaged in search- 
ing out small pieces of land, belonging to suppressed Guilds and 
Chantries, which had escaped the eyes of the original seques- 
trators. Dorset Editor.]

log. The i 19TH Psalh. — This psalm in its metrical form, 
seems to have given occasion to many amusing stories, both in 
regard to Church and Chapel. Here is one relating to Glanvilles 
Wootton Church, Dorset. 

It is told of the Rev. John King, rector of that parish, 1743- 
1770, who lived at West Hall, about four miles distant, that on 
one occasion, when he had ridden over to officiate in his church, 
he found that he had left his sermon behind him on the marble 
slab in the hall. Whereupon he sent a man on horseback to 
fetch it, and in the interval set the congregation singing the 
119th Psalm. 

Another example is taken from Lancashin Nonconfbrmify^ by 
Rev. B. Nightingale, Blackburn District, p. 17. A dispute had 
arisen in Feb., 1835, in regard to the appointment of a minister 
at Tockholes Chapel, and two parties in the congregation nomi- 
nated rival candidates. After some preliminary skirmishing on a 
previous day, ** on the Sunday following, April a6th, Mr. Cun- 
ningham again took possession of the pulpit, and attempted a 
service by giving out a hymn. The other party, however, ac- 
companied by many individuals from Over Darwen, gave out the 
I i<)th Psalm. The singing of this continued from a little before 
three to about halfpast four."

tainer for October 26th, 1812, and printed and published in 
Sherborne by J. Langdon : — 

" Psalm Singino. — ^The Covenanters, in the time of the 
Civil Wars, were passionately addicted to psalm singing. When 
the great Montrose was taken prisoner, his chaplain, Wishart, 
the elegant historian of his exploits, shared the same fate, and 
was condemned to the same punishment with his patron. 
Being desired on the scaffold to name what psalm he wished to 
be sung, previous to bis execution, he pitched upon the 1 19th 
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(consisting of 24 parts). His object succeeded, for before two* 
thirds of the psalm were sang, a pardon arrived. Any other 
psalm would in all probability have hanged him."

1x3. A List op Emigrant Ministers to America, 1690- 
18 II. By Gerald Fothergill. London: Elliot Stock. 1904. 
Pp. 65. Large 8vo. Price 7s. 6d. 

Mr. Elliot Stock has just issued a little volume of some 65 
pages, which contains a list of clerks in Holy Orders, to whom 
successive English sovereigns, from 1690 to 181 1, granted a 
bounty of ;^2o a piece, to defray their passage money across the 
Atlantic, with a view to their discharging their sacred functions 
in the N. American continent and the West Indies. 
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The list has been compiled by Mr. G. Fothergill, of ii, 
Brassells Rd., New Wandsworth, near London, who has gathered 
it from such entries as occur in the Money Books, King's War- 
rant Books, Treasury Papers, and Exchequer Receipt Papers in 
the P.R.O. These names number over 1 200. The title " Emigrant 
Ministers " is a little misleading, as the persons referred to are in 
Holy Orders, though some few laymen have been included. 
Moreover, a proportion of the names belong to persons who 
came over from America to seek ordination in England, e^,, 
Samuel Seabury, and therefore could not strictly be termed 
emigrants. The list, however, cannot fail to be useful to biogra- 
phers and genealogists on both sides of the water, and the com- 
piler has added a preface, giving what is known of the history of 
the bounty, with some hints on tracing pedigrees. We notice 
that on p. 7 Oxonienses is misprinted Oxoniensis, and on p. 9 
the author's name appears as Fottergill. 

114. "The First Pubushers of Truth." — ^Edited for 
the Friends' Historical Society by Norman Penney. London: 
Headley Brothers, 14, Bishopsgate St. Without, E.G. Philadel- 
phia, U.S.A.: "American Friend" Oflfice, 718 Arch St. Demy 
8vo. Pp. 96. Price 3s. (75 cents.) 

In this book, which will be succeeded by a further issue of 
like material, are printed the Reports sent to the London Yearly 
Meeting of the Society of Friends, by the local meetings held in 
various parts of the country, setting forth the events which ac- 
companied the preaching of the early Friends in the 17th century. 
The London Meeting, i8th March, 1676, agreed that the monthly 
and quarterly meetings throughout the country, " be reminded to 
keep an exact account among themselves of those that first 
brought the message of glad tydings among them." This was 
followed by subsequent requests. The most successful attempt 
was made in 1720. The result of the enquiries, returned to 
Devonshire House, is comprised in a collection of 70 MSS. The 
printing of these has now begun, and the book before us covers 
the ground from Beds, to Essex, though some of the narratives 
are incomplete. To Dorset 9 pages are allotted, and the visits 
of George Fox and other Friends to Dorset towns (and some few 
villages) between 1655 and 1657, are briefly chronicled. This 
part of the narrative is condensed from The Lameniable Sufferings 
of the Church of God in Dorsetshire, published in 1659, and we 
miss some graphic descriptions which that old book contains. 
We congratulate Mr. Penney, however, upon the issue of these 
pages, and hope soon to see another instalment committed to the 
Press.

117. The Lectern, Yeovil Church (IX. Ixv. 46). — 
The inscription on this Lectern is a riming* hexameter couplet to 
be scanned, I think, as follows : 

PrScibus I nunc prg | cOr cem I uls hinc | eyft r5 | g2t€ 
Fratr M^r | tin FOres | tgr vl | ta v!g! | letqug b^ | Ite. 

This is interesting for the light it throws on the pronuncia- 
tion of Church Latin at the time, e.g., Prea'dus instead o^ Precis, 
Forester clearly is pronounced Forsier^ Fratri is a monosyllable, 
and the m in vitam is so slightly sounded, that there is no indica- 
tion of it in the text. 

The text then runs thus : 

Precibus nunc precor cemuis : hinc, eya, rogate 
Fratri Martino Forster vitam, vigiletque beate. 

The meaning is : * With humble prayers now I pray : from 
this place (the lectern) up ! crave life for Brother Martin Forster, 
and that he may keep his watch happily.*' 

I asked Canon Westcott to give me his view of the text, 
before telling him mine. He came to a conclusion similar to 
mine, which he has put on paper for me and which I now quote : 
" I pray ye now with humble prayers, up, crave for Brother 
Martin Forster * life ' and may his watch be blessed ! '* 

He goes on to say : ** * vigilet beate' I think refers to the 
Rest of Paradise, in which the souls of the blessed * watch ' for 
their Lord's coming." 

He also makes another very good suggestion : ** Is," he 
asks, *' the word ' Fratri ' hypermetric .^ I am not sure that it 
isn't. The line runs far better without it." And so undoubtedly 
it does. 

Martin Forester was a Friar (not a monk) as his inscription 

shows. W. B. WiLDMAN. 

118. An inspection of the inscription on the Yeovil lectern 
shews that the second line begins Frat' Martin***- The figure en- 
graved seems to be vested in alb and amice, but does not look 
like a friar ; and if we assume that the engraver has left out 
the letter u before a in the first word, we read Fruatur, and the 
translation runs quite smoothly ' May Martin Forester enjoy life 
and wake up happily.' The correction is plainly suggested by

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the ablative vi/a, which is else without government. The word 
Fruatur stands outside the scansion ; and the first line shews that 
the composer was more concerned to get his rhymes than his 
feet. 

Is there nowhere among Yeovil records some notice of 
Martin Forester ? Perhaps the dress will approximately deter- 
mine the date.

119. The Pbnnb Brass, Yiovil Church (IX. Ixvii. 
69). — Allow me to refer your correspondent to some accurate in- 
formation about the Penne family in the late Mr. Batten's book 
oi Historical Notes ^ South Somerset^ pp. 179-80. If the achieve- 
ments on the shields are hopelessly obliterated now, they were 
not so when Mr. Batten examined them, nor when I myself ex- 
amined them in 1890. There is a simple explanation of the pre- 
sence of the Crewkeme or Crockhorn shield over the figure of 
Gyles Penne. His mother was one of the co-heiresses, not the 
heiress, of the Crewkeme family of Broad winsor. When her 
father died the honours of the family, as was and is usual in such 
cases, were held in abeyance ; from which they could and can 
only be called in favour of one or another of the claimants by the 
proper authority, acting through the ordinary recognised chan- 
nels. But Gyles Penne appears to have ignored this principle, 
and to have assumed the coat of his mother's family as the right 
heir, and deliberately placed it on this brass as his own. At the 
next Heralds' Visitation this irregular assumption was disallowed ; 
and a new coat of arms was sued for and assigned in its place ; 
(Gules, six fleurs de lys, 3, 2, i, or). As to the other coat, it 
was the impaled coat of his deceased wife's family {Gerard oi 
Trent) and was apparently merely intended to shew what family 
she belonged to. Hutchins' reference to the family is inaccurate 
and misleading. Part of the entail ;d property near Broadwinsor, 
which came to the Pennes ♦ through the Crewkeme co-heiress, 
remained in the family till the death of the last male heir (un- 
married) in 1744. His two aunts, Dorothy and Elizabeth Penny, 
were the co-heiresses. Dorothy married John Mackrell of 
Cheddington, gent. ; and Elizabeth married Arthur Bishop of 
Allington, Dorset, wool-stapler. By a marriage of the cousins in 
the next generation the property went to the Bishops, and has 
continued in the Bishop family to the present generation. Part 
of the entailed property was sold in 1 708 under a private Act of 
Parliament, the money being raised to pay off the heavy debts on 
the estate incurred during the Civil War on behalf of the King. It 
is not hkely that the Giles Penne of the brass was a wool-stapler ; he 
was the owner of very large estates in Somerset and Dorset, and 

* Variously spelled in different documents and books, — Pene, Penne, 
Penny, Pennye, Penney. 
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was besides the attorney or agent of the two abbeys, Athelney 
and Muchelney. But it is quite possible and probable that some 
members of his family were engaged in that trade. It was not 
at all unusual in those days, as in these, for merchants to be con- 
nected with families of gentle birth. 

If a further account of the Penny family would interest any 
of your readers, I shall be happy to give it.

122. George III. and the Wethottth Theatre. — 
When George III. used to visit Weymouth, at the close of the 
eighteenth and beginning of the nineteenth centuries, many dra- 
matic '* stars" came to contribute to the amusement of His 
Majesty. On the occasion of one of the visits of the King 
and Royal Family to the old theatre in Augusta Place, Joe 
Grimaldi, the irresistible clown of the English pantomime, was 
selected to give an impromptu song, which he did much to the 

delight of the audience ; it is here reproduced : — 
» 

Many towns I have oft heard extolled 

For their cleanliness, beauty and trade, 
Their churches and buildings so old, 
And their streets so completely well made. 

But the place of all places for me. 
Is Weymouth, so handsome and gay. 

Where you sniff the salt air of the sea 
And drive your complaints all away. 
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On the grand esplanade you may walk 
Where Beauty and Fashion combine ; 

There you hear the Nobility talk, 
Lord, Chancellor, Duke and Divine. 

On the sands see the curricles roll. 

Gay chariots and tandems beside, 
And ladies — between pole and pole — 

By the help of two men take a ride. ♦ 

There are Bathing Machines in a row 
That you ride in to pickle your skin 

(Kept by Scriven, Ford, Saxon & Co.) f 
They will cleanse you of all but your sin. 

Then the baths you may try, cold and hot. 
If your health is not utterly spoiled. 

Where, whether you like it or not, 
They'll keep you until you are boiled. 

Then to Portland for pleasure you go, 
Where the natives don't trouble a button 

For you or for all that you know. 
They're so proud of their stone and their mutton. 

Can Weymouth be equalled ? Oh no ! 

And here is a proof I will bring. 
For beside these delights it can show 

That it adds to the health of our King. 

This song was communicated to me, circa 1883. by a resi- 
dent medical practitioner, then aged 80 years or upwards. 

Robert William Elliston, that actor of wonderful versatility, 
sometimes appeared before His Majesty on the stage at Wey- 
mouth, and won the King's personal regard as well as his admi- 
ration. It was Elliston who found his Sovereign asleep in the 
royal box, where his Majesty had taken shelter from a shower of 
rain. It was six o'clock, the performance would begin in half -an- 
hour (they were early in those days), and Elliston hesitated how 
to awake the royal intruder. At length, he repaired to the 
orchestra, snatched a fiddle and struck up ** God save the King." 
His Majesty awoke, yawned, rubbed his eyes, slowly realised his 
situation, thanked his favorite, and wound up by sending for the 
Queen and Princesses to join him at the theatre.

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123. Clipping Gold Coins; Testing Weights. — ^The 
practice of clipping the edges of gold coins was fonnerly preva- 
lent : the offence was penalized by several statutes, now codified 
by an Act of 1861, under which it is punishable by 14 years penal 
servitude. Bankers to protect themselves frequently tested the 
weights by scales and marked discs. I have in my possession 
one of these scales and a set of seven gilt discs (all enclosed in a 
small metal case) for weighing gold coins of James I. and 
Charles I. The following is a list of the impressions on 
the discs, the weights of such discs, and the coins to which they 
respectively refer :

124. The Great Storm of November, 1703 (I. i. n). — 
A note of this storm (made apparently by the parish clerk), was 
inserted in one of the parochial registers of Melcombe Regis ; it 
runs thus : " The great storme, both at sea and land, the greatest 
that ever any man knew in England, was on the 26 day of 
November at night, in the year 1703." Any references to the 
storm contained in other Somerset and Dorset parochial registers 
would be interesting.

125. Dudderidge alias Dodderidge of Devon, Som- 
erset AND Dorset, (An old Taunton Deane Family). — ^This 
ancient Norman family, so widely identified with Somerset and 
latterly with Dorset, took its origin from the small manor of 
Dudderigge, now called Dotheridge, in the parish of Alwington, 
Devon, the earliest recorded lord being Thomas de Dudderigge, 
temp: Henry III., who was followed by Robert de Dudarigge, 
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temp : Edward II. These lords were the ancestors of that brilliant 
line of the family which, adopting the more popular form of the 
surname, produced Sir John Dodderidge, Knight, 2nd Justice of 
the Court of King's Bench (1555-1628) Pentecost Dodderidge, 
M.P. for Barnstaple (i62o-i623)John Dodderidge (1610-1666) 
Recorder of Bristol and Barnstaple, in 1649 M.P. for Barnstaple, 
to which town, in 1664, he bequeathed a valuable library, and 
Dr. Philip Dodderidge of Northampton (i 702-1 751). The arm- 
orial coat of Dudderidge alias Dodderidge is — Argent, three 
pales, bends (or) pallets, wavy, azure, crusule geules (or) between 
twelve crosses crosslet gules.* This coat Sir John Dodderidge 
reduced for the use of his own particular branch of the family, 
and recorded the same at the Heralds* College in 1628 as — 
Argent, two pales wavy azure, between nine cross crosslets, gules.f 

Towards the close of the 14th century a branch of the family 
immigrated into West Somerset, and retaining to a considerable 
extent the original form of the surname, became divided into two 
chief and honourable lines, viz : — Dudderidge alias Dodderidge, 
of Stogumber, and Dudderidge alias Dodderidge, of Burland in 
Staplegrove. From these two lines numerous cadet branches 
spread all over the county, so that there is scarcely a parish to-day 
in which the family has not at some period been represented. 
The following are among the more distinguished members of the 
Stogumber line ; viz : — John Dudryge of Bishop's Lydeard, who 
in 1497 was fined 60s. for supporting Perkyn Warbeck ; Wyllyam 
Doddryd, churchwarden of Lydeard St. Lawrence in 1533 ; 
Richard Dodrige of Stogumber, who in 1547 ^^^ holding land 
there, the rent of which provided perpetual lights for the Churches 
of Stogumber and Bicknoller ; John Dowderidge, churchwarden 
of Stogumber in 1615 ; John Dotheridge of Crowcombe, who was 
among those who granted a ''Benevolence" in 1662 to the 
"merry monarch,*' Charles II.; Thomas Dud ridge, churchwarden 
of Durston 1 699, and John Duddridge, churchwarden of Crow- 
combe 1830, 31 and 185 1, 52, 53. 

But the more illustrious line is to be seen in the Burland 
stock, whose pedigree extends continuously from the end of the 
15th century to the present day. Settling upon their Burland 
estate, which in extent consisted of a ** ferlingata ** with its villa, 
in the midst of the luxurious Vale and Manor of Taunton Deane, 
they held from the Bishops of Winchester, for upwards of 200 
years. During this time the descent is traced through the younger 
son, according to the custom of the Manor. At the head of 
the pedigree stands —

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I. William Duddbridge alias Doidriggb, of Burland, 
who sacceeding John Rickard, entered upon his estate in right 
of his wife, Isabell, nSe Rickard, 20 Edward IV. and 34 Bishop 
William Waynflete, 1481, by whom he had issue — 

1. Henry, the founder of the Nailsborne branch of the 

family, and whose descendant, John Dodridge of 
Kingston, in 1586, assisted Sir John Stawell to raise 
300 *' Shott and Pyckes*' against the Spanish Armada. 

2. Richard, the founder of the Taunton, Middlezoy and 

Harrington branches. His will was proved at Taunton 
in 1538 and being an official of "The Brotherhood of 
the Holy Sepulchre in Taunton'*' was buried in the 
Holy Sepulchre of SS. Peter and Paul there, 

3. William, his successor. 

In 1495 he took up " overlands," and for supporting Perkyn 
Warbeck in 1497 was fined 40s. In 1508 he inherited an 
additional estate in Burland, formerly held by John Rickard, of 
five acres, containing "Bakers hortchard*' together with its 
dwelling house. A " dayne ** of this he surrendered the same 
year to his younger son William, securing to him the succession 
of the whole estate after his wife's death. He died in 1 514, when 
his widow inherited the estate under the protection of her son 
aforesaid. In 1523 her goods were assessed at 40s. 

II. William Duddbridge a/ias Dudrudgb, fined for the 
estate 6 Henry VIII. and 14 Bishop Richard Fox, 1515. By his 
wife Johanna he had issue — 

1 . Stephen of Creech, whose will was proved at Taunton 6 

July. 1566. 

2. John, his successor. 

3. Joan, who married John Ricard of Creech, both living 

1566.

He died in 1525 leaving his estates to his widow, who fined 
for them that year, his younger son John being probably under 
age. She died in 1539. 

III. John Duddbridge aiias Dodridge fined for the 
estate 31 Henry VIII. and 9 Bishop Stephen Gardiner, 1540. 
By his wife Joan, he had issue — 

1. Thomas, died at Burland, 1575. 

2. Walter, his successor. 

3. George, who died at Burland, and was buried at Staple- 

grove, 19 Mar., 1572. 

4. Thomas, the younger, died at Burland, 1571. 

5. Alice. 6. Agnes. 7. Elizabeth. 

All these were of Burland. In 1558 he paid his recognition 
charge of 4d. to the new Bishop of Winchester — ^John White. 
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In 1566 he sublet for 60 years one acre and a half of overland 
called Trowhey, in the tithing of Pirland. to one Nicholas 
Comyshe. In 1 567 he served the office of Reeve for his hundred, 
holding his Court at Nailsboume. In 1568 he surrendered a 
half part of the garden called '* Bakers hortchard " to, his younger 
son, Thomas, who sublet it in 1570 and 1571 to one William Davy, 
but djring the latter year, surrendered it as a "dayne" to his 
brother Walter. John, the father, died at Burland and was buried 
at Staplegrove 13 Nov., 1571, leaving his estates by a **corrody" 
to his widow, who died 1572 under the joint protection of her 
two sons, Thomas the elder and Walter. 

IV. Walter Duddbridge fined for the estate under the 
** dayne " of his younger brother, Thomas, and subject to his 
mother's ''corrody,** 13 Elizabeth and 10 Bishop Robert Home, 
1 57 1. At the same time his elder brother, Thomas, fined for the 
five acre estate and villa in Burland, which he retained till his 
death in i57S> when he surrendered it in favour of his brother, 
Walter, who passed it to his cousin, John Rickard of Creech, in 
1578. By this the estate reverted to the descendant of the 
original holder John Rickard. Walter had issue by his wife Joan — 

1. Agnes who married 12 Oct., 1629, John Whitte of 

Stogumber.

3. Thomas, his successor, bap. at Staplegrove 21 March,

In 1599 he paid to the Staplegrove poor 3s. and was a 
benefactor to his parish church of St. John, Staplegrove. He 
died at Burland and was buried at Staplegrove 2 July, 1619, 
his will being proved at Taunton the same year, by which his 
widow secured an interest in the estate under the protection of 
her son Thomas. In 1621 she pays to the poor of Staplegrove is. 
In 1622 lod. and in 1623 4d. Upon the occasion of her son's 
marriage in 1632 she surrenders her estate interests in favour of 
her daughter-in-law, and died at Burland, being buried at Staple- 
grove 13 Nov., 1646, the very year Episcopacy was disestablished. 

V. Thomas Duddridge alias Doderidoe, fined for the 
estate at Hocktide 17 James I. and 2 Bishop Lancelot Andrews, 
1620, upon condition that he paid ;f6o to his sister Agnes within 
a year of the death of his mother, and £$0 to his sister Mary 
within two years of the same. He married 28 January, 1632, 
Joan, daughter of the late George and Joan Hawkes, widow, of 
Stogumber, and by her had issue — 

1 . Elizabeth, who died at Burland, and was buried at Staple- 

grove 10 Aug., 1653. 

2. Katherine, who died there, and was buried 21 Oct., 1658. 
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3. Aales or Alice, who died there, and was buried 8 May, 

1663. 

4. Thomas, his successor, born in 1645 and baptised at 

Staplegrove 29 Nov. 1647. 
In 1633 he takes up 3 acres of meadow overland at Okehill 
in the tithing of Pirland, which he still held in 1634 and 1636. 
The Manor rolls note that he is deceased before 15 December, 
1647, and since there is no entry of his burial in the Staplegrove 
Registers, he doubtless perished in the seige of Taunton. At his 
death his widow entered upon the estate by right of her 
marriage settlement of 1632, and held it till 1657, ^^^n she 
surrendered it in favour of her only son, Thomas. In 1661 she 
paid her subsidy, died at Burland and was buried at Staplegrove 
12 Oct., 1664. 

VI. Thomas Duddridgs succeeded his mother and fined 
for the estate at Martinmas, 4th year of the Protectorate, 8 Charles 
II, who was in exile, and 25 Bishop Walter Curie, who was under 
suspension, 1657. From 1647 ^^ '^^^ ^^^ Manor was in the 
hands of laymen. Since Thomas was a minor, Thomas Gale and 
Peter Davy, in conjunction with his mother, were appointed his 
guardians and executors till he came of age, doubtless, on account 
of the troublous nature of the times. In the event of his mother*8 
death he was charged to pay his sister Katherine £$0 within one 
year, and a like amount to his sister Alice within two years of the 
same, but since the mother outlived the daughters these financial 
obligations were never realized. When, in 1668, he entered fully 
upon the estate, he leased the same for a period of seven years. 
By his wife Jane he had issue —

2. John of Burland and Norton, bap. Staplegrove, 28 Mar., 

1 68 1, of whom presently.

In 1680 he witnessed by sign manual the admission of John 
Bagbeere to a Staplegrove tenure, but three years later the estate 
passed once and for all out of the hands of the family. In 
common with others, he was in the habit of raising a yearly 
mortgage to meet the heavy expenses of his journey to the Bristol 
and possibly London markets for the sale of his serges made in 
the winter season. This he did 21st March, 1682, but his stock 
proving a failure he was unable to meet the mortgage of 
£tto 10 o by 22nd March, 1683, hy which the estate passed 
to one John Poyer. Thus ended a tenure of over 200 years. 
John Poyer still held the estate in 1688. It afterwards passed to 
Elizabeth Gale, widow, then to George Poyer, and was held in 
1758 by one Thomas Rowsell. The exact situation of the estate 
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in Burland has yet to be discovered. Thomas and his family now 
took ap their abode in the parish of Norton Fitzwarren, where, 
in 1685, he was appointed Waywarden. Leaving his eldest son 

John here, he retired to West Monkton, where he died in 1703, 
is nuncupative will being proved at Taunton the same year. 
The eldest son now becomes head of the family in the person of 

VII. John Duddbridgi alias Dutheridgb of Norton 
Fitzwarren, who succeeds his father 2 Anne, 1703. He married

It may be 
preserved in a field or place-name. 

In the same book (p. 271) there is an entry to this effect 
*• Chapel of Cory Land (Curland) and Neriche Church to be held 
for six months by Rector of Kingsbury (Melplash).** 

Dated 6 Kal : Aug: 1327. 

Also on page 280 there is a reference to Curland. Bishop 
Drokensford decreed definitely that Curland was to be dependent 
on Cory Malet, as of old ; and, the income not sufficing for a 
separate priest, Curland was to be held as one benefice with C017 
Malet in charge of the present Rector. So, possibly, the Church 
or Hermitage of Neroche being left alone, collapsed from want 
of endowment. 

The family living at Staple (Fitzpa3me) at this date (1327) 
seem to have been Brus or Brewes, and Margaret Knapp was the 
representative. I cannot find '* Sylven," the patron in 13 17 of 
the hermitage.

ia8. Somerset Folk-Songs. (IX. Ixvii. 87.)— Mr. G. W. 
Floyer has kindly sent us a cutting from the Morning Post of 
October 12th, 1904., which deals with "Folk-Songs in Somerset 
and Devon.'* It consists of an interview between a representa- 
tive of that paper and Mr. Cecil Sharp, who gives his experiences 
while song-hunting in the West Country. With the assistance 
of the Rev. C. L. Marson, Vicar of Hambridge, Somerset, Mr. 
Sharp, as the result of a month's hard work, collected no less 
than 4.0 songs in that neighbourhood. Altogether he has 
collected about 450 songs ; perhaps we ought to say tunes, for in 
most cases the words have been so corrupted that it is impossible 
to say what the original words were. 

We will take as an example : 

•• For I'm sick to the heart and fain w^ lie down.*' 

One old man, who sang this song, gave this line as : 
*• Stick to my heart and I wants to lay down." 

Mr.Sharp adds that the next number of the Fblk Song Society* s 
Journal will contain from 70 to 100 tunes, and in connection with 
Mr. Marson he hopes shortly to publish a collection of 25 songs 
from Somerset.

130. Payne Family. — Very little seems to be known of this 
family previous to the William Payne whose t&gy is in ToUard 
Church, but it was seated at East Lulworth in Dorset, and held 
land there under the Newburghs who were lords of the manor. 
Hutchins in his ffis/ory of Dorset (Vol. I, 377) begins his account 
of the family with this William but does not say how the manor 
came to him. 

The owners of East Lulworth (under the chief lords, the 
Newburghs) from about the time of Edw. I. to 20 Edw. III. 
( 1 346) appear to have been the Stokes, and although they became 
extinct about this time ( 1 346) yet apparently none of the heiresses 
married Paynes and are otherwise satisfactorily accounted for. 
Under Gatemerston (on same page) it is stated that this hamlet 
in 20 Edw. III. belonged to John Maury, and afterwards it came 
to the Paynes and Knoyles, lords of Lulworth St. Andrew, and 
Sandford Orcas, but whether by purchase, grant or descent is 
not stated. 

There was a family of Payne seated at Stour Payne and 
Edmundsham, and a pedigree of the Pa3mes of Gillingham is 
given by Hutchins (III, 628) but I have failed to connect these 
families with that of Lulworth, though it is not at all improbable 
they were related. It was, of course, quite distinct from the 
family of Fitzpayne of Ockford Fitzpayne. 

The accompanying pedigree gives the connections of William 
Payne and the Govis or Gouys family, who held lands in many 
places in Dorset and Wilts (ToUard amongst them) and perhaps 
accounts for his burial here. 

John Fremantle (son of Thomas Fremantle, who married the 
heiress of John de Govis) assumed the name of Govis, and was 
lord of the manor of Long Critchel 22 Edw. III. (1348.) He 
married Alianor (whose maiden name is not at present known) 
but the date of his death is uncertain. Alianor afterwards 
became the wife of Thomas de Bridport, whose marriage 
according to Hutchins (I, 583) took place after 23 Edw. III. ( 1 348) 
Thomas de Bridport seems to have obtained several possessions 
in Knoll, East Stoke and elsewhere in Dorset in a wrongful 
manner, for several lawsuits were brought against him. He died 
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46 Edw. III. (1372) after which date Alianor married, for the 
third time, William Payne with whom we are now concerned, some 
time previous to 4.8 Edw. III. (1374.). 

William Payne died 20 August, 12 Ric. 11. (1388) and it was 
no doubt owing to the connection his wife Alianor had with 
Tollard that he came to be buried there, though Lulworth would 
seem to have been more appropriate. His Inquisition ^cx/ mor/em 
taken at Byre (Bere-Regis) on Thursday next after the Octaves 
of St. Michael, 12 Ric. II. (1388) informs us that he held the 
manor of St Andrewes Church (Lulworth) from the heirs of 
Edmund de MortuoMari on payment of 4d. yearly, which manor 
was worth clear loosh. per annum. He held besides several 
other lands in West Lulworth and Wynfred Newburgh, and also 
the manors of Holne, Braden and Long Crichell jointly with his 
wife Alianor for her life. 

He was succeeded by his son William (not mentioned by 
Hutchins I. 377) who, being aged 30 years and more at his 
father's death, must have been born about 1358. From this 
we must infer that William Payne, senior, had had a previous wife 
to Alianor whom he had married between 1 372 and 1 374, probably 
a daughter or widow of one of the Newburghs of Lulworth. 

Alianor, the wife as we have shewn of three husbands, 
survived them all and died 5 Oct., 7 Hen. IV. (1405). 

William Payne, junior, died 3 June, 4 Hen. VI. (1426) holding 
practically the same lands in Lulworth and Winfrith Newburgh 
as his father had previously held, jointly with his wife Agnes 
(maiden name unknown) leaving a son and heir Walter, who was 
aged 18 in 1426, bom therefore in 1408. In 12 Hen. VI. (1433) 
an Inquisition posf mortem was taken after the death of Agnes, 
shewing that she died on 29 May, 1430, and that Walter was then 
22 years and more. Apparently there was some doubt as to the 
age of their son Walter, for in the same year 1433 a proof of age 
of Walter Payne was taken which declares that he was born on 
25 Mch, 141 3, one of the witnesses, Nicholas Kentecombe, aged 
60 years, having the fact of the baptism of Walter impressed on 
his memory by the occurrence on that day such a heavy thunder- 
storm, that a certain small boy in the Church at the time lost his 
wits, whilst another witness, John Lyvedene, aged 60 years, said 
that immediately after the baptism there was such vivid lightning 
that a certain young girl, playing in the town of Lulworth, lost 
the natural sight of her eyes. 

After this point I am unable to trace the P^ne family, but 
in a pedigree of the Knoyles of Sandford Orcas, Thomas Knoyle 
(son of Robert Knoyle) who died in 1480, is stated to have married 
Alice, daughter and heiress of William Payne, so that it would 
appear that Walter left no issue and Alice may have been his sister. 

The above account of the Payne family does not pretend to 
be exhaustive, and many points are still left to be cleared up.

131. West Chinnock Account Books.— Our grand- 
fathers and even our fathers took very little care of their old 
parish account books. It is certain that very few of such books 
go back so far as the middle of the 17th century. I have lately 
been able to examine the old overseers' accounts of the parish of 
West Chinnock, Somerset, commencing 1637. Poor Law 
Guardians of to-day would not find much to find fault with in 
the way the poor were relieved by the overseers at that time. 
The valuation of the parish at the present time amounts to a 
little more than ;^5oo. It was customary in the 17th, i8th and 
the early part of the 1 9th centuries to assess the ratepayers at 
about 5 per cent on the annual value of their occupations for the 
purposes of the parochial rates. A rate on this parish amounted 
to about 35 shillings. The highest individual rat^, that of the 
Rector, did not amount to more than 3s. 8d. The rate for poor 
relief was called a ** monthly rate " — ^the overseers having power 
to collect it " as often as required " monthly. The rate and 
overseers' accounts were required to be ** allowed " annually 
by two justices. It is significant that Royalist justices did not 
sign the books during the time of the Commonwealth. During 
that period the justices of the Parliamentary party 1647 to 1659 
always signed the books. In 1660 the Royalists begin again. 

The first accounts in the book 1637 ^^^ signed by the 
Royalists Jno. Phelipps and John Harbin. 

Our friend Dr. Norris, having read these notes, has kindly given me some 
interesting information as to the families of the old justices. He thinks an 
alliance by marriage had already been formed between these two families. 

The next signed accounts are those for 1639 — by Jas. 
Rosse and, in excellent writing, Robert Harbin. 

James Rosse lived at Shepton Beaachamp as did also his father John and 
his grandfather Nicholas — the latter married Elizabeth •• Daut " of baubeney 
of Wa3rford. This James Rosse was bom a.d. 1610. Robert Harbin was 
probably the son of John. 

Then follow accounts signed by E. Phelipps and Ro: 
Harbin. 

This £. Phelipps was probably the son of the Master of the Rolls — the 
second Sir Edward as Dr. Norris elsewhere called him. 

In 1 640 and the two following years are the names oT Robert 
Hunt and Ro: Harbin. 

Robert Hant was one of a family who hailed from Compton Pauncefoot, 
some of whom resided at Spedrington. These were people of consideration. A 
lady member named " Ursula " was married to a Sandys of S. Petherton. 
He is believed to have been boried in the Church there— she was buried in 
one of the Oxford Churches. 

In 1644 the accounts are ''allowed'* by £. Phelipps and 
Tho: Prowse. 

Tho: Prowse was, it is believed, a resident in or near Teovil, one of his 
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recent fo r b e ars luTrag gone there from Taonton or lirerton on maiTying a Miss 
Harbin* His son married a dao^ter of Nicholas Saonders of S. Irctherton — 
a ridi merchant, aboat the middle of the XTth century, and who probaUy 
boilt the ** Court House *' still existing. 

The following year £• Phelipps and Jo: Merefield are the 
two jnstices. 

Jo: Merefidd lived in Crewfcene iHiere *' Merefield House ** still stands. 

Then follow the names of Manna: Jennings and John 
Newton. 

Marmadake Jennings lired at Burton (Curry Rivel). He married Mary 
Speke daughter of Monmouth's friends. 

John Newton was probably Jennings* neighbour whose residence was at 
Court by Fifehead. 

A few pages are missing from the book, bat in 164.7 ^^ hdi^^ 
Manna: Jennings again and (for the first time) the old Parlia- 
mentarian Hen: Bonner, who lived at Chinnock at this time. 
His name sometimes heads the list of ratepayers as Henry 
Bonner *' Esq.** or as Henry Bonner ** Gent." His name is 
generally the first or second name of the list. 

Bonner at one time lived at Waterleston near Chard, now called Weston, 
tho* he had previously resided at Wigborough« having married Mary, daughter 
of Henry Compton, whose father James built the mansion there. 

Henry Bonner whose arms are to be seen in a pooriy plastered ceiling at 
Weston, was the &vourite marrying justice in our parts during the Common- 
wealth, when marriage ceased to be a sacred rite for the time being. 

In 1648 we find the cramped writing of John Preston with 
that of Henry Bonner. In 1650 the justices are Agid (or Giles) 
Strangways who was of course a member of the Ilchester family. 
He possibly signed the rate to help the overseers as tenants of 
the family property : and John Curye. 

Then come John Pyne and Hen: Bonner and the active 
Geo: Sampson. These two names occur till 1656 when Thos. 
Curry's is added to these two. These signatures are repeated 
yearly till 1659. The name of Bonner is not found again in the 
book as a justice — but the name is found in the list of rate- 
payers, presumably that of a son, till 1699. The accounts for 
1659 are allowed by Jno. Curye and Henry Walrond. 

John Pyne. The Pynes were active politicians in Somerset 
and lived in Mid- Somerset. For a long time the family lived at 
Charlton Mackrell. 

I believe John Preston lived at Cricket St. Thomas. He was M.P. for 
Somerset in 1654. Heniy Walrond lived at Walrond*s Park, De Brewers. 

In 1660 the justices are £. Phelipps and Robert Hunt. The 
names for 1662 are F.va Poulett and Thos. Currey. In 1664 the 
names are George Stawell, Will: Helyar and Ed: Phelipps. A 
new name occurs in 1689 with that of Henry Walrond, viz. pzra 
Atkins. The last page of the book is signed by Wm. Helyar 
and Wm. Harbin. 
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I don't know what name can be meant bf F.Ta Poulett or who Tho. 
Cnrry (or Cnrye) could have been. George Stawell probablv resided at or 
dose to Low Ham — ^where one of this grand family commenced to build a still 
grander house which was never finished. Of Ezra Atkins I know nothing. 

In 1644 Thomas Gawler the Rector is assessed for glebe and 
tithe. In 1647 the Rector is not recognized: it is "the par- 
sonage " that is assessed at 2s. 6d. and Mr. Gawler, relegated to 
a cottager perhaps, is put at 9d. In 1649 John Tacker (presby- 
terian) is rated at 3s. and Thomas Gawler at lod. In 1655 John 
Clarke is rated for "the Church lands*' at iid. and for the 
tithes 2S. 9d. In 1656 in place of John Clarke is the name of " Mr. 

ioseph Hallet, Pastor" at the full assessment of 3s. 8d. In 1662 
'homas Gawler comes to his own again and he is rated at 3s. 8d. 
This continues till 1677 when a new name occurs as Rector, and, 
in the list of ratepayers is the name of Thos. Gawler rated at 
IS. He was probably a son of the old Rector, and the name is 
repeated in the list of ratepayers for many years both in Chinnock 
and Chiselborough. 

** Priest Gawler" of Chiselborough was a well known Rojralist parson and 
harrier of Nonconformists. '*Gawlers Hill '* was called after nim.

13a. Dedications of Somerset Churches. (III. xvii. 
5.) — At the above reference I said that Exford Church was, ana 
1530, dedicated to St. Saviour. This is a mistake, the Patron 
Saint is St. Salvym {Weiis Wills^ p. 85.) St. Salvi, Sauge or Salvius, 
bishop, was commemorated on Sept. 10 or on Jan. if. (see 
Chronology of History by Sir H. Nicolas, p. 170.) F.W.W. 

133. James Eliot (IX. Ixvii. 75) — ^The name of Henry 
Ellyott occurs at East Coker in a subsidy roll of the year 1543, 
and in 1626 Emm. Elliott, widow, of Haselbeer, Somerset, aged 
80, made a deposition about the tithes of East Coker.

135. Reliquary found at Glastonbury. — In the Rev. 
S. E. Jarvis' Guide to St. Ethetdnda's Church, Ely Place, page 26, 
is the following, " An old reliquary in the form of a hand — dug 
up during some excavations near Glastonbury Abbey. . . .to this 
more suitable reliquary the relic of St. Atheldreda was translated 
in June, 1903." 

Is anything known of the time, place and surroundings of 
this find ? Gilbert £. Smith. 

136. Keynsham Abbey (IX. Ixvi. 50). — I should be glad 
of any information about the Panter family. Elizabeth, dau. of 
John Panter, who had the grant of Keynsham Abbey, married 
Edmund Tynte, of Wraxall, Somerset (buried there Sept. i, 1570). 
She married secondly, Aug. 3, 1571, Richard Sheppard (Wraxall 
Parish Registers). 

Edmund Tynte in his Will {Wells Register), dated Aug. 25, 
1570, mentions "My mother-in-law, Ann Panter, widow; my 
wife, Elizabeth ; my sons, John, William and Edward." Is there 
any further trace of Elizabeth Sheppard, n& Panter? I am 
inclined to think that the Panter family came from Cornwall, and 
that John Panter*s wife may have been one of the Moyle family 
of Bodmin. Cross Crosslet. 

137. Pilgrimage to Jerusalem. — ** In 1517 Sir Richard 
Torkington, Rector of Mulbarton, Norfolk, made a pilgrimage to 

Jerusalem, and records on the 25th of August, that was St. 
iertolmew's day, deceased Robert Crosse of London, and was 
buried in the churchyard of Salyus (in the I. of Cyprus) and the 
27th day of August deceased Sir Thomas Tappe, a priest of the 
West Country, and was cast over the board,as were many more 
whose souls God assoyl."

A PLAN 

FOR ESTABLISHING A SYSTEM OF COMMUNICATION 
THROUGHOUT THE COUNTY. 



I. — I HAT the County be formed into Ten Divisions ; each 
Division to consist of a specified number of Hundreds, and to be 
placed under the charge of a Deputy Lieutenant, who may be de- 
nominated Lieutenant of a Dmsion, who will be specially appoint- 
ed by the Lord Lieutenant to undertake the general charge of the 
measures to be adopted within the Division. 

II. — Each Hundred to be in like manner placed under the 
charge of a competent person (if possible a Magistrate) who may 
be denominated Inspector of the Hundred^ and who will be speci- 
ally appointed by the Lord Lieutenant to undertake the general 
charge of the measures to be carried into execution within the 
Hundred, and receive his instructions from the Lieutenant of the 
Division. 

III. — Each Town, having peculiar jurisdiction, will be in 
like manner placed under the charge of a competent person (if 
possible a Magistrate, or principal Inhabitant.) who may be de- 
nominated Inspector of the Town, and who will be specially ap- 
pointed by the Lord Lieutenant to undertake the general charge 
of the measures to be adopted within such Town, and to receive 
like instructions from the Lieutenant of the Division. 

IV. — ^The Inspectors of Hundreds and Towns will select 
such a number of Sub-Inspectors, to assist them in the detail of 
the business, as the extent or population of the Hundred or Town 
may require : These must also receive like special appointments, 
and to be a Magistrate or principal Inhabitant. 

V. — Returns must first be procured of the names of the 
Gentlemen who will engage to come forward in the above-men- 
tioned capacities ; and the Lord Lieutenant, approving the same, 
will transmit such Returns to the Secretary of State, to be laid 
before the King, in conformity to the second section of the Act. 

VI. — Returns must also be procured as soon as possible 
according to the Schedules herewith transmitted, numbered from 
I to 9 inclusive, the purposes of which are fully expressed in the 
following proposals. 
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PROPOSALS. 



1 F an Enemy should land upon our Shores, every possible 
exertion should be made immediately to deprive him of the means 
of subsistence. 

The Navy will soon cut off his communication with the Sea ; 
the Army will confine him on Shore in such a way as to make it 
impossible for him to draw any supplies from the adjacent 
country. — In this situation he will be forced to lay down his Arms, 
or to give Battle on disadvantageous terms. 

But if unforeseen and improbable circumstances should 
enable him to make some progress at first, a steady perseverance 
in the same system will encrease his difficulties at every step : 
sooner or later he must inevitably pay the forfeit of his temerity. 

How much the accomplishment of this object will be facili- 
tated by driving away the live stock, and consuming, or, in case 
of absolute necessity, destro3ring all other means of subsistence, 
in those parts of the country which may be in imminent danger 
of falling into his possession, is too evident to need any dis- 
cussion. 

To animate the Inhabitants of the country likely to be placed 
in this situation, the first principle laid down is an indemnifica- 
tion from the Community at large to the individuals, for the value 
of all stock which may be removed in consequence of Invasion, 
if not restored to the respective owners ; as also for whatever 
property may be destroyed by our Arms, to prevent its falling into 
the hands of the enemy, provided the proprietor has come for- 
ward and entered into such arrangements as are proposed to pre- 
serve it, either by personal attendance at the time, or otherwise 
in some mode of service, at the moment of Invasion. It must at 
the same time be very clearly understood, that no indemnifica- 
tion whatever will be allowed for the property of any person who is 
of an age, and in a state of health to aid the Public Service, and 
whose name does not appear in the Rolls of his Parish for some 
one of the Duties hereafter mentioned. 

I St. — Driving the Country within fifteen miles of the Coast. 

2d. — Bearing Arms, and engaging to assemble when an 
Enemy has landed, at such places as may have been previously 
agreed upon by the Lieutenancy, acting in concert with the 
General or Other Officer commanding His Majesty's Forces 
within the district. 
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5d.— Serving as Pioneers, and having enrolled themselves for 
that purpose. 

4th. — Snch as have enrolled themselves in a Corps of 
Guides. 

5th. — Snch as have subscribed their name^^ furnish carts or 
waggons, with the usual proportion of horses and drivers. 

6th.-~Such Millers as are willing to subscribe Schedule 
No. 8, by which they engage, if required, to aid the supplies of 
the Army. 

jXYk. — Such Bakers as are willing to subscribe Schedule No. 9, 
by which they engage, if required, to aid the supplies of the 
Army. 

'8th. — Such persons as are willing to subscribe their names 
to Schedule No. 10, by which they engage to furnish barges or 
boats upon navigable rivers and canals, if required, for the Public 
Service.

DRIVING THE COUNTRY. 

THE Inhabitants of every Hundred, or other Division of the 
County, within fifteen Miles of the Coast, should forthwith agree 
upon proper places of rendezvous, at which different assemblies 
should be made, and from whence they should follow such 
Routes into the Interior of the Country as may be given to 
them, haltmg at such stages on their road, and moving by such 
roads as may be pointed out as least liable to interfere with the 
operations of the Army, previous to their arrival at a General 
Dep6t, to be fixed upon by the Lieutenancy in concert with the 
General commanding the District. 

Schedule No. i. 
In order that an indemnification may be made for such pro- 
perty as cannot be removed, it appears necessary, that a return of 
every species of live and dead stock should be given in, according 
to Schedule, No. 1. ; but as the first numbers uken out must be 
subject to constant variation, according to the increase or decrease 
of stock, it appears requisite, that this return should be renewed 
in the Maritime Counties, as frequently as the Lords Lieutenants 
may judge necessary, for the security of the Public Interest on the 
one hand, and that of the Inhabitants on the other. 
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Proceeding to the detail of this measare,it is necessary to ob- 
serve, that the object of highest importance to the Public is the 
immediate removal of the horses and draft cattle ; the former of 
which would be useful in mounting the Enemy's Cavalry ; the 
latter in dragging his Artillery, Ammunition, Stores, &c. and as 
in the case of a^very pressing danger, this might be all which 
there would be in time effectually to perform, and to the end that 
an object so essential to the general safety should be subject to 
no delay, it is judged expedient that these parts of the Plan 
should be immediately acted upon after notice given (by signal or 
otherwise) without reference to the removal of the other species 
of live or dead stock, for which the Community at large will be 
bound to pay, if consumed by the King's Troops, or destroyed to 
prevent its falling into the hands of the Enemy. 

And as the removal of horses is still more important than that 
of cattle^ which being in itself more material than the removal of 
sheep or other live stock, it is directed that these different services 
should be separately provided for, and carried into effect, without 
waiting one for the other, in the following order : — 

REMOVAL, 

I St. — Of horses and waggons, conveying such persons as are 
unable to remove themselves. 

2d.— Of cattle. 

3d. — Of sheepy and every other species of live stock. 

It would further appear adviseable, that the Inhabitants 
should appoint from amongst themselves several discreet trusty 
persons to remain in the Parish so long as the same shall 
not actually be in possession of the Enemy, or entirely cut off 
from the Army. 

This arrangement will not only facilitate the means of sup- 
plying our own Army, but it will in many instances also diminish 
the chance of loss. 

To these Persons Receipts will be given by the Troops for 
all articles taken for their use, which Receipts they will keep in 
trust for the absent Proprietors. 

As it is absolutely necessary that measures of such Import- 
ance should be under the direction of intelligent and active 
persons, with proper authority to enforce the same, who will en- 
sure regularity and prevent delay ; it is therefore also recom- 
mended that a certain number of the Inhabitants should be set 
apart to superintend the removal and march of the different de- 
scriptions of stock ;— and it is left to the Magistrates to deter- 
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mine the number of snch Overseers, which mnst have reference 
in each District to the quantity and species of stock, and the 
number of persons required to drive the same.

Schedule No. 2 has 
been framed.

Bearing Arms, and engaging to assemble when an Enemy has landed, 

THE greatest danger to which an Enemj is exposed, who 
dares to invade these Kingdoms, arises out of the native Valour, 
Energy, and Patriotism, which have at all times distinguished the 
British character. However important the discipline of Regular 
Troops may be towards the overthrow of a powerful Army, which 
may have landed, it ought nevertheless to be impressed upon the 
mind of every one, that by individually taking up arms, and 
agreeing to act in a desultory warfare in aid of the Regular 
Force, it is in his power to contribute to the more speedy destruc- 
tion of the Enemy, and. by his personal exertion, to be highly in- 
strumental to the safety of his country. 

In order that the services of those who voluntarily agree to 
appear in Arms for the defence of their Country, Families, and 
Property, when an Invasion has actually taken place, may be ren- 
dered as useful as possible, it is proposed, that such persons 
should class themselves into bodies, in number from nearly 
twenty-five to thirty-five men, and that they should select one from 
amongst themselves as their Lieutenant or Leader, but who, not- 
withstanding such selection, cannot be allowed so to act, nalett 
intermediately recommended by the Lord Lieutenant, and finally 
approved by the King. 

The pay of such Leader to be the same as that of a Lieuten- 
ant of Yeomanry, should his corps be mounted, and the tame as 
a Lieutenant of Volunteer Infantry, if the service is on foot. 

The pay of the Privates, if mounted, to be the same as 
Yeomanry, if on foot, as Volunteer Infantry. 

To commence the day they take the field. 

It is strongly recommended to persons of this description to 
bring with them provisions, and (when mounted) forag«r, Uif %K 
least one day ; alter which they will be entitled to draw um 
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pound and a half of bread per day, gratis, from the King's Maga- 
zine, and one ration of forage, the same as delivered to the 

Yeomanry.

P/ON£ERS. 

THE unarmed Inhabitants will have an opportunity of ren- 
dering services equally necessary and important, by forming 
themselves into Companies of Pioneers, under the direction of 
Leaders, to be selected by the Civil Authority of the County. 

Pioneers shouldt if possible, come provided with tools of the 
following description, viz. Six Pick-Axes, Nine Spades or Shovels, 
Four Bill-Hooks, and Six Felling-Axes, to every twenty-five Men. 

Nevertheless it is not meant to exclude any Man who may 
not have it in his power to bring any of these tools ; let him say 
what tools he can bring ; and if he cannot bring any, his service 
will nevertheless be in some way acceptable. 

The Duty of the Pioneers will generally consist in repairing 
and opening such Roads, Bridges, and Communications as may 
facilitate the movements of our own Army, and in breaking up or 
obstructing such as it may be necessary to render impassable to the 
Enemy. Unless required for the fortifying some strong Posts, or 
Camp for the safety of the Country, it is not intended that the 
Pioneers shall quit their own houses, but await the orders of their 
Captain to assemble, by the signal agreed upon ; with a view to 
their labour being applied to the point nearest to their own dwel- 
ling, according to the exigency of the service. 

Each Company of Pioneers to consist of not less than 7\vefi(y- 
five or more than Seventy-five Men. Each Tweniy-five Men to have 
a Leader, and when the Company amounts to Fifty, a Captain in 
addition. 

Pioneers, when employed, will be allowed daily pay accord- 
ing to the price of labour in the country for the time being ; and. 

To every Leader of Twenty-five Men Three Shillings per day. 

To the Captain of every Company of Fifty and upwards. 
Five Shillings per Day.

in number from Three to Six from each Parish, according to its 
size.

Government.

WAGGONS. 

ist — SUCH of the nobility, gentry, and veomanry of the 
County, as may approve of the measure, shoula be requested to 
subscribe a paper in the form annexed (each Town, or Hundred, 
of convenient size, separately^ expressing opposite to their names 
the number of waggons and carts provided with tilts, and the 
number of horses, drivers, and conductors, which they propose to 
furnish respectively. 

2d. — ^The waggons, carts, &c. subscribed for, or such part 
as may be required from time to time, ought to proceed as soon as 
possible, and at latest on the next morning, after notice received to 
that effect, through a person to be named by the Subscribers, being 
a resident of their Town, Tithing, or Hundred, who shall receive 
such reasonable compensation for the trouble he may have been 
put to, as shall be determined by the Lieutenancy or Magistracy 
of the county. 

jd. — A paper writing, signed by His Royal Highness Field 
Marshal the Duke of York, or by the General Officer commanding 
His Majesty's Forces in the District, or by the Commissary 
General, or by such Officers as may be authorised by either of 
them, to be deemed a sufficient notice. 
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4th. — ^The waggons, carts, &c. proceeding in conformity to 
such notice, ought to repair without delay to the places of destin- 
ation therein to be mentioned, and they ought thenceforth to 
continue at the disposal, and under the orders of the King's 
Officers, duly authorised for the performance of such Duties as 
the service may require, until they thall be discharged by competent 
authority in writing. 

5th. — ^The said waggons and carts to travel at the rate of five 
miles in every two hours; twenty-five miles when loaded, and 
thirty miles when empty, in every twenty-four hours ; and in either 
case as much further as possible, if the urgency of the service 
should require extraordinary exertions. 

6th. — One or more discreet and intelligent persons, besides 
the drivers, should accompany each detachment of ten waggons 
or carts, and upwards. These persons should be stiled Waggon 
Conductors, and their duty should consist in superten ding the 
drivers, that there may be regularity and dispatch upon the road ; 
that the horses may be taken care of, and that the supplies or 
stores, loaded on the said waggons or carts, may not be damaged 
or embezzled. 

7th. — Every such waggon and cart should be provided with 
a certificate of a certain form, to be settled hereafter, and pointed 
out by the Commissary- General, stating the name and residence 
of the owner, the name of the driver, and the number of horses 
belonging thereto ; as also the day of marching ; the day of its 
discharge should afterwards be marked thereon, under the signature 
of the Officer granting the same. 

8th, — ^The owners of such waggons and carts should be bound 
to provide for their constant repair, for the shoeing and mainten- 
ance of the horses, and for the maintenance of the drivers and 
conductors, with liberty nevertheless to draw from the King*s 
Magazines one pound and a half of bread for each driver and con- 
ductor, and one ration of forage, consisting of ten pounds of oats 
and fourteen pounds of hay, for each horse per day. But it is 
strongly recommended that a supply of oats for three or more days 
should be sent with each waggon, and hay for one day or more, if 
the waggons are not loaded upon leaving home, and the Com- 
missary-General shall pay for each horse daily, for which day the 
conductor remains without drawing oats from the King's Magazine, 
and for each day that hay is not drawn 

It is further earnestly recommended that the conductors and 
drivers should in like manner leave home with at least one da/s 
provision for their own subsistence. 
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9th. — ^The Commissary-General is directed to pay for the hire 
of each waggon and cart, with the horses and drivers belonging 
thereto, and for the hire of each conductor, while the same shall have 
been employed in the Public Service, at such rate per day, as may 
be adjudged and settled to be fair and reasonable, by such number 
of Deputy-Lieutenants or Magistrates, as may be appointed for 
that purpose^ with reference to the number of days the drivers 
and horses have received bread and forage gratis during their 
service. 

loth. — If the Commissary -General, or any Officer of his 
department duly authorized, should, in the notice to be given for 
the proceeding of any waggons or carts, agreeably to the jd 
Article, request, that the same may be sent loaded with flour, 
wheat, oats, hay, straw, or fuel ; or if a supply of such articles 
should be requested as above in a separate notice, it is not 
doubted but the subscribers would readily comply with such 
request, so far as may be in their power, on condition of being 
paid for the same by the Commissary-General, at such rate as a 
competent number of Deputy-Lieutenants or Magistrates ap- 
pointed for that purpose may adjudge to be fair and reasonable. 

I ith. — The Sacks, which may be delivered by or to the Sub- 
scribers, should be returned, or in default thereof, paid for by the 
party not returning the same, at the full market price of new 
Sacks of the like description. 

1 2th. — If the Subscribers should at any time not have it in 
their power to furnish the supplies which may have been requested, 
or any part thereof; it is essential that the Person appointed 
agreeably to the Second Article, should give immediate notice 
thereof, by the most ezpeditous conveyance, to the Officer who 
makes the Requisition. 

15th. — The waggons and carts belonging to Places near the 
Sea Coast, and particularly to such as may be threatened with the 
approach of an Enemy, shall not be called upon under this en- 
gagement, except in cases of absolute necessity, but they shall be 
left at the disposal of the owners for the removal of their families

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HERALDIC GLASS AT LITTLES FARM, 

WINTERBOURNE KINGSTON. 

From Drauinjfs by J. M. J. Dacombe. 
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X48. Heraldic Glass at Wintbrborne-Kingston, 
Dorset. — ^This glass is situated in the upper part of a four-light 
window, in what is now a bedroom at Mrs. Little's farm. The 
lower parts of the window consist of leaded lights with diamond 
shaped panes, as indicated in the illustration. 

The farmhouse is a building with no architectural features ; 
the old part has brick walls with a thatched roof, the gable in 
which this window is placed being covered with stucco. Hutchins 
says '' Mr. Little has a freehold farm in the tything. His family, 
of the yeoman class, can be traced in the parish for two hundred 
years ; " also " A branch of the Daccomb family resided here for 
several generations, and their arms are preserved in one of the 
windows of Mr. Little's house in painted glass, probably brought 
from the church." A coincidence which may confirm this is the 
fact that the lights we are describing are thirteen inches wide. 
The width of an old window in the South side of the chancel 
of the church is thirteen inches ; and the width of the modern 
windows in the North aisle are all thirteen inches, and these 
probably would be reproductions of the old openings. 

The glass may have been removed from the church by a 
member of the Little family. The name Littel is on one of the 
church bells. John Littell was churchwarden at Kingston A.D. 
1749. The Little family may be descended through a female 
ancestor from the Dacombes, as the Little silver bears the griffin 
as arms. 

The griffin rampant on a field vert is the ancient arms of the 
Dacombes of Dorset, but at present I have not been able to dis- 
cover whose arms are impaled with Dacombe. There is a very 
short pedigree of Daccomb of Winterbome-Kingston in the 
records of the Heralds' Visitation of 1623, but which at present 
throws no light on the subject. 

The light with the griffin facing the sinister side of the 
shield has at some period probably been removed from the 
window frame, and inserted with the inside facing outwards, or 
the glass releaded in the wrong position. 

The painted work on the glass is executed in yellow and deep 
orange stain, the only other colour used being black, the heraldic 
colours not being adhered to. The style of the ornament is cin- 

3 ue-cento, which would date from A.D. 1500 onwards. On a 
iamond quarry shaped piece of glass preserved at Kingston farm 
is the date 1601, and another piece bears the griffin rampant. 
The glass may possibly have been painted at Blandford (distant 
six miles) one of the last country towns in which the art of glass 
painting was practised, a fact which Aubrey thus comments upon. 
** Before the Reformation I believe there was no county or great 

town in England but had glasse painters. Old Harding, 

of Blandford in Dorsetshire, where I went to schoole was the only 
country glasse painter that ever I knew ; upon play daies I was

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wont to visit his shop and furnaces. He djed about 16439 aged 
eighty-three or more."

149. The Pbnnb Brass, Yeovil Chukch(IX. Ixvii. 69, Ixviii. 
119, 120, 121.) — Mr. Penny in his note says that when he examined 
the shields in 1 890, they were not obliterated, as is now the case 
and so, will he kindly describe the bearings he observed on the 
sinister shield, over the lady, and to whom he assigns them.' 
Whosesoever they were, there was a chevron on each impalement 
and in the base of the sinister one, apparently, a dtrd or antmafs 
head. My impression was it displayed the wife's arms impaled 
with his own, especially as the husband evidently laid down the 
brass, after his wife's death, and before his own. Who was the 
wife, Isabella ? 

He appears to have assumed his mother's arms, and it is 
strange there are no arms recorded of his family at this date, 
especially as he is described as a geniilman, ** and was the owner 
of very large estates in Somerset and Dorset, and was besides 
attorney or agent (steward ?) to the two Abbeys of Athelncy and 
Muchelney." When •* was the new coat of arms sued for, and 
assigned in its place, at the next Heralds' Visitation " — query 
1623, — which would be a century afterward, — vix: — Gules^ 
sixfleurs de lys^ $.2.t.er? 

The costumes of Gyles and Isabella are almost identical 
with those of John Greenway, the wool merchant of Tiverton, 
and the matrix of the brass of his brother merchant, John Lane 
of CuUompton, and were of conventional type, — Greenway 
assumed arms, but used his merchant's mark chiefly, — Lane his 
mark only. The squirearchy of that period were almost univer- 
sally represented in armour, and their arms given ; e. g., George 
Speke at Dowlish Wake, 1528, and Thomas Golde, Crewkeme, 
1525, and many others. 

It was not considered any degradation at that era to be 
engaged commercially with the staple of the district, or as now in 
more elaborate trading ventures elsewhere. At Kentisbeare, not 
far from CuUompton, John Whytyng, the squire of Wood there, 
was represented on his tomb as armiger. in complete armour with 
his arms, and on the pillar close by is sculptured a ship, and a 
wool pack, which was doubtless his mark, in which a W was appa- 
rently incorporated. 

A short pedigree of Gyles Penne, his immediate ancestors, 
and descendants would be appreciated, which I daresay Mr. 
Penny can supply.

The heraldry of the shields is still very defective, seeing 
that the crosses fitch^e on the Crewkerne shield are decidedly 
crosses patt^, whereas every authority says they are crosslets, 
and (rerard defines their position, p. 128, 'the second side ones 
transposed the length of the chevron ' ! ! Whether this is caused 
by defacement or not remains to be seen. The other shield the 
Rev. F. Penny says is * the impaled coat of the deceased wife's 
family {Gerard of Trent) ' ; so, however likely the * Baron ' may be 
the Crewkerne again, the Femme could never bear a chevron if it 
was Gerard of Trent's Arms : as those given by himself were, 
p. 177, Quarterly, 1 and 4. 'Azure a lion rampant ermine 
crowned or ' for Bnnn ; 2 and 3. * Argent a saltire gules,' for 
Gerard; it is possible this last chevron is only the half- of the 
Gerard saltire, if not, it must represent some other marriage.

X5I. SOMBRSST AND DORSST PRISONERS AT ALGIERS. — ^The 

redeemed captives, whose names are printed below, were probably 
some of the 300 British slaves in Algiers, whose petition to the 
King, dated 26 Feb., A.D., 1662, asked for a collection to be 
made in the English Churches to raise a fund for their ransom, 
that they might spend the best part of their years in his Majesty's 
service, the most part of them still being in '* the May of their 
lives." These had been taken near Gibraltar by Turks of Algiers ; 
the pirates had 40 vessels of 200 tons and 400 men each ; they 
had put up Flemish colours, sent their Christians on deck, so as to 
pass the English frigates undisturbed, and then seized the 
merchant vessels ; some of the victims were slain in the conflict, 
the survivors, *' groaning under a woeful and intolerable captivity," 
though making " supplication to rigid death for a passport," also 
supplicated Charles II as stated above — [^S/a/e Papers Domestic^ 
Charles II t vol. 51, »tf. 24]. The Algiers duty instituted for the 
redemption of captives from the hands of the Turks, [^Treasury 
Papers^ Calendar 1660 — 1667, p. 152^, and the individual acts of 
mercy like those of Sir Kenelm Digby, who had in 1628 spent 
1650/ in redeeming slaves, and Henry Hunt, commander of 
the Zebulon of London, and Thomas Raymond, a merchant, who 
had about 1661 redeemed Hugh Roydon of Bristol and two other 
captives at Algiers, afforded inadequate relief to the perpetual 
piracy of the Mediterranean Turks. (Digby, Hunt and Raymond 
were refunded in part at least by the King. Vide Stale Papers ^ 
Domeslic^ Charles jI., Cal. 1661 — 1662, //. 8, 104, 113.) What 
sum was collected in the churches in 1662 does not appear. 
Presumablv the agents for the redemption on this occasion were 
Dr. John ^argrowe and John Selleck, B.D., Archdeacon of Bath, 
to whom licence was granted on Sept. i6th, 1662, to leave the 
kingdom for redeeming English Slaves at Algiers ( ^id, pp. 489 
and 490). The following names are taken from the list of the 
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Captives redeemed by " the Archbishops, Bishops, Deans and 
Chapters of the Church of England" from the Kingdom of 
Algiers in November, A.D. 1662, printed in Mercurius Publtcus, 
Ne, I., Thursday, January isL to Thursday, Januafy S/h, 1622/3.

153. Manorial Dues and Hunting in the Isle of 
PuRBECK. Sack, of Corfe Castle. — In his Chancery bill, 
dated 13 Feb., 1667, Sir Ralph Bankes of Kingston Hall, Knight, 
sues Ann, Henry, and Robert Dolling concerning rents of 13 
bushels of wheat and 30s/- in money which the plaintiff, being 
lord of the manor of Corfe Castle, claimed from the Dollings as 
owners of the farm or Manor of Worth Matravers. The rents 

J says Sir Ralph) had been regularly paid to his predecessors. Sir 
ohn Bankes, Lady Hatton, and' Queen Elizabeth. But no 
records of the payments remained, for in the time of late Civil 
Wars in 1645 the Castle of Corfe, which had been maintained and 
defended by Sir John Bankes for many years for King Charles, 
had been taken by surprise, sacked and utterly destroyed, and 
Sir John's deeds and evidences then in the Castle had been 
plundered or burnt. 

Defendants answer that by grant of Queen Mary the lords 
of the manor of Worth Matravers had right of chase and free 
warren within their manor, in which "then and untill the late 
warres weare the principall purlewes and covert for all sort of 
deere then in the said Isle of Purbeck." Owing to the exercise 
of these rights the deer were much disturbed and destroyed, so 
that in the reign of Elizabeth an agreement was made by which 
the rents, now in question, were to be paid by the lords of Worth 
•• towards the Keepers' wages for looking to the deer." In return 
the owner of Worth received annually from the keepers two stags 
in summer and two hinds in winter, and these were regularly 
delivered till the beginning of the Civil war. Defendants further 
state '* that the said Castle of Corffe was mayntened and defended 
by his late ma'*«» good subjects in the Isle of Purbeck, and at 
their costs and charges, and not at the only costs and charges of 
Sir John Bankes." John Dollinge (husband of the defendant, 
Anne), who had possessed the manor of Worth till his death some 
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five years since, '' being a very active and zealous comander in 
arms for his late ma^* had his howse plundred in the time of the 
warres," and also lost some of ** his best moveables " which were 
in Corfe Castle when it was taken. Defendants deny that they 
owe any suit or service to the lord of Corfe Castle. 

Deponents examined on 14 Oct., 1 669, assert that Christopher 
Dolling, a former owner of the manor of Worth, had 70 years 
since claimed the right to take deer in his manor, and under an 
agreement with Lady Hatton had been accustomed to kill four 
deer a year, borrowing a greyhound for the purpose. One 
deponent states that 40 years since he had hunted deer with the 
keepers in Worth wood and other places in the island, and that 
Mr. William Wright, then ranger to Lady Hatton, " had hunted 
Red deere as far as the game did goe in the Isle of Purbeck." 
From the tone of the depositions, it would appear that the deer 
were exterminated during the Civil War. Fallow deer as well as 
red deer are referred to. 

Evidence is also given of dues paid yearly to the lord of 
Corfe Castle, the following being quoted : — 

Sir William Clavell for Smedmore farm paid Ss/- 

Mr. Chaldicott paid 168/- 

Sir John Tregonwell paid 3s/- 

Mr. Vincent for Povington farm paid 25s/- 

Mr. Nathaniell Bond for Lutton farm paid 13 bushels of 

wheat. 
From Fleet Mill, part of Bruyine Dacombe's lands, was 

paid 15s/- 

Deponents in some cases refer to individual losses suffered 
at the taking of the Castle. John Bingham of Quarleston, 
" esquire,'* deposed that he had commanded the Parliamentary 
forces, and that he saw " great store of goods plundered." Lady 
Bankes lost "plate and divers other goods with writings and books." 
Stephen Guy of Corfe Castle deposed that he lost the lease of his 
house, a chest of woollen clothes, a box or linnen clothes and a 
trunk. Morgan Blandford, a soldier for the Parliament, after 
the castle had been sacked brought to the house of Richard Jones 
in Corfe Castle various deeds and writings, two of which belonged 
to Mr. Thomas Loope of Henbury, and others belonging to Jones 
himself. The last were bought by Jones for £^, but Blandford 
declared that " he would make a bonfire of all the rest for that 
they did belong to rebells." Lieutenant-Colonel Ancktyll, 
Lady Bankes, Colonel Robert Lawrence and Captain Bynge are 
mentioned as having held the Castle for the King. The first 
three names are well known in connection with the history of 
Corfe Castle, but who was Captain Bynge ?

154. ACLA.ND OF Hawkridob, Devon. (VIII. Ixiv. 271.)— 
Possibly the following particulars may give a clue towards tracing 
the pedigree of Richard Ackland of Fremington. In his will he 
describes himself as of Bamestable, merchant, and after gifts to 
the poor of Barnstaple, Branton (Braunton) and Fremington he 
further gives to the poor of Branton 20/- a year for ever for a 
bread-dole, to be distributed ''at the same time my deceased 
brother's bread is.'* This deceased brother must apparently be 
identified with the Mr. After (Arthur) Ackland of Branton whose 
marriage on 9th Feb., 1654-5, to Mrs. Elizabeth, daughter of Mr. 
Henry Chichester of Bittadon, Gent., is recorded in the Barnstaple 
Register.* Mr. Arthur Ackland had several children, was Mayor 
of Barnstaple in 1663, survived his wife, and was buried at Barn- 
staple 2ist January, 1 690-1, and there is or was a monument to

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his memory in the church there. Lysons mentions a gift by him 
of ;^io per annum to the boys* school at Braunton» and another 
of land for teaching girls. Mr. Richard Ackland's wife, Mary» 
died in his lifetime. Can the two brothers have been sons of 
Baldwyne Acland and Elizabeth Tremaine, mentioned in the 
Visitation of 1620? Col. Vivian only brings the issue of this 
marriage down to 1624, at which date there were one son and 
four daughters, and Arthur, the eldest, was only eight years old. 
Perhaps, however, if they were in fact descendants of John Acland 
of Acland and Elizabeth Cruse, the descent may have been through 
a line not recorded by Vivian. We see from the will of Anthony 
Acland (son of John and Elizabeth) in Brown's Somersetshire Wtils, 
and that of his son Richard, that Anthony had six other sons 
besides the two whose issue are traced in the Visitation. The 
Barnstaple Registers also, from the middle of the i6th cen- 
tury onwards, contain names of Acklands and Aclands, some of 
which do and some do not appear in Vivian's pedigrees. The 
second Richard Ackland of Fremington was baptised at Barnstaple 
the 22nd January, 1 678-9, and married Susanna Lovering there the 
22nd Ma^, 1700. They had many children, most of whom died 
in their father's lifetime. 

Can anyone tell me to what branch of the family Elizabeth 
Acland belonged who married the Revd. Charles Cooke, Rector 
of Goodleigh near Barnstaple, in or just before the year 1676 ? 
In his will dated 26 January, 1685, he mentions " my brother 
Mr. John Acland," and makes him one of his trustees. His wife 
survived him, and they had three daughters, Elizabeth, Grace 
and Dorcas, who respectively married Mr. Thomas Borrett, the 
Rev. Thomas Earle, Rector of Northam, and Mr. John Marshall 
of Barnstaple. J.C.M.

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156. St. Nicholas Chapel, Fromi Church. — In Greenes 
Scmorset Chantries three chaDtries are returned in z £dw. VI. as 
within the parish church of Frome. Though there were three 
chaplains they had possessed only one chaJice between them ; 
this however had been stolen, so the presenters asserted. One 
of these called the Chantry of St. Nicholas was reckoned worth 
in lands, tenements and hereditaments £i 16s. 4d., from which 
48. 8d. went in rent to Robert Leversage, esquire. Weaver's 
Somerset Incumbents dates the institution of the first incumbent 
Dec. 19, 1419, and says he was presented by the patron, John de 
Frome alias Twynho, fundator ejusdem cantarie. 

The late Mr. Bennett's book, 1866, speaks of this chantry of 
S. Nicholas as founded in 9th Hen. VIII. by license given by 
Ring Henry to John Cable of Frome Braunche and John de 
Frome. He had evidently seen a charter at present in the pos- 
session of the Rev. J. D. C. Wickham, now of Holcombe, for 
this has been endorsed in a modem hand with the date '* 26 June, 
1577. 9 Henry VIII." But the seal, though a good deal broken, 
is undoubtedly the seal figured in Old England^ Vol. I. p. 316, as 
that of Henry V. It is distinguished from other royal seals by 
having to the Ring's right the arms of England and France 
quarterly (not France and England) and to his left the arms of 
England alone, and secondly in the outer compartments of the 
portico under which the throne is placed, the symbols of the 
Evangelists. Thirdly, the Ring holds the sceptre in his right 
hand, and in a canopied balcony over his head are the Virgin 
and child, and two saints. Fourthly, on the obverse, the mounted 
figure of the Ring bears on his shield France and England 
Quarterly, whilst the caparison of the horse, both on neck and 
flank, bears England and France quarterly. The charter being 
dated June 26, 9th Henry, fixes the date as 1421, unless Rnight 
has made a mistake about the seal. That of Henry IV. un- 
mistakably differs in the above particulars as figured in Old Eng' 
^^^* P* 309* This, however, gives a date two years later than 
the institution of the first chaplain in 141 9. 26 June of 9 
Henry IV. would be in 1408, one year after Bubwith became 
Bishop, whilst the institution referred to occurs on folio 166 of 
Bnbwith's register, evidently a good way on in his episcopate. 
So far the date 1419 is confirmed. 

Now in Somerset Med. Wills, p. 33, Mr. Weaver has given the 
will of John Cable, dated 1408 and proved Oct. 3 of the same 
year. He directs his body to be buried in the parish churchyard of 
Frome, not in a chapel; he gives ;^ 10 worth of goods to the 
fabric of the nave (some rebuilding was then in progress though 
Mr. Buckle — Proc. Som. Arch. Soc. 39, p. 14 — assigns the west 
end of the nave to the 14th century); he appoints one suitable 
priest to celebrate for 3 years at the altar of St. Cross, presum- 
ably in the Rood loft ; he bequeaths 20/- to John Frome, clerk ; 
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and ;f 10 ** for the building of the house William Baker holds of 
me." The absence of any mention of the chantry as good as 
proves that this John Cable whose wives were named Julian and 
Joan and his daughters Lucy and Dionysia, was not one of the 
founders of the Chantry of St. Nicholas. The will mentions no 
son, and makes the two daughters residuary legatees. The ques- 
tion arises how was the founder John related to this John Cable ? 
The Royal Charter gives license (the Statute of Mortmain 
notwithstanding) to John Cable of Frome Braunche and 

iohn of Frome to establish a chantry at the altar of St. 
Hcholas in Frome parish church in honour of God and the 
glorious Virgin Mary and St. Nicholas the Bishop. One priest 
is to be maintained. And his endowment is to be (1)4 mes- 
suages, 2 acres of land and 3 shillings worth of rent in Frome, 
partly held in chief from the King, partly by other tenure; 
(2) one messuage in Frome now held by John Shutte and Felicia 
his daughter ; (3) one messuage in Frome held for life by William 
and Beatrice Baker ; (4) a messuage in Frome held for life by 
Thomas Harpere : (5) one messuage in Frome held for life by 
John and Clarice Carpentere ; (6) one messuage in Frome held 
for life by John Houpere and his daughter Isabella. 

The cofounder, John of Frome, is said in the Episcopal 
Register to be John Twynihow. He was son of William Twynyho 
whose will was proved 1412 {Med. WiUs, p. 59). The family 
lived at Cayford like the Cables, probably in that mansion vul- 
garly called the Nunnery. Joan Twyn^hoo, 1489, and Roger 
Twynyho, 1497, both desired to be buned in the chapel of St. 
Nicholas in Frome church {Med. Wills, pp. 284, 352). William 
Baker's house above mentioned, 1421, was apparently the same 
for building which /^lo had been bequeathed in 1408. 

The date of tnis charter being ascertained to be of 1421. 
some of Mr. Buckle's observations on p. 16 of Som. Arch. Proc^ 
1893, will have to be modified, and the chapel now used for the 
Baptistery be recognised as of the early part of the 1 5th century. 
Possibly also the three western arches of the arcade of the Nave 
may be after all of only a few years earlier, viz., 1408, the date of 
John Cable's will. 

All the property of St. Nicholas' chantry mentioned above 
was situate in Frome town ' in villa.' This expression seems to 
preclude any houses or property in Keyford, where the two 
families of the founders had their manor houses. For though 
Keyford lies within the parish of Frome, it was distinct from the 
manors of Frome, and till lately was quite apart from the town. 
It would be interesting if we could trace the various holdings 
from their seizure by the Crown to their possession by the Lock 
family. The name of Lock's Lane, which leads N.£. from Key- 
fordy suggests that the property adjoining belonged to the Locks, 
who have their monuments in the chapel, and possessed it in sac* 
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cession to the Cables and before the Cork family ; and that if one 
could trace the ownership of property there, we should come 
back to the chantry holdings, were it not for that expression * in 
villa.* Perhaps some still existing title deeds may help to locate 
at least a portion of the property. W. £. Danibl. 

X57. Sir John FAnson, Bart, of Epsom.-^H. J. F., 
writing in the pages of the London Notes and Queries^ of I7th 
December last, (loth S. II. p. 485) gives the following inscription 
from Tunbridge parish church, and calls attention to the fact 
that the Complete Baronetage^ iii, 13, only says *' He presumably 
succeeded to the baronetcy in Nov., 1799,'* the date of the death 
of Rev. Sir. John Bankes FAnson, Bart, rector of Corfe Castle, 
his uncle. "On his death, presumably shortly after 1799, or 
possibly on the death of his predecessor, the baronetcy became 
extinct." The inscription, ** which shews that he survived his 
nephew," runs as follows : — 

•*Also the body of Mrs. Mary Fyler, the wife of Samuel 
Fyler of Lincoln's Inn, Esq., Barrister at Law and only child of 
the said John FAnson by Mary his first wife who died April 3rd, 
1794, aged 30. Also the body of the above named John FAnson 
who died 3rd of March, 1800. Aged 66."

164. The St. Aldhelm Celebration, Sherborne, 
Dorset. — It is a fact, well known to all who at any time have 
been conversant with the history of Dorset, or indeed with the 
introduction and extension of the Christian religion among the 
Saxon Kingdoms of England, that Sherborne had been for 
nearly four centuries the seat of a Bishopric founded by King Ine 
in the year 705, and presided over by his saintly kinsman, 
Aldhelm, until 709. The suggestion, however, to celebrate at 
the Old See Town the 1200th anniversary of this event, so 
important a link in the chain connecting our present day 
Christianity with the primitive past, was in the first instance 
made by Canon Mayo, of Long Burton, to whom the great 
interest of 1905 had long been apparent not only on this account, 
but also with reference to the 500th anniversary of the emancipa- 
tion of his own parishes, Long Burton and Holnest, from the 
control of the mother church of Sherborne. At a meeting of the 
Vale of Blackmore Clerical Society, held at Lillington Rectory 
on nth April, 1904, he addressed to Canon Lyon, Vicar of 
Sherborne, who was then present, an enquiry as to the manner 
in which he intended to commemorate in the succeeding year, 
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1905, an event of such far reaching consequence. The idea was 
new to the person addressed, and had not as jet occurred to any 
of the inhabitants of the town. The seed however fell upon 
fmitfal soil. The subject in due course was brought by the Vicar 
of Sherborne before the Church Council of the Minster, and a 
Committee was appointed to consider it. The Rev. Arthur Field, 
one of the Curates of the town, then placed himself in communi- 
cation with Mr. Louis N. Parker, the well-known London play- 
wright, in former years the Musical Director of Sherborne School. 
The latter entered with enthusiasm into the proposal, and in a 
communication of 9th June offered to come to Sherborne to 
address a public meeting of the inhabitants. This meeting was 
held on 14th July, 1904, presided over by the Chairman of the 
Urban Council, and a Committee, with power to add to its 
number, elected to carry the proposal into effect. 

It is unnecessary to specify the various steps which followed. 
The scheme of Mr. Parker, whose one stipulation was that he 
should exercise uncontrolled authority over the display, was 
accepted, and it was arranged to hold an historic Pageant in the 
early summer of 1905. Various sub-committees, for Advertising, 
Transit, Housing, Decoration and Reception, Finance, &c., were 
appointed, and the preparation of the Scenes, Words and Music 
was begun. 

One most regrettable occurrence — the serious illness of 
Lieut.-Col. J. K. D. Wingfield-Digby, of Sherborne Castle, M.P. 
for North Dorset, President of the Committee, rendered for 
a time the holding of the Celebration uncertain, but after 
his death, which happened on Christmas Day, to the great grief 
of all who knew him, it was considered, and we think rightly, 
that the commemoration of an event of such public and indeed 
national importance, should not be abandoned, even though the 
deceased gentleman, the Squire of Sherborne, who had granted 
the use of the Old Castle grounds for the site of the Celebration, 
and had subscribed liberally to the Guarantee Fund, was no 
longer here to witness the proceedings. 

The position of affairs at the time we write is as follows. A 
Preliminary Announcement has been issued, by which it appears 
that the Festival will occupy four days, June 12th to June 15th, 
both inclusive. Services of Thanksgiving will be celebrated in the 
Abbey Church of St. Mary the Virgin on each day, and sermons 
by the Lord Bishop of Salisbury on June 12th, and the Lord 
Bishop of Bristol on June 13th, are already arranged. Other 
places of worship in the town will also co-operate. The specta- 
cular portion of the Celebration-Dramatic scenes illustrating the 
history of Sherborne from A D. 705, — will be held among the 
ruins of the Old Castle, built by Bishop Roger at the commence- 
ment of the 1 2th century, a spot for many years part of the 
possessions of the See of Sarum, and indeed of the See of 
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Sherborae from an earlier period. This will begin at 3 p.m. on 
each day, and will comprise a selection of twelve or thirteen 
episodes, with appropriate words, costumes and musical accom- 
paniment, set forth by some 400 to 500 performers, including 
adults and children. 

In addition to the scenes above mentioned, in which many 
historical personages, such as Alfred the Great, William the 
Conqueror and Sir Walter Raleigh will be introduced (see the 
programme), there will be presented a performance of Morris 
and Maypole Dancers. The Dialogues generally are the com- 
position of Mr. Parker, but the connecting narrative Choruses, 
the song Fons Limpidus^ and the final song of Triumph are by 
Mr. James Rhoades, and the 7th Episode, in local dialect, is from 
the pen of Mr. Walter Raymond, the novelist. 

A covered auditorium, to seat about 2000 spectators, will be 
erected, and the price of seats (except on June 12th) will range 
from IDS. 6d., to 3s., with a few specially reserved seats at 
£\. IS. od. Application for tickets, apartments, terms of special 
railway fares, programmes and the words of the Pageant (7id.) 
should be made to the Hon. Secretaries of the Pageant, Sher- 
borne, Dorset. The Dorset and Somerset Standard (Sherborne) is the 
accredited organ of the Committee.

1. The coming of St. Aldhelm with his disciples, A.D. 705. 

2. The defeat of the Danes by Bishop Alhstan, A.D. 845. 

3. The death of Ethelbald. King of the West Saxons, A.D. 860. and the 

coming of Alfred (the Great) to the Monastery School. 

4. The introduction of the Benedictine Rule at Sherborne, A.D. 998. 

5. William the Conqueror removes the See to Old Sarum, A.D. 1075. 

6. Bishop Roger lays the foundation of the Castle, A.D. 1107. 

7. Quarrel between the Town and the Monastery, A.D. 1437. 

8. Foundation of the Hospital of St. John Bapt. & St. John Ev., A.D. 1437. 

9. Expulsion of the Monks, A.D. 1539. 

10. The Charter of Foundation of Sherborne School, A.D. 1550. 

11. Sir Walter Raleigh comes to Sherborne, A.D. 1593. 

12. Final Tableau, representing the more recent interests of Sherborne. 

There is no doubt that this display on the grand scale on 
which it is designed will be worthy of the occasion. It will 
appeal to all English-speaking people, both in this country and 
beyond sea. We venture to express the hope that it will be 
attended by a very numerous audience, not only because the ex- 
pense of its production calls for support from all sides, but because 
a performance of this character has not hitherto been held, so far 
as we are aware, in this country. The historic and picturesque 
surroundings of Sherborne lend themselves to the occasion, and 
even were there no pageant to be exhibited, the beautiful Abbey 
Church, the Alms House, the School, and the Old Castle ruins, 
in themselves would well repay a visit.

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165. An Unpublished Letter of Jonathan Trelawney, 
Bishop of Bristol. — 

May 21 (16)86 

Bp. of Bristol 

My Lord 

Your Lordship having done me the honor to let me wayte 
on your Lord? and to receive some commands to be observed in 
my visitation of Dorsetshire I know myself oblig*d to present 
your LordP- with the observations I made as to the principles and 
actions both of the clergy and Layety of that County. 

The first thing wh: happened of any moment was the 
presenting in my court at Cerne of 1 2 persons for being Roman 
Catholiques which my chancellor acquainting me with & asking 
how he was to proceed I commanded him to dismisse them, as 
he did accordingly. 

At Dorchester I had the misfortune of a very impudent 
sermon with inuendos that tho' we were not in any Certaine 
feares of popery : yet we were not wholly free from some appre- 
hensions of it. Having seriously reprehended the preacher & 
threatened him with suspension if he did not alter his method 
hereafter, upon advice with S' Winstone Churchil & the mans 
hearty repentance for his folly I forbore the punishment I de- 
signed for him & then speaking to the clergy told them of the 
danger of such reflecting discourses, that whilst they preach'd 
that the papists were cruel, oppressing & such as could not keep 
their word with heritiques, they did insinuate to the ignorant 
people that the King being a papist, he ought to be dreaded 
under all those characters, whereas his majesty was to tender of 
his word as hitherto to neglect that ease which mi^ have been 
expected he would have given to those of his own religion. So 
gracious in his frequent expressions of the loyalty of the Church 
of England, & his concern for its establishment that tho' the 
foolish heates of some members of it had afforded him just 
provocations for the taking them off of some libertys they had ill 
used yet He had not restrained them in any one, therefore I did 
assure them where I heard of any excuse in that railing way too 
usual of late I would be certaine to punish not only with 
suspension but silence. 

By these things I hope I have in some measure discharg'd 
myself of what your Lord?, was pleased to enjoin & expect from 
me : was I enabl'd from the revenue of y«. Bishopricke to make 
any residence in Dorsetsh the clergy should have the influence 
of my example to y« force of my precepts but the episcopal in- 
come being so despicably poor I trust y' LorP will not enjoioe 
what will be to my certaine ruin. Whenever the King's ' '" 
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y* LorP'» favor shall place me a Dignity of larger value & extent 
I will engage to render proportionable service. I am

166. DORSKTSHIRB FrRSHOLDBRS. BaNGBR-RuSSILL.— 

The Bangers of * Swyne * Toller were yeomen. About 1600 they 
had a lease for years, and subsequently for lives, of Bnrcombe in 
North Poorton from the family of Preston. This they converted 
into a freehold. The direct line ended in Thomas Banger, who 
was bom at Burcombe, 1681-2. His sister, Eleanor or Ellen, 
married Samuel Russell of Weymouth, and his nephew, John 
Russell, an attorney at Beaminster, was his heir presumptive. 
John Russell was a nouble man. He built up a very extensive 
business and died a wealthy man. He did not however inherit 
Burcombe, which his uncle Thomas gave by will to his cousin, 
Job Light Banger of Waterston in Puddletown, son of Bernard 
Banger of Stoford, Somerset, son of Bernard, also of Stoford, 
son of Mathew Banger of Burcombe, father of Thomas Banger 
of Burcombe, father of the testator. 

Job Light Banger was father of Thomas Banger, known in 
Powerstock as * Squire Banger,' whose mark, T.B., is still to be 
seen on gates on Lord Sandwich's property ; and who lived at a 
house called 'Sart,' close to Wytherstone. He was a noted 
agriculturalist, and was father of Martha Banger, who married 
Giles Russell of Beaminster, grandson of Ellen Banger ; their 
grand-daughter, Martha Banger Russell, was the mother of A. 
Story-Maskelyne, Esq., of the Public Record Office. 

Thomas Banger's estate of some ;^2000 a year was divided 
between his two grand-daughters, Mrs. Quick and Mrs. Pardoe. 

Another Bernard Banger died Rector of Maperton 17th April, 
1698, leaving sons, Peter and Thomas, and a grandson Bernard. 

Josiah Banger, a noted Nonconformist, Fellow of Trin. Coll., 
Oxford, 1651, was the son of Bernard Banger. Rector of Yarling- 
ton, Somerset. 

Francis Banger was elected Fellow of Exeter Coll., Oxford, 
in 1557, subsequently Rector of Winterbome Abbas. 

Nicholas Banger was admitted Scholar of Winchester, aged 
12, 1566; Fellow of New College ; from Winterbome Abbas. 
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Beraard fianger was elected to Winchester in 1586, aged 12. 
from Toller.

To the Rector of the Esublished Church, Sherborne, Eng. 

Dear Sir, — Being Town Clerk of this town and knowing that 
it was called after the town of Sherborne in England, I write to 
you for information, feeling sure that you can either furnish it 
yourself, or kindly place this communication in the hands of 
some one who can. 

This town was settled by Hopestill Layland, Thomas 
Holbrook, and Nicholas Wood or Woods Do any of their names 
appear on the Parish Register or among the Church Records ? 

Tradition has it that it was probably named in honor of 
Henry Adams who was supposed to be a native of Sherborne, 
Eng. Other Incorporators were . Morse, BuUen (or Boljm), 
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Ballard, Hill, Brock, Fairbanks, and Perry. Do any of these 
names appear on your records ? Tradition again says that the 
word Sherbom is derived from the Saxon and means '* pure 
water," which is singularly true in regard to this town ; is this 
correct ? 

I should like very much to know about our Mother Town, 
its foundation and history, in order to write down the facts and 
place them among our town records. 

Is there a history of your town that can be purchased ? I 
would also like to purchase photographs of the Church and of all 
places of interest for our Public Library here. 

I write to you because I think you will perhaps be interested 
somewhat in this little town of the Colony of Massachusetts Bay 
and because when I was abroad in 1 895 I was searching con- 
cerning my own family (the De Berdewelles, of Bardwell, Suffolk) 
and I always found the Rectors and Curates willing and pleased 
to assist. 

If you can assist me I will be happy to remunerate you for 
your trouble and kindness, and if you will obtain photographs 
and a local history, and will, before you send them to me, let me 
know- the amount of my indebtedness, send you a foreign P.O. 
Order for the amount. Please assist me if you can, and please 
also pardon this intrusion upon your time.

Pope's lines 

** Odious I I in woollen I ! I *twould a saint provoke 1 '* 
Were the last words that poor Narcissa spoke ; 
One need not, sure, be hideous, though one's dead : 
So, Betty, give these cheeks a little red." 

Can some reader inform me when the statute 30 Car. II, 
cap. 3, compelling burial ''in woollen only" repealed by 54 Geo. 
III., cap. 108, became obsolete? 

The lines above quoted were written, I think, about the year 
1725 ; but on looking over the Parish registers of Beer Hacxett, 
(A.D. 1549-1812) and Ryme-Intrinsica (A.D. 1636-1773) respec- 
tively, I find many entries in both of them anent such burials, 
from 1760 to 1773, but none earlier, none later. 

The usual entry is •' Buried in woollen only,** though 
occasionally one notes such detail as this : 
" 1776, March ye 5, Buried Elizabeth wife of Giles Hayward." 
•* Frances Swatridge of Rhyme (sic) maketh oath that Elizth " 
** Hayward was Bound, Wrapt up, & Buried in nothing but what " 

*• was made of Sheepe's wool only." 

*• Sworn ye 12th March, before me Js Topham, Vicar of" 
*• Yetminster." 

Why were some only of these burials entered, merely stating 
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*' buried in woollen only," and a few special ones fortified by 
sworn testimony ? and why, daring so many years after Pope 
mentions the custom, is there only a late and partial mention of 
it in the registers of two neighbouring parishes, and not a com- 
plete and universal one ?

184. Folk Songs from Somersit.— Gathered and Edited, 
with Pianoforte Accompaniment, by Cecil J. Sharp, Principal of 
the Hampstead Conservatoire, and Charles L. Marson, Vicar of 
Hambridge.

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Folk-Song of every kind will always appeal to Antiquary, 
Musician, and Amateur. — To the Antiquary, for several reasons ; 
but chiefly, perhaps, because the words may contain some hidden 
historical allusion, or may be founded on deeds of bygone time : 
to the Musician, because the melodies, generally founded on the 
ancient Greek modes, tell a story of their own, shewing how 
wide was the influence of these modes in the early days of vocal 
music: to the Amateur, because the very quaintness of both words 
and music is a charm to the ear, — a relief from the more advanced, 
— and sometimes, unfortunately, vapid, — music of the present 
day. The book under consideration is no exception. Here the 
Antiquary will find Ballads which have their counterparts in 
Scotland and Ireland, and may exercise his zeal in establishing 
some historical link between the Folk-Songs of these different 
parts of the United Kingdom ; probably dating the connection 
from the time of Saxon £ngland, when the south western corner 
of the island was called West Wales. The Musician will revel 
in determining to what modes the several melodies belong, and 
will not be surprised to find that, out of the 27 Songs here 
presented, no fewer than 1 7 are in the modem major scale, — the 
Ionian Mode, as the Greeks called it. This is the mode that 
was rejected by the ecclesiastics, being dubbed the '' Lascivious 
Mode*'; because, forsooth, it was the one chosen by the 
Troubadours (Trouvires), or wandering minstrels, who were the 
chief composers of secular music. (Cf. Adam de la MdXe^ circa 
1280). And the Amateur will derive pleasure from the beauty of 
simplicity of both words and melody, and will notice, with relief, 
that there it none of the sickly sentiment so often present in 
modem ballads. 

As to the work of the Joint-£ditors, — that has been done 
with care. The words have in some cases been softened, out of 
deference to modem susceptibility ; but as the Literary Editor 
says in his very interesting introduction — '* We plead compulsion 
and not desire in these alterations." And the Musical £ditor 
" has aimed at a mean between an elaborate accompaniment, and 
a setting too simple and bald for things so rich and rare.'* 
Probably few will cavil at this statement, although some may 
think that in one or two cases the accompaniment is too florid 
and chromatic to suit these old Modes. But this is a question 
upon which even experts may agree to differ. The book is to be 
commended not only to natives of Somerset, to whom, of course, 
it directly appeals ; but also to all lovers of Folk-Song. The 
Introduction, and the Notes, are both interesting and instructive. 
It is to be hoped that the support given to this first volume may 
warrant the publication of a further, and perhaps, larger Collec- 
tion of Somerset Folk-Song.

One of the principal members of 
it, Sir William de Echyngham, rebuilt Echingham Church, about 
1387-8, and was there buried, as also his succeeding descendanu. 
They held the manor of Echyngham, and many other manors in 
Sussex ; and filled at various periods important public appoint- 
ments in that county. 

Their relationship to Brianston appears to have commenced 
through the marriage of Simon or William de Echyngham, with 
Eva, daughter of Ralph de Stopham, who was also of an old 
Sussex family — who had succeeded to the manor and advowson, 
but the Echynghams seem to have soon after parted with — but 
probably not completely — the manor, which subsequently passed 
through several holders, until the marriage of John Rogers and 
Anne, sister of the last Sir Thomas Echyngham, ob : 1485, and 
they appear to have then re-acquired it, and settled there, 
followed by their descendants, to the middle of the seventeenth 
century. 

Hutchins supplies the following particulars : — 

*'At the death of Brian de Insula, 19 Heniy iii— 1225, this manor fell to 
the share of Ralph de Scopham, who at his death, 56 Heniy iii, held it subject 
to the osoal services, JE<^ph his son and heir three years old ; and 19 Edward i, 
1291, he held it by the same tenure of ^nd seijeancy. This famUy seems to 
hare been possessed of, and received its name from Scopham or Stopham, 
near Petworth, Sussex. Eve, (or as Coker calls her Jura) daughter and heir 
of Ralph de Scopham, held Blandford Brian by the accustomed services. B^ 
her it came to William de Echingham, Knt, lord of Echingham and 
Scopham, Sus^ex. William de Echingham and Eve bis wife feoffed Alan de 
Boxnull of this manor and advowson, and other manors in Sussex. He died 19 
Edward ii, 1326. Alan his son and heir one year old. He was a K.G., 
Constable of the Tower, Gustos of the forest and park of Clarendon, kc„ in 
Wiltshire, and was buried in Jesus ChapeJ in old St. Paul's near Erkenwald's 
shrine. He appears to have died 4-5 Richard ii, 1381-2, and 7 Richard ii, 
1384. Tobn Mountague le fitz, Chevalier, and Matilda his wife, late wife of 
Alan dfe Buxhull, held one part of the manor, assigned for her dower ; he 
died seized of it 1 Henry iv, 1399 ; soon alter it came to the Rogers ; but 
whether by purchase or marriage does not appear." 

The following notes are mainly descriptive of the brasses of 
Etchingham found in the Church there, supplemented by a de- 
scription of that fabric, a sketch of their descent, and view of the 
interior of the church in 1857, by William Slater, Esq., found in 
the Sussex Archaological Transactions^ vol. ix, for that jear, (with 
all obligations and thanks) and other sources. The brasses are 
from original rubbings, the exterior of the church from a photo-

graph, and notes of the heraldry remaining in the windows by 
Mr. Roscoe Gibbs in 1897. 

1. William db Echingham, — temp. Henry ii, 1154-89, — 
witnessed a grant by Henry, Earl of Ewe, to the Abbey of 
Robertsbridge. He, and also his son and grandson, were 
probably vassals to the Earls of Ewe, until their possessions 
came to the Crown. He and his descendants appear to have 
been hereditary Stewards of the Rape of Hastings ; he left a son 
St'mcn. 

2. Simon db Echinoham, — King John took offence at his 
fortifying his house, and a precept was issaed to the Sheriff 
of Sussex to demolish it, as it was fortified without licence. 
Whether the command was carried into effect, is not recorded. 
He married in 1183, ^/zWa, a daughter oi Jocelyn Fitt-Reinfrid^ 
and probably left a son Simon. 

3. Simon db Echinoham,— of whom nothing further is 
recorded. He left two sons, Wiliiam and Simon \ died about 37 
Henry iii, — 1253. 

4. William db Echingham,— he married in 1 146, Margaret^ 
or Margery , a daughter and co-heiress of William de MoniacuU^ 
son of Drogo de Montacute, ancestors of the Earls of Salisbury 
of that name ; he died s.p. 1252, his brother Simon his next heir. 

4. Simon de Echingham, — aged thirty-five years at his 
father's death. Had a grant of free warren on his several 
manors, as well in Sussex as elsewhere, and a market in Salehurst, 
was Assessor and Collector for the county of the thirtieth granted 
by the southern counties at Northampton, 2 Edward i, — 1283* a 
Conservator of the Peace under the statute of Winton, and a 
Knight of the Shire, 1 290. He married Eva^ daughter of Ralph 
de Slopeham^ and died 22 Edward i, — 1293. He appears to have 
left four sons, — William^ Robert^ Simon ^ and Richard 

5. William db Echingham, — aged twenty eight at his 
father's death ; under whom the family attained its greatest in- 
fluence and importance. He was a Commissioner of Array, and 
Conservator of the Peace for the county. Served as a military 
man in Gascony, Scotland, and was probably present at Borough- 
bridge. Attended two Parliaments as Knight of the Shire, in 
131 1, summoned as a Baron to the several Parliaments till his 
death, 20 Edward ii, 1326. The name of his wife is not given, 
he died s.p. 

6. Sir Robbrt db Echingham, — probably his brother, 
succeeded him. He was Knight of the Shire 13 15 — 21 — 22, 
Captain, and Chief Commissioner of Array for Sussex and 
Surrey. The name of his wife is not known, he died 2 Edward 
iii — 1328, s.p., and appears to have been succeeded by his brother 
Simon, 

7. Simon db Echingham,— heir to his brother, whom the 
records exhibit chiefly in a state of litigation ; the date of his 
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death is not stated but before 1333. He was succeeded by his 
nephew /anus, son of his brother Richard. 

8. Sir Jambs dr Echinghah, — he petitioned the King for 
the removal of an obstruction of the Rother, at Knellesflete, by 
which ships and boats were prevented from coming to his manor 
of Echingham, and the trade of the town of Salehurst, and also 
his market there, were destroyed. The name of his wife is not 
known, he died 23 Edward iii, — i349f seized of Echingham, 
and several other manors in Sussex. He left two sons Wtlliam 
and Robert, 

9. William ds Echingham, — bom about 1333. He 
rebuilt Echingham Church, — his wife's name was Elizabeth, her 
surname has not been recovered, but presumed to have been 
Shoyeswellt from the arms said to have been found impaled with 
his, on his brass. Shoyeswell, (query Shoa — weil, and horse shoes 
in the arms) was the name of a family at Etchingham, is still the 
name of a house there, and of a hundred in the Rf^>e of 
Hastings. He died 18 January, 1388-9, leaving a son mlliam. 
His brass is in the church. 

10. Sir William db EcHiNGHAM,~he married Johanna, 
daughter of John Fiizalan, Lord Matravers. She died i 
September, 1404, he died 20 March, 141 2. They left a son 
Thomas. Their brass is in the Church. 

11. Sir Thomas db Echingham, — he married first Agnes, 
a daughter of Shoyeswell, and secondly Margaret, daughter of Sir 
Thomas Knivet, of Norfolk ; by his first wife he appears to have 
had two children, Thomas, his heir, and a daughter Anne, 
(ob. circa 3 Henry vii — 1488) who married John Rogers, of 
Brianston, (ob. circa 20 Henry vi, 1442) Sir Thomas died 15 
October, 1444. His brass is in the Church with his father and 
mother's. 

12. Sir Thomas db Echingham, — he married Margaret, 
daughter of Reginald West, Lord de la Warr, ob. 1451, 27 
August, by Eleanor, daughter of Henry Percy Earl of Northum- 
berland, by whom he appears to have had issue Elisabeth, 
who died young 3 December, 1452, — a second Elizabeth, who 
married Sir Goddard Oxenbridge, and two otiier daughters. Sir 
Thomas died 20 January. 1485. His tomb and brass formerly in 
the Chancel are destroyed, the inscription alone remaining. 

The brass of Sir William Echingham, the rebuilder of the 
church, lies in the floor, immediately in front of the antient 
altar. He is clad in camail and hauberk of banded chain-mail, 
the limbs in plate armour, as also the hands in gauntlets with 
gadlyngs. Over the hauberk he wears a surcoat, with semi- 
circular ornament at the lower edge. The sword-belt crosses the 
hips, and is ornamented with a flowing pattern and circular boss 
in the centre ; only a small portion of the sword remains. The 
hands are raised in prayer, and the feet rest on a lion. The 
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head on which was a pointed bascinet has disappeared ; ais also 
two shields of arms ; respecting this — 

''The head was missing before 1788, and the escutcheons before 1776. 
These are said to have been, on the right side of the figure Fretty, fc»- 
Echingham, and on the left the same impaling on a bend three horse-shoes, for 
Shoyeswell." 

Over the head is a semi-circular plate with this inscription : —

The first may be read : — 

" This William made and rebuilt anew this Church, in honour of God, the 
Assumption of the Blessed Mary, and St, Nicholas, who was the son 0/ Sir James 
de Echingham, Knight." 

And the second : — 

"0/ earth was made and formed, and to earth returned, William ds 
Echingham was his name ; — God on my soul have pity ; — And you that pass by for 
the s(ntl of me pray God; — who on January the 18th day passed from hence, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand three hundred and eighty seven, as God willed about 
midnight.*' 

Over the figure was a canopy, of which only the base of one 
of the side supports remains, 

"At the time the re-erection of the church was commenced, Adam de 
Foxele, was probably "parson." And according to Hayley, (1776) some 
years before, on taking up the stone to which the brass was affixed, the deceased 
was found to have been interred in a stone coffin, to which it was the lid, or 
corer." (Addl. MSS. No. 6358. fo. i.) {Slater),

xga. Thb Founding of Evershot School.— A dispute 
between certain parishioners of Evershot in the year 1629 as to 
the funds required for building a Schoolhouse there led to the 
presentment in the Court of Requests of some facts in the early 
history of the school which do not, perhaps, appear elsewhere. 
The Complainants, John Payne and John Fisher, commence 
their plaint with praise of their township which they say " hath 
been and yet is an auncient Markett Towne, and allsoe it is well 
peoplebed." The honour of making the first contribution to the 
School lies with Sir John Strode, of Chantmarle, who 20 years 
previously had bestowed on trustees a house and an acre of 
ground in Evershot, anciently belonging to the manor of Chant- 
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marie, the precise object of the gift being ** to convert the house 
into a free Gramer Schoolehowse wherein to instruct children 
and schollars and to teach them the latten tongue, and also to 
nurture and breede them in learning untill such tyme as they 
shalbe fitt and able to be placed abroade at the Universities of 
Oxford or Cambridge or ellswhere." Later followed the gift of 
some ground by John Hardy of Woolcombe, Esq. 

But the greatest benefactor of the School was Christopher 
Stickland [of Yealden co., Bedford], a native of Evershot, who 
" grew to great wealth," and who had assigned to trustees a 
messuage and land in Kingcombe, worth £12 sl year, towards the 
maintenance of a master *' freely to teach the latten tongue to 
the sons of such persons dwelling or having houses or lands in 
Evershott.** (The deed conveying the lands, dated 20 Nov., 
1628, is described in Hutchins' history.) Further (say the com- 
plainants) the same Stickland and Petronell Byworth gave ;^5o as 
a stock for the poor of Evershot, conditional however on the 
building of a schoolhouse. Apparently little use had as yet been 
made of Sir John Strode's house, but now the parishioners 
bestirred themselves, and on the i6th Nov.,. 1628, a general 
meeting of the inhabitants was held, and it was agreed that all 
who were usually rated for church and poor should pay a certain 
rate until the schoolhouse should be finished, and that the money 
should be delivered to Christopher Hardy and Robert Pownde 
for the purchase of materials. Unfortunately for the success of 
the scheme, some landowners and householders who were not 
present at the meeting refused to pay the rate, and in consequence 
the house '* is now built up with walls and coveringe but not fully 
finished nor fitted in the inner partes and roomes of it for lack of 
materialls and money to furnish them and the worke doth reste 
and is at a stay for lack of money " The amount already spent 
was £s^ ^^^ £^^ was still required. 
The defaulting ratepayers were 
Robert Browne Esq. for lands worth £60 a year . . 
James Leonard alias Dennis *' being a very rich man 

and having a house and greate meanes of lively- 

hod in Evershott " . . 
Alexander Wilkins " another rich man '* . . 
James Wilkings his brother 
Thomas Minteme 

Hugh Symes . . • • • • . • 

Thomas Wright 
John Hardy, gent., dwelling at Dorchester, but 

having house and land in Evershot . . . . 140 

The complainants had also a grievance against the inhabi- 
tants of Frome St. Quintin who, though promising to contribute 
;^i3, had so far only paid £$. 

Whatever the result of this suit may have been, the school- 
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house seems to have been finished before 1648. In this year, 
with a boldness which was probably not then nncommon, a 
Thomas Legg claimed in the Court of Chancery that the land 
at Kingcombe was his inheritance, stating that he had for some 
years been absent from home in the service of the Parliament, 
and that in his absence the land had been seiied and settled on 
the school! The trustees who had to meet this claim were 
William, Webber, of Kingcombe, and Robert Cardrowe, . . . 
Vauters, and John Gold, of Evershot. 

This John Gold (or Gould) by his will dated 1670, left £io 
for the enclosing of the school lands at Kingcombe.

193. Sbrvicb of Procession, in Reign of Henry VIII. — 
The following are taken from a volume of extracts compiled by 
Matthew Hutton in. 1686 from the Registers of the Bishops of 
Bath and Wells. The volume is one of a set of five (bound in 
three) now in the British Museum. (Harl. MS. 6964-8). 

The date of the first of the two extracts given below is 
between 7 July and 27 Aug. 1544* and that of the other Septem- 
ber (after the 20th) 1545. The folios refer to the volume of 
extracts, not to the Register.

194. Gear Hill and Yarkfibld.— What is the origin of 
these names, and can they be derived from the same source ? 

As no doubt most of your readers know, Gear Hill is about 
two miles South East of Witham Railway Station, and at the 
extreme boundary of the County of Somerset, as shewn on the 
modem maps, in this direction ; whilst Yamfield is the name of 
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the adjoining Manor which lies between Witham and Maiden 
Bradley which is in Wiltshire. 

According to Bosworth's Dictionanr of the Anglo-Saxon 
Language, Gara is an angular point of land or promontory. 
Many of your local readers will probably be able to say whether 
this description would apply to Gear Hill. From a glance at the 
modem ordnance map it would appear that the particular point 
named Gear Hill (or Gare Hill as it is there called) is not the 
highest or the only point in the high wooded ground in the 
neighbourhood of Yamfield. There may, therefore, be other 
angular points in the cluster of hills, and Yamfield be simply a 
district in which there are a number of such promontories. This 
would support the suggested derivation, and account for the n 
occurring in the latter word, as Bosworth explains in his Diction- 
ary that the genitive plural of Gara is Garena. It is easy to 
understand how Garenafield would get contracted into Gamfield 
or Yamfield. It may be mentioned that in W. Day and Thomas 
Master's Map of the County, published in 1803, the hill is 
marked Goar Hill, but otherwise it is generally spelt with an e 
as the second letter. Yamfield is found in various forms, 
Jeraefeld, Jernfield, Gemefeld and Gernfield. 

Gear Hill does not seem to be mentioned in any of the 
documents given in Dugdale or Hoare's WtUskire but the other 
name appears frequently as Jemefeld in the time of Henry III.

196. TaxationofaFiftkknth,9 Edw. II.,A.D. 1315-16, 
Bridport. — The following record, No. 2334 of the Bridport 
MSS., affords evidence of the poverty of the inhabitants of the 
town at this period, when indeed the whole land was suffering 
from the plague among the cattle, the unheard-of scarcity of com 
and the unhealthiness of the season. It will be observed that the 
possessions of the wealthiest householder, William Bume, were 
appraised at no more than jf 9, on which he had to pay a tax of 
i2sh. The number of persons whose moveable property was 
worth losh. or more was 44. Four years later, when a net with a 
finer mesh was employed, one-tenth of the value of the whole of 
a man's goods being exacted, the number liable to pay was 67, 
the moveable property of Robert de Bothenhampton, the richest 
contributor, being vadued at £^ 8s. od. The articles excepted 
from the valuation were the bed, when not more than one 
apparently, articles of apparel, drinking vessels and the stock in 
trade.

197. Wbymouth and Melcombb Rsgis; Controtbr- 
sihs bbtween thb two towns, tbmp. elizabeth — 

The weary controversies of these two towns as to the right 
to the profits of the harbour and the enjoyment of the respective 
liberties and privileges of the townsmen are matters of history. 
A letter, dated 10 Oct., 1569, from the inhabitants of Melcombe 
Regis *• to oar neighbours of Waymouth," of which a copy is 
preserved among the town archives (barely referred to in Moule's 
Cat. 23), is very quaint and curious. It appears that in that year, 
the inhabitants of Weymouth had complained to the Earl of 
Pembroke that those of Melcombe Regis had prejudiced the 
liberties of Weymouth, by illegally building a wharf. Shortly 
afterwards, viz. on 7 Oct., 1569, the Weymouth men sent **toour 
frynds the maiere and inhabitants of the towne of Melcombe,'* 
the following pointed questions : ist, Whether or not they were 
contented to abide by the then late decree of the Court of 
Exchequer; andly, Whether they were minded to enjoy their own 
liberties without challenging any part of the liberties of Wey- 
mouth, and whether they would act so that they might live 
together in a neighbourly manner, &c. These interrogatories 
were signed by two bailiffs, the constable, two deputy constables 
and another. This brings us to the reply of the inhabitants of 
Melcombe Regis mentioned above. They stated that if Wey- 
mouth could justly charge them with one point of disobedience 
to the decree, their question might be allowable, but that as they 
of Weymouth " onely be the obstinate offenders the more straunge 
it semethe unto us why youe shoulde so impudently burthen us 
w^ youre owne faulte." To convince of this, Melcombe Regis 
then proceeded, by the following articles, ** to sett before youre 
eyes the deformitie of youre cause wheareby ye maye the better 
viewe and see as yt were in a cristall glasse, some pte of youre 
owne disobedyent doings. 

This Article charges that in the 
year 1565 Thomas Sam wvse, being 
Elder Bailiff, concealed from Mel- 
combe Regis 56 entries of Petty 
Customs and that Weymouth had 
also taken from Melcombe Regis 
their half of ** Ankerage, Lasuge and hedsylver." 

The second, third, fourth and fifth faults alleged were of a 
similar character; the allegation of the fifth concluded thus: 
•' Wherefore beholde your conformable obedyence." 

*' Itm. Your aforesaide discourteses 
and frowarde dealings in the pre- 
misses forced us to p'cure comyssyon 
(as y* knowe), to the Worshipful] 
Sr Will" Paulet, Knight, and Mr.

ig8. Prisoners from Francs Landed at Wstmouth, 

A.D. 1 69 1. — 

The Register of Burials in 1691 for Melcombe Regis con- 
tains the following entry : — 

"Memorandum. That on ye 19 day of Septr., was 

landed here two hundred and od men, who came prisoners 

from France, and were for ye most part sick in ye Flux, soe 

that many died as also many Townes people of ye same 

distemper. Every man marked x was a stranger.'* 

Then follows a long list of burials, for the most part in 

October, November and December. The burials, which had 

been 22 only in 1690, rose in the next year to 82, of whom 13 

are marked as strangers. The prisoners were British — The 

disease was, doubtless, typhoid or enteric fever, which, as is well 

known, is, in its severe forms, extremely fatal and, of course, 

contagious unless the most rigid sanitary precautions are adopted. 

The outbreak was probably due to impure water either on board 

or elsewhere, which all the prisoners drank in common. A 

fearful instance of this occurred after the battle of Paardeberg.

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200. Brass of Robert Canon, Pulham, Dorset.— The 
Robert Canon, to whose memory thi^ brass was placed in 
Pulham Church, was instituted to the Rectory of Pulham May 17, 
1415, having exchanged with Oliver Dinerly, Rector of Iwem 
Courtney. Where the brass was originally placed is not known, 
but certainly not in the floor of the church. It is in too good a 
state of preservation. At sometime it seems to have been screwed 
to the back of an old oak pew, and when the Church was 
restored, about 35 years ago, the portion of the framework was 
cat away with the brass on it, and since that it has been kept 
loose in the vestry. We hope soon to affix it to the Chancel 
wall. The brass is 17! in, long and 2^ in. wide, and bears the 
following inscription : —

201. The Lectern. Yeovil Church. (IX. Ixv. 46, 
Ixvi. 71, Ixviii. 117, 118). — Forester's costume consists of a 
girded gown {tunica talaris) and a hood. At the wrists beneath 
the sleeves of the gown appear those of the undergarment. The 
brass is engraved to represent the effect of a girded gown. Part 
of the girdle is shown vertically. There is no resemblance to 
the mass vestments, amice and alb. (p. 153) ; nor are there two 
garments, gown and cappa manicata (p. 71). A somewhat simi- 
lar brass is at Denham, Bucks, representing John Pyke, c, 1^0, 
on the reverse of the figure of Amphillis Peckham, 1545. It 
will be found illustrated in the Proceedings 0/ the Society of Anti- 
quaries^ Series 2, Vol. XV. p. 231 ; which illustration is repro- 
duced in Vol. IV., p. 12, of the Transactions of the Monumental 
Brass Society. '*A list of Palimpsest Brasses compiled By Mill 
Stephenson, BA*, F.SA'* Haines assigns the date c.

202. St. Nicholas Chapel, Frome Church. (IX. 
Ixix. 156). — The date of the licence for the Chantry of St. 
Nicholas is 9 Henry IV. (A.D. 1408) not 9 Henry V. ; the 
Inquest ad Quod Damnum, preliminary to the granting of the 
licence, was held at Bruton on Thursday in Easter week, 9 Henry 
IV., and the licence itself was enrolled on the Patent Rolls a few 
months later {Inq: ad Quod Damnum, 9 Henry IV., no. 252, 
Pat: Roll^ 9 Henry IV. pt. 2, mem. 9]. No later licence is 
entered either on the Charter or Patent Rolls. The Chapel 
would scarcely have been begun at once, and could not have been 
near completion at the time of John Cable's death ; some kind

of title-deed must have passed between the founders and the 
feoffees of the Chantry property, in which full provision would 
have been made for its maintenance ; therefore any new bequest 
to the chantry after such recent deed would not be necessary, 
and the omission of the chapel, considering its probably un- 
finished state, was suflSciently natural, with all due deference to 
Rev. Preb. Daniel's opinion, without supposing the existence of 
two persons named John Cable. E. Margaret Thompson. 

203. Hull Family. (VIII. Ixii. 218, IX. Ixix. 175).— 
Rev. Joseph Hull (1595-1665), Rector of Northleigh, Devon, in 
1 62 1, and afterwards of Weymouth in New England, had an 
elder brother, William Hull, also a graduate of Oxford, and 
described in the matriculation register as having been bom in 
Somerset. 

He was instituted Vicar of Colyton, Devon, in 161 1, as the 
immediate successor of Rev. John Eedes who had married Alice 
the daughter of Henry Hull, of Exeter, Esq. 

William Hull, whose wife's name was Anne, died in 1627 
without issue ; his will, proved 19 June in that year and recorded 
at Exeter, names his brothers George, John and Joseph, and 
other relatives. 

George Hull, just mentioned, sailed from Plymouth in 1629, 
and. settled at Dorchester, Mass., U.S.A. He was a man of 
prominence in the Colony. 

A certain John Hull was in New England in 1632, but has 
not been identified as the brother of George.

204. Burial in Woollen (IX. Ixix. 176). — The first 
Act relating to this was passed 18 Chas. II., and enacted that 
after 25 March, 1667, all bodies were to be buried in wool, upon 
pain of forfeiture of five pounds, for the use of the poor of the 
parish, to be levied by the churchwardens and overseers by 
warrant of a J. P., &c. 

A more stringent Act was passed 30 Chas. II., enacting that 
within eight days an affidavit was to be brought to the Minister, 
failing which the fine was to be levied. 

In many parishes lists of these affidavits were kept in a 
separate book, quite apart from the Ret^ister. 

Sometimes an entry may be seen of a burial in linen, with a 
note that the fine had been paid. Long before the Repeal of the 
Act in 54 Geo. III. it had fallen into disuse, but it would be diffi- 
cult to give an exact date. 

That the Registers were often irregularly kept and some 
entries made while others were omitted, as at Beer Hackett, 
would be only due to the carelessness of the Incumbent.

205. LovELL Heraldry (IX. Ixix. 161).— The Rev. Dr. 
Lovell died in 1798 (See M,I, of Wells Cathedral by Jewers, p. 
167). Robert Lovell, the emigrant, is styled " husbandman " in 
the ship's list, so it is highly improbable that he was nearly 
related (if at all) to the armigerous family of Lovell of Tarent 
Rawson. V. L. Ouyxr. 

206. Reminders of Former Commons and Their Flora. 
— Considerable portions of Dorset 150 years ago, or less, con- 
sisted of open Commons ; these have been aptly designated the 
peasants' parks. Comparatively few now remain. Great indeed 
must be the alteration in the general appearance of many parts 
of the County, caused by the disappearance of the heath, furze 
and natural state of wildness, as well as by the multiplication of 
hedgerows and trees and the present high state of cultivation. 
Well nigh gone, too, is the popular remembrance as to which 
particular lands were Common, and which old enclosures; those 
only know who have locally investigated the subject, by examin- 
ation of the Awards of the Enclosure Commissioners, the 
maps which accompanied them, or old title deeds. A century 
ago, in many cases, the tale was, no doubt, told at sight by the 
newly planted hedges dividing the common lands, which still 
retained the appearance of youth in contrast with those of the old 
enclosures ; now, these hedges are no longer distinguishable. But 
it is interesting to note that where, as is often the case, old enclos- 
ures and lands formerly Common are intermixed, the latter, in 
what are now suburban districts, may frequently be distinguished, 
as well by the greater regularity of the fence divisions as by cer- 
tain plants characteristic of Commons and the wilder districts, 
such as Erica cineria, Ulex Gallii and Serratula tinctoria, which 
still occasionally linger on the hedgebanks, as relics of by-gone 
days. Here and there, too, away from the wilder areas, and even 
close to the suburbs of our towns, a comer of a field may sometimes 
be observed where, fortunately for the Naturalist and the Antiquary, 
the soil is so poor that it has never been cultivated ; being left 
in its natural state, it has become a refuge for the indigenous 
vegetation of the ancient Common which bordered the town ; a 
valuable record has thus been preserved of a former state of 
things. Such instances are becoming increasingly rare, but we 
still have two or three quite near here.

208. DuDDERiDGE Family. — (IX.lxviii. 157). The original 
of this patronymic is seen in the Saxon Dudda, who gave his 
name to the ridge on which he settled, while the Norman intruder, 
into whose possession the estate came when the country was 
parcelled out among King William's followers, adopted or 
assumed, as was customary, the name of his holding as his 
surname. "De Dudderidge" therefore, indicates Norman 
ownership, since the use of the prefix *' de *' was a Norman 
fashion, and would hardly be used of a Saxon, especially con- 
sidering the Norman barons would not be likely, if they could 
help it, to allow a Saxon family to retain lands under them. 
The document, which names the first known member of this 
family in the reign of Henry III., is evidently a renewal of the 
grant of the manor from his ancestors to Thomas de Dudderigge. 
I may add that the Repington family, formerly of Repington, 
CO. Lincoln, and latterly of Amington, co. Warwick, traces a 
descent from the Conquest. For further information concerning 
the foregoing I woula refer ''Cross Crosslet" to Dr. Barber's 
British Surnames.

217. Confirmation Deed for Shaftesbury Abbbt. — 
The following document was printed in 181 8 by J. Agg, printer, 
Evesham, under the title of '' An Ancient Confirmation Deed, 
relating to Certain Lands formerly possessed by the Abbey of 
Shaftesbury, in the County of Dorset." As the pamphlet in 
which it appears is not generally accessible, and as the deed 
itself does not occur in Hutchins' History of Dorset, it has been 
thought advisable to reprint it in the pages of 5. 6* D. N 6* Q. 
We are indebted to Mr. E. A. Fry, 172, Edmund St., Birmingham, 
for the loan of the pamphlet in which it occurs. 

This deed is an exemplification given by Henry IV, 6th July, 
20th year of his reign (1442) and the 2nd year of Edith Bonham, 
abbess, at the request of the abbess and Convent of Shaftesbury, 
setting forth the tenor of Letters Patent of Edward III, dated 
2i8t April, 45th year of his reign as King of England, and 23rd 
as King of France, 1371, enrolled in Chancery, — which was an 
Inspeximus of various charters granted from time to time by Kings 
of England, his predecessors, and others, to the Abbess and 
Convent, — the original Inspeximus of Edward III having been 
lost, " pro eo quod literae predictse casualiter sunt amisss.'* 

The charters cited are of the following dates — 

(i). 2 Will. II, 1089 ; (2). 7 Dec. i Richard I, 1189 ; (3). 
4 May, 17 Henry III, 1233; (4). 19 March, 52 Henry III, 1267-8 ; 
(5). 5 March, 54 Henry III. 1269-70 ; (6). 7 March, 54 HenrvIII, 
1269-70; (7). «3 May, 7 John, 1205; (8). Charter of Richard, 
Earl of Cornwall, when Agnes was Abbess; (9) Charter of 
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William Langespee, also withoat date, the Abbess being Agnes 
Lungespee. 

Richard, Earl of Cornwall, 2nd son of King John, born 1 209, 
and elected King of the Romans 1256, died 1272. 

William Longespee the 2nd, who had accompanied Richard, 
Earl of Cornwall, to the Holy Land, 1 240-42, and was slain at 
Mansoara, in Egypt, Feb., 1250, — or his son, William Longespee 
the 3rd, — was the grantor of the last charter. 

Hutchins gives the name of the abbess at this time as Agnes 
de Ferrers or Ferare. She occurs in 1246 and 1267.

218. The St. Aldhblm Cslbbration, Shkrbornb, 
DoRSBT. (IX. Ixix, 164). — ^Attention was directed, at page 218 
of the present volume of S. 6f D. N, S» Q., to the unique event 
in the life of Sherborne recalled to mind by the occurrence of the 
1 200th anniversary of the foundation of the Episcopal See in 
A.D. 705. Since those words were written this event has re- 
ceived a worthy commemoration. The historic scenes, which 
Sherborne witnessed in years long past, have been reproduced 
with great splendour by a master of the dramatic art, on a site 
which itself was an inspiration both to the spectators and the 
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players, and but one verdict has fallen from every lip, that the 
presentation on the greensward stage was more than excellent, 
and far surpassed what the imagination had divined as possible. 

It will not be necessary here to give a detailed description 
of the various scenes, ranging from grave to gay, which followed 
one another without a flaw in the manipulation. Of these scenes 
our readers have already had the opportunity of possessing many 
word-pictures, and illustrative engravings in the Daily and Weekly 
Press. It will be better here to draw attention to some few 
features which struck the writer of these lines as he watched the 
play. 

First, it may be noted how the whole idea of the Pageant 
grew under the hands of Mr. Louis N. Parker, till it reached its 
perfect development. Only some 200 or 250 actors were 
originally thought of. By degrees the numbers mounted higher 
and higher. When the March Number of S, &* D,N, &» Q, was 
issued, 400 to 500 performers were contemplated. On the days 
of the display itself, no less than 800 were ready to play their 
parts. 

Next, the site on which the dramatic episodes were exhibited 
was one which brought back the stirring times of old with a 
strong emotion. The Genius Loci was awake to his opportunity, 
and the spell of his presence was cast on every heart. The 
ancient glories of Sherborne were recalled, and it needed not even 
the blast, blown upon the trumpets of the heralds, to summon 
" the buried ages " from the dead. 

It is a just occasion of astonishment that so excellent a result 
should have been achieved by a town and neighbourhood of the 
small dimensions of Sherborne and its few daughter villages 
around. The event has testified to the masterly skill of the 
author of the Pageant, and to the magnetic force with which he 
was able to impart his own enthusiasm to the players. All, with 
one accord, devoted themselves to assure the success of the dis- 
play, — and to those country folk who came from miles away, with 
great personal effort, for repeated practices and rehearsals, should 
be offered a special meed of praise. 

Nor should the chronicler forget to note that all the cos- 
tumes and stage furniture (with but few exceptions) were made 
by local hands. Even the rich silks the ladies wore were woven 
in the town. The armour was lent from a distance, and some 
few dresses procured elsewhere, but the bulk of the robes were 
both designed and made in the previous months of preparation 
by willing, skilful and unpaid hands. How excellently well this 
bold step succeeded, the bright yet harmonious colouring of the 
various scenes, in which nothing was out of place, has amply 
testified. 

The wide expanse of the Castle area, passing, unbroken, on 
either side into the actual stage, lent itself to the success of the 
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representation. The groups of actors could be seen advancing 
from a distance, as the moment for their approach arrived. This 
was particularly noticeable in the scene wherein the Danes are 
spied from afar, and their furious onset, through an opening in 
the ramparts, displayed the elements of reality. 

It is difficult to apportion praise to the several episodes, 
where all have excellences of their own. To the writer the ani- 
mated scene of domestic strife appealed as much as any, owing 
to the realism with which it was inspired, from the dwarf, who 
introduced it, to the stout butcher (a butcher in reality and not 
only in appearance) who played a leading part, both of whom 
admirably fulfilled their rdles. 

And, indeed, it is the realism of the whole play which has 
translated it from the artificial atmosphere of the common stage 
to a higher plane. The ruins are the actual ruins of the 
fortress where Sherborne men lived and fought and died. 
The St. Aldhelm is the actual teacher of the boys. The towns- 
men are represented by their successors, and Gallor, of 1437. is 
the worthy batcher of to-dav. The Bedesmen are still the Bedes- 
men of SS. John, and the boys are still the boys of Sherborne 
School. What more could be needed to awake that response of 
sympathy from the great assembly to the players, which would 
ensure success ? 

And yet there is one point more. Not far from the spot 
where Raleigh, so men say, first inhaled in England the fragrant 
weed, was presented the finest acting of the piece, where Sir 
Walter and his Lady, and the serving man, reproduce the legend- 
ary scene. 

But Pageants do not last for ever, and best friends must part. 
The great array of actors enters, bowing to the emblematic 
Sherborne and the daughter Sherbom over the sea, till the stage 
is filled, — enter with characteristic movement, yet without dis- 
order. The sight is brilliant, and replete with animation ; and 
when all have joined in singing ** Uod save the King," in a 
stream that seems almost endless they pass off the stage, and 
disappear behind the ruined walls. 

Aldhelm, the last to go, is wakened from his reverie, and led 
away by a little child. C. H. M.

STON, Dorset. Concluded. (IX. Ixx. 191.) — 

Immediately below and adjoining the brass of the rebuilder, 

is the splendid brass of his son Sir William de Echingham, his 

wife Johanna, and their son Sir 
Thomas de Echingham. The 
lady is in the centre between her 
husband and son, in long gown 
with dog at her feet, and semi- 
mitre reticulated head dress with 
cover-chief. The knights are clad 
in plate armour, almost exactly 
alike, of a description common at 
the period, the hair polled, and 
their feet rest on lions. Over 
them is a splendid canopy of 
three arches, with pinnacles rising 
at their intersections, on which 
were affixed shields. On the 
brass, — 

'* There were formerly nine shields, one on each of the four principal pinna- 
des, and one over the lady's head, and below the inscription fonr more. 
According to Hayley. on that over the lady, was i & 4. i4 lUm rampant,^ 
{FnzAJJLS)2 &■ y Frttiy of six,* (Maltravsxs). On the two outside ones 
Frrtty, for kchyngham, and on the other two Echyngham impaling FitMolan and 
Maltravers quarterly. The shields below were, i. Echyngham impaling A bend 
within a hordure engrailed, (Kntvst), 2. Echyngham impaling Two chiwonels and 
a canton or quarter, (probably for Criol) 3. Echyngham impaling On a bend thru 
horse shoes, (Shotxswbll) 4. Echyngham impaling quarterly, i & 4. Three cres- 
cents and a canton, (for Stopham, though not the coat assigned to that family 
in West Sussex] 2 & 3. Three birds, probably aquatic {shovellers) this coat has 
not been identified. Only the last shield remains, which is of white metal, and 
has been supposed to have replaced a former one. Of the upper ones there is 
left only the sinister half of that on the second pinnacle Fitzalan and Maltravers 
quarterly." {Slater.) 

Below the figures the inscription records ; —

Similarly to the memorial of the re-builder, — 
*' In the last century this stooe was taken np and replaced after the inter- 
ment there of a rector ot Echyngham named John Latham." 

The monument to Sir Thomas Echyngham, son of the fore- 
going, appears to have been a high tomb with brass effigy in the 
chancel, of which only the inscription now remains. Of its 
description we learn : — 






«• Against the south wall of the chancel, between the sedilia and the chancel 
door, was a monament which, when Hayley wrote in 1776, had fiUlen down. 
It was an altar tomb, and on the fragments there appears to have been a 
portraiture of an inlaid brass, and four escutcheons, all lost out, except one 
remaining, on which is quarterly i & 4, GuUs, a lion rampant, between six crosses- 
crosslet or 2 & 3, Azure, three leopards heads, Jessant fleurs-de-lis or, for De la Warr 
and Cemtelufe respectively, and a brass plate (still remaining) with the follow- 
ing inscription : —

Apparently his death ended the main descent of Echingham, 
but it is added : — 

•• Whether this Thomas was the last male descendant of Sir William (the 
re-founder) is not quite clear, but shortlv after his death we find Echingham and 
several other manors, which had been nis, in the possession of Sir Groddard 
Oxenbridge, who married one of his daughters." 

One other brass remains to the Echingham family, of small 
size, on the floor of the east end of the south aisle of the nave. 
These are the figures of two ladies standing and facing each 
other, that on the dexter side Elizabeth, (ob. 1452) eldest daugh- 
ter of Sir Thomas (ob. 1485) and Margaret Echingham, who was 
apparently the last male heir of the family, and whose demolished 
tomb was formerly in the chancel. D3ring so long before her 
father, she was most likely only a child, and a succeeding daugh- 
ter was also named Elizabeth. She is represented in long gown 
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ELIZABETH ECHYNGHAM, & AGNES OXENBRIGG 
ECHINGHAM CHURCH. 
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with cuffs and tippet of fur, her hair anbound falling to the 
shoulders, hands raised in prayer. Below is the inscription ; —

The other figure represents a lady of full age habited exactly 
similar to the younger, but her hair is twisted round her head.

** She was probably an aant of Sir Goddard Oxenbridge, whose grandfather 
was Robert." 

The arms of Ozenbridge are given as Gules^ a lion rampant 
argentt within a bordure, vert. Sir Godarde Ozenbridge, who was 
knighted 1509-10, differenced his arms, — i &4» Gules ^ a lion ram- 
pant double-queued argent ^ within a hordure vert escalophe or — 2 Gules^ 
crusily and a lion rampant or, (De la Warr ?) 3. Gules, a bend 
argent, /ret iy sable. 

A Sir Edward Echingham was knighted, '* at the battail of 
Branston Moore, otherwise called Flodden field,'' 9 Sep. 1513, — 
S Henry VIII. 

In addition to the brasses of the Echinghams, the remains 
of the heraldic painted glass in the windows, of date coeval with 
the re-builder, are of great interest ; much more existed when 
Hayley made his notes in 1776. Of these remaining, (1897) *^® 
Sable, fretty argent, repeated three times, evidently the original 
coat of Echingham, — 2. Etchingham as before, with label of thru 
points or. 3. Echingham as before, within a bordure argent, in chief 
a fleur-de-lis or. 4. Echingham as before, a»</ a r^iV/* ^/fx. This 
last shield seems to resolve the difficulty with regard to the 
Quartering occurring in the Rogers' series of shields, noted and 
described in his Diary by Richard Symonds, as observed by him 
in the windows of Blandford and Brianston churches in 1644 and 
repeated (without colours) on the bench ends at Barwick. 
Symonds describes the bearings exactly similar, the chief gules 
being for difference, and evidently brought in by fohn Rogers of 
Brianston, ob. 1442, who had married Anne presumably only 
daughter and coheir of Sir Thomas Echingham, ob. 1444, and 
sister to Sir Thomas his son, ob. 1482. She died about 1488. 
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But the carious circumstance connected with the arms of Eching- 
ham is this. — they are everywhere described as Azure^freity argent^ 
and these are the tinctures as described by Hayley, and quoted 
by Mr. Slater, as observed on all the shields that then existed, 
but it is found on the shields now remaining, as Sahle^ f^tty 
argent^ and this is confirmed by Symonds in his Diary ^ with the 
addition of the chief gules as also found at Echingham. The only 
possible reconcilement would be that the axure^ had turned tahle^ 
by age. 5. Sable a f ess ^ and a hordure argent. 6. Or^on a bend 
sable, three horse-shoes argent, (Shoyswell). 7. Gules, a fess ermine 
(Wallis). 8. Sable, a sun in its splendour or, (St. Clbre). 9. 
Azure, three crowns or, 10. Sable, a Sagittarius or, — 11. Gules, 
three bezants, — 12. Azure, a castle argent, (Oldcastle ?) 13. 
Argent, a castle t, — 14. Gules, a canton sinister or, (apparently 
shield reversed). 1 5 . Ermine, a cross engrailed gules, (Northwods). 
The interior of Etchingham church in 1857 is thus described 
by Mr. Slater.— 

" The church is particularly interesting not only for the beauty and boldness 
of its outline and proportions, and for its height which is unusually great in 
proportion to its length and breadth, and the completeness of the design, which 
IS all of one date. It consists of a chancel of somewhat unusual length, nave 
with two aisles, the east end of both being dedicated as chantries. The nave 
has a clerestory and the tower is a central one. The east window is of great 
beauty and nearly unique. The tower which terminates with a plain parapet, 
and low pyramidal roof, has the original copper vane on its apex, and pierced so 
as to display the arms of Echyngham, banner shaped, shield, and ornamented 
fringe at the top, a rare example of the fourteenth century. In the chancel the 
original stalls and the chancel screen remain, they are beautifully carved, and 
the floor also, is rich in encaustic tUes, exhibiting considerable variety of design ; 
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thev have been much disturbed, but fortunately the original design is preserved 
sumdently to ascertain distinctly what it was." 

It maj be added the church has since been considerably 
modernized. 

In reference to the family of Criol subsequently Keriel they 
flourished ** for some generations in great splendour '* in Kent. 
Their arms Or, two chevronels and a canton gules, were said to have 
been impaled by Echyngham, on one of the four shields below 
the brass with the three effigies of Sir William, his wife Johanna 
and son Sir Thomas, and probably relates to an early alliance of 
Echyngham with that family. Sir Nicholas Criol, according to 
the note to his will, dated September 1379, which was during the 
lifetime of the re- Founder, bequeathed twenty marks to Elizabeth 
Echyngham, probably the Founder's wife, as her name was 
Elizabeth, and appointed Sir William Echyngham, Robert 
Echyngham, his brother, and Thomas BrokhuU his executors. 
This Sir Nicholas Criol died 3 Richard XL, 1380, and his grand- 
son was William, ob. 1472, leaving two sons Thomas and John 
Keriel as the name was then written. Thomas, the eldest, 
eighteen years of age at his father's death, was of great military 
reputation both at home and abroad, and was known as the 
" brave Sir Thomas Kiriel," created K.G. by Henry IV., but never 
installed. His second wife — which brings us into Somerset — was 
Cicely daughter and co-heir of John Stourton, of Preston- 
Plucknett, and Brympton, in that county, and widow of John 
Hill (ob. 1434) of Spaxton, ob. 19 April, 1472. He was associated 
with Lord William Bonville, K.G. of Chuton, and had with him 
the exceedingly hazardous custody and protection of the helpless 
Henry VI., at the second battle of St. Albans, 18 Feb., 1460-1, 
where the Yorkists, of whom they were both adherents, suffered 
severe defeat, and the vindictive Queen Margaret, on leaving the 
next day, ordered them both to be beheaded forthwith. John 
Keriel, the brother, married Jane daughter of Roger Clitherow, 
who was the son of Richard Clitherow, and his wife a daughter 
of the •* martyred *' Sir John Oldcastle, the fourth husband of 
Joan, Lady of Cobham. They were of Ashe, Kent, and their 
daughter Jane, is buried in the church there, and a brass with her 
tfhgf and inscription still remains. She wears a full gown, wide 
sleeves, and an ornamental mitre-shaped head-dress ; the four 
escutcheons have disappeared. Below the tf^^y is the in- 
scription, —

Evidence of the connection of Stopham with Brianston, and 
subseauently to Etchingham, appears from the inscription re- 
corded by Hutchins as observed by him on the antient font then 
existing in the old church there, — ** Hie jacet cer, Radolphi 
D. . . Jiam " "as the chasm will admit no more letters we may 
venture to supply it Dt Scephamr 

The epitaph of the re- Founder, William de Echyngham, 
13S8, — may be compared for similarity with that to another 
Founder, John de Cobham, 1407, — in Cobham Church, Kent, 
and the same sentiment finds place in the inscription to Jane 
Keriell, in Ashe Church, Kent, of later date. In the French in- 
scription at the feet of the re-founder's brass the word previously 
quoted as sept^ should be read oept (eight) making the date 1388— 
not 1387. For continuation of the descent of Echyngham- Rogers 
of Brianston, see vol. viii. of this series, pages 290-337.

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22J. Club Spbar-Heads. — ^These seem to have completely 
died out, as far as any practical purpose is concerned. At one time 
they were carried at the top of long poles by the members of 
every village club in procession, on their Great day, which was 
generally about Whitsuntide. Under waving banners, wearing 
the sashes and emblems of their order, their hats decorated with 
many coloured ribbons, they marched to a special service in 
Church, to the inspiriting strains of a band which went before. 
This procession, shorn of its si>ears, still survives in many places, 
of which Chewton Mendip is one, where the remaining few of 
the old village club join with the larger numbers of the Ancient 
Order of Foresters in a day of merrymaking. 

I have also been informed that at Butleigh and a few other 
places the spear-heads on poles are still carried, but it would 
seem that the custom survives in very few spots, and most of these 
beautiful brass emblems are found only in cottages here and there, 
or have made their way to curiosity shops, whence they are 
searched out by collectors and carried off in triumph. 

Of late, however, the old fashion has been revived in East 
Harptree, and on Empire Day the club there was enriched by 
thirty-six spear-heads, which added considerably to the occasion 
from a spectacular point of view. These were presented by Mr. 
and Mrs. Kettlewell, of Harptree Court, and were made after the 
original simple design resembling a spear proper. Some trouble 
had to be expended in finding even one survivor, and at last that 
one was forthcoming from Wales, whither it had travelled in the 
possession of a native of the village. Of the Litton club there 
seem to be more survivals. These are very ornamental, and are 
in the form of a halberd oftheXVth century, and measure some 
1 2 inches in length and 7^ inches in breadth. One, we have 
lately seen in Chewton Mendip, bears the date 1805, which seems 
to dispose of the theory that all spear-heads belong to the 
Victorian era. Many have the names of their owners engraved 
upon the brass, and some display finely worked monograms. A 
number of these seem to have come from one Blinman of Bristol, 
but we have not at present been able to discover any firm of this 
name now in business. 

The use of these decorative emblems does not seem to have 
been peculiar to Somerset only, but the custom has apparently 
confined itself to the West. In Worcestershire they were certainly 
carried in the villages of Holt, Great and Little Witley, Shrawley 
and others we could name, up to 1871, at any rate. We also hear 
of them up to a few years ago at Long Burton in Dorset, where 
the " heads*' were shaped something like a fleur de lis. Every 
club of course possessed its own design, and the ** heads " were 
mounted on painted poles, as described by Barnes, the Dorsetshire 
poet, in one of his inimitable scenes of rural life. 
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'* Zoo off they stafted, two an' two» 
Wr painted poles an' knots o' blue 
An* girt silk flags, — I wish my box 
'D a-got em all in ce^pes an' frocks. 

An* then at church there wer sich lots 
O' hats a-hangen up wi' knots 
An' poles a-stood as thick as iver 
The rushes stood beside a river. 
« « « « « 

An' down along the road they done 
All sorts o' mad-cap things vor fun ; 
An' danc'd a-poken out their poles, 
An' pushen bwoys down into holes." 

Present inhabitants of the villages well remember all that is 
here described, and can relate how the poles were painted, and 
tied with a coloured ribbon, or tassel, under the spear head itself, 
which, as has been said, was of brass, very ornamental and beau- 
tifully wrought, — spears, maltese crosses, sickles, half moons, and 
clasped hands being only a very few of the shapes known. 

A rather curious one in the possession of Mrs. Kettlewell of 
East Harptree, portrays a man's head, apparently an Ecclesiastic. 
It is surmounted by a cross, and bears the letters B.S. 

We could describe many of those we have seen, all belonging, 
it would appear, to a former generation, and kept as mementoes 
of those who are gone, or as has been stated, forming part of 
individual collections. One such collection, of which we have 
been told, numbers between two and three hundred. Whether 
this large amount contains many duplicates we cannot tell. 

At present we have not been able to discover the origin of 
this interesting practice. From Dr. Brewer's Booh 0/ Phrase and 
Fable we learn, however, that spears had particular significations 
according to the way in which they were carried. Cairbar asks 
if Fingal comes in peace, to which Mor-annal replies : 

" In peace he comes not, king of Erin, 
I have seen his forward spear." 

If a stranger kept the point of his spear forward, when he 
entered a strange land, it was a declaration of war ; if he carried 
the spear on his shoulder, with the point behind him, it was a 
token of friendship. (Ossian : Temora, i.) 

Therefore we can see that in a society, formed for shewing 
kindness to one another, the spear-head might be chosen as the 
symbol of membership. 

To carry a staff or rod of some sort was always a sign of 
office. As '* Though he had both spear and wand they seemed 
rather marks of sovereignty than instruments of punishment." — 
Sir Philip Sidney. 
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Examples of this occur to as «t once from the king's ^eptre, 
which is a more ancient emblem of royalty than the crown itself, 
to the Beadle's rod, which struck terror into the breast of the 
unmly nrchin of former days. 

There is a hnmorous dissertation on the ''Staff" family in 
Steele's Ta//er of May 5th, 1 709. This treats of so many members, 
that we can but pick out a few, such as the '* White Staffs," " who 
were all courtiers " ; " Pike Staff," " who was so plain, that he 
became a proverb " ; '* Mop Staff," " who fell in love with one of 
his father's maids and used to help her clean the house" ; etc., 
etc. But there is no mention of any of the family bearing a spear- 
head, or taking part in processions, and so we feel, that if in 
existence then, they were hidden away in country districts and not 
well-known of men. 

As to why the custom should have fallen into disuse no exact 
reason seems to be forthcoming. Probably the younger gen- 
eration got imbued with the scoffing spirit which would fain do 
away with all '* childish shows " in a utilitarian age, which con- 
stantly raises the question of "To what purpose this waste?** 
and so kills much that once belonged to the ancient pageantry 
of former days.

228. St. Walburga. — Walpurgis Nacht, the night between 
April 30 and May i, is probably the survival of some heathen 
festival. Few persons who have read or seen Goethe's Faust, or 
heard Handel's or Mendelssohn's 'Walpurgis Nacht' music, 
realise that, by an incongruous association of ideas, the name 
given to the witches' frolics on the Brocken is derived from a 
Wessex saint, who was a nun under Abbess Tetta at St. Cuth- 
burga's nunnery at Wimbome. Walburga was the sister of 
Willibald and Wunebald, and, according to some writers, the 
daughter of Richard, an English king, who went on pilgrimage 
to Rome but died at Lucca where his tomb is shown, though 
some authorities doubt his existence. 

Walburga went to Grermany at the request of St. Boniface, 
who is said to have been her uncle. She became Abbess of 
Heidenheim in Bavaria^ and died there on February 25, 775, or 
778. She was buried in the Abbey Church at Heidenheim, but 
her body was removed to Eichstadt by Bishop Ottocar (to whom 
she appeared in a vision) and many miracles were worked at her 
tomb, from which exuded a mysterious oil which had medicinal 
properties and was a prophylactic against witchcraft. 
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Her proper day is February 25, but the translation of her 
body to Eichstadt took place, according to some writers, on 
May I. This coincidence of dates does not seem sufficient of 
itself to explain the association of her name with the witches, and 
the only other explanation I have met with is based on the un- 
satisfactory lucus a non lucendo theory. Walburga's oil, it is said, 
was a protection against witchcraft, therefore her name has been 
applied to the frolics of witches. Some correspondent of S.GfD. 
N.S^Q. may be able to supply a better explanation. 

It is stated in one of the lives of St. Walburga in the Ac/a 
SancioruM that in the reign of Henry VII. relics of herself and of 
her father, St. Richard (who must not, of course, be confounded 
with St. Richard of our Calendar, April 3), were brought to Can- 
terbury, and deposited in the Cathedral in the presence of the 
king, who came to receive them as claiming descent from St 
Richard. On the somewhat unlikely assumption that Henry VII's 
claim was well founded St. Walburga was a collateral ancestress 
of our present king.

231. The Bbttiscombe Skull : PiNNEY Family. (ILxv. 
m, Vin. Ixiii. 239, Ixiv. 256.) — T trust that the Editor will 
kindly allow me space for a concluding note on the above (to 
me) interesting subject, — which note a recent visit to England 
(and to within a few miles of the skull, too) has delayed rather 
than hastened. 

My best thanks are due to your correspondent. Dr. Vere 
Oliver, (who is well known out here for his elaborate work, in 
three large quarto volumes, on Antiguan family history) for the 
very interesting and valuable information he has given me at 
the last reference by means of copious extracts from wills and 
administrations. 

In my former paper I raised several queries — first, whether 
there must not have been two Azariah Pinneys, and that Azariah 
Pinney of Nevis could not have been the same Azariah Pinney 
who rebuilt the old Manor-house at Bettiscombe. (See 
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Hatchins's Dorset, vol : ii. p. 276) ; secondly, whether Azariah 
Pinney of Nevis, who was buried in London in 17 19, was the 
same as '' Azariah Pinney of Axminster," sentenced by Judge 
Jeffreys at Dorchester to be executed at Bridport in September, 
1685 ; and, thirdly, what authority had Miss Palgrave for stating 
in her book Under the Blue Flag^ or, the Monmouth Rebellion, that 
this latter Azariah Pinney had been respited and shipped to Nevis. 

Several of these doubts have now been dispelled by the 
extracts furnished by Dr. Oliver from the wills and administra- 
tions of the Pinney family, which have enabled me to re-arrange 
and amplify the skeleton pedigree I gave at p. 314. 

It now appears that there were two Azariah Pinney s — one, 
the Monmouth Rebellion convict, son of the nonconforming 
minister John Pinney of Bettiscombe, (who was succeeded in 
his living in the neighbouring parish of Broadwinsor by the 
famous Thomas Fuller), bom circa 1 661 at Bettiscombe or Broad- 
winsor, who was respited and shipped to Nevis, whence returning 
to London he was buried there in 1719 aged 58 ; the other, his 
nephew, Azariah Pinney of Bettiscombe, (who I take to be the 
son of his sole surviving and elder brother Nathaniel who mar- 
ried Naomi Gay) and died, — or rather his will was proved, — in 
1760. John, the eldest brother of Nathaniel, was born in 1654 
and died in 1679, if the memorial tablets in Bettiscombe Church 
alluded to in my former paper are correct. 

Azariah Pinney of Nevis, then, we may take it, was the 
founder of the family fortunes in the West Indies, and, having 
attained to some affluence and position in Nevis, probably pur- 
chased the estates which afterward bore his name,* and which 
were sold by the representative of the family and then owner of 
those estates to the Huggins family nearly a century ago, as Ihave 
already mentioned. 

That the respite from execution which enabled him to effect 
all this was not unlikely — notwithstanding the explicit orders 
given by Judge Jeffreys for his execution at Bridport — we know, 
when we consider how — contrary to popular belief, perhaps, — 
comparatively very few of those convicts actually suffered the 
death penalty. The remarks of Dr. Oliver on this subject are 
very interesting — (See his article on The Monmouth Rebels on 
p. 341 ofihe same volume of the *S". &* D. iV. <^ QS) \ and the 
West Indies — and especially Barbados^would seem 10 have bene^ 
fitted largely by these respites. Mr, Jerome Nipho^ or Nepho, 
would appear to have been one of tbe largest consignees of 
these unfo nun ales, and must have done very well for himself out 
of their disposal. Tlris Nipho, as we learn from a note to p, 391 
of Mr, Allan Fea's Ktng Monmouih (t90j)\va^ Secretary to Mary 

*WhM is now known st9 ^'P*ii#fyi" estate wa% \ am informed, fonnerty 
known as '' Skatlowik '" or ^^ChmUi^^ '*— the name, probably, of a fomm po** 
sessor ol the property. 
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of Modena, Queen Consort of James 11. , and it was through him, 
as we now learn, that Azariah Pinney escaped with his life. Dr. 
Oliver, therefore, confirms Miss Palgrave*s statement, so far, at 
all events, as that he was respited from execution and disposed 
of to Nipho. But, apparently, one George Penn, or Penne, 
seems to have secured the ransom of Azariah Pinney from Nipho 
for the sum of ;^65, and Dr. Oliver gives interesting particulars 
as to this, taken from the Gentleman's Magazine of 1851. The 
entry shewing this, taken from some old Pinney accounts, is very 
curious and will bear reproducing : 

"BristoU. Sep. 1685. 
" Mr. John Pinney is debitor to money p** Geo. Penne Esq. for 
** the ransome of my Bro* Aza, August 1685, £(>S''* 

Azariah had no brother named John then living, and surely 
it was only in September that he was tried and convicted at Dor- 
chester. 

As Dr. Oliver observes, this John Pinney can hardly be 
identical with the John Pinney or Penny in Dorchester gaol in 
Sept., 1685. This latter, — possibly a relation of Azariah s — and 
already alluded to by me (pp. 310, 313) was, we learn from Dr. 
Oliver (p. 344) also respited, put on board The Happy Retume at 
Wejononth and was sold on arrival at Barbados to Capt. George 
Perwight before the 8th of the following January. 

I wonder if there are any records of his future life or 
descendants in Barbados ; but I imagine that he had not the 
same opportunities allowed him of doing so well for himself as 
Azariah had in Nevis. The other John Pinney, who became bound 
for the ransom to Geo : Penne, may well have been a member of 
the family situated at Blackdown, as we find one of that name 
referred to in the will of Azariah Pinney of Bettiscom be, presently 
to be mentioned. 

This matter of the respite of Azariah Pinney is further 
alluded to in H. B. Irving*s recent Life of Judge Jeffreys (1898) p. 
307, where he mentions that " Mr. Prideaux was given to Jeffreys, 
•• as Azariah Primly (** Pinney ") was given to Mr. Nepho, and the 
" Taunton maids to the Queen's maids of honour, that is to say, 
*' as a prisoner, whose friends could ransom him by paying the 
** money to the person to whom he had been ** given." 

There is some doubt as to who this Mr. Geo. Penne was, who 
had interested himself in procuring Azariah Pinney's ransom, as 
he had in that of the ''Taunton Maids**; but it appears now

A recent contribution by Mr. Frank Penny ( ' > " itis 
of the S. S* A A" S* Q, (Uviii, 1 19) retcrTing to ; .isi 

in Yeovil Cbmch and to the coonection of " GjU»" raanc with 
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Broadwinsor, wherein he says that the name is spelt in different 
documents and books as, e.g., Penney, makes one think that 
this philanthropic gentleman may, perhaps, have been of some 
kith or kin to Azariah Pinney. 

Under all the circumstances it would scarcely appear likely 
that Azariah Pinney was actually shipped off to the West Indian 
Plantations as a slave, though to Nevis he certainly did go and 
remained for practically the rest of his life ; which would account 
for the prosperous business life to which he afterwards attained 
out there, whilst not altogether unmindful of his Dorset 
relatives. 

Dr. Oliver's extracts show that by his will made in 171 8 
Azariah Pinney of Nevis, described therein as a merchant, left a 
widow, Marv, and an only son, John, who was appointed sole 
executor. Substantial legacies were given to his grandson 
George William Pinney at 25, and to his granddaughter Sophia 
at 18, and a smaller one to his nephew Azariah Pinney of Bettis- 
combe. These two grandchildren were, of course, two of the 
three surviving children left by the testator's only son, John 
Pinney, whose monumental slab exists in Fig Tree Church, 
Nevis, mentioned by me in my former paper, and who is there 
described (in Latin) as having been born on 3rd May 1686 and 
died on nth Deer. 1720. The date of John's birth, as here 
recorded, gives rise to rather interesting considerations to which 
I have already alluded. Presumably Mary, the wife of Azariah 
Pinney, accompanied her husband to Nevis on his restoration to 
comparative freedom. Who was she ? 

Has not Dr. Oliver made some mistake in stating (p. 344) 
that both father and son (Azariah and John) died in London, — 
the former in 1720, and the latter in 1721 ? If the monumental 
inscriptions in Bettiscombe and Fig Tree Churches be accurate 
should not these dates be 17 19 and 1720 respectively ? Accord- 
ing to the monumental inscription in Fig Tree Church there 
appears to have been anoiher son of ibis John surviving him ; 
and from the will of lobn Finncy^s widow, Mary (n^e Helme) wc 
learn that this son was John Frederick Pinney, then described as 
her only son, and io whom she left everything ; her other 
children (the twolef^^aiees under their grandfathcr» Aaariah'a will) 
being evidently then dead. This will was proved id London by 
John Frederick Finn t\% only son and eiecutor, in i7JS- lohfi 
Pinney, the father, seems to have died before proving his ratMt's 
Azariah's will, or having made one himself, and eventtiallf 
administration to boll t estates was taken out by John Frederick 
Pinney (the grandson) in 1742, 

This John FrcLierick Pitiney was then the sole lineal 
descendant of Azanah Pitint-y af Nevis, and heir to all the West 
Indian property. Bdi he was also to become the heir 10 the 
English family property as well under the will (made to t75S)of hii 
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cousin Azariah Pinney (the second) of Bettiscombe, nephew of 
Azariah Pinney of Nevis, who, although he does not seem to have 
possessed any West Indian estates himself, was evidently a man 
of means and rebuilt the old house at Bettiscombe. He appears 
to have been married, for he expresses a desire in his will to be 
buried with his late wife in Wayford, but he does not appear to 
have left any issue. He left all his estates in strict entail to the 
above mentioned John Frederick Pinney, his cousin ; with 
remainder to John Pinney of Herwood, Thomcombe ; with 
remainder to John Pretor, son of Michael Pretor, deceased, on 
his taking the name and arms of Pinney. The will was proved 
by John Frederick Pinney in June 1760, then M.P. for Bridport. 
And so it was, as Dr. Oliver observes, that the younger branch 
of the family settled in Nevis eventually inherited the Bettiscombe 
property on the extinction of the heirs in the elder line. 

But this branch now, too, fails in direct issue, for according 
to Hutchins John Frederick Pinney died without issue in 1762 
and his estates descended to his nephew the above mentioned 
John Pretor, afterwards High Sheriff of Dorset (1764) — who took 
the name and arms of Pinney. This statement as to the failure 
of issue is borne out by the extract furnished by Dr. Oliver from 
the will of John Frederick Pinney (made in 1761) who is 
described as of Bettiscombe, and was apparently unmarried. 

He left all his estates in Nevis and in England to John 
Pretor, following the devise in his cousin Azariah's will, with 
additional remainders over. This will is proved in 1762 by 

John Pretor (Pinney). So that this John Pretor (Pinney) may 
e said to have succeeded to the family property under both wills. 
And here the Nevis blood also, notwithstanding the seven 
children of John Pinney (who died aged only 34), expired with 
his last surviving son John Frederick Pinney, for I take it that 
the Pretors (a Dorset name) were not connected through any 
Nevis member of the family. 

A John Pinney of Thomcombe was mentioned as one of the 
remainder men in Azariah Pinney's (of Bettiscombe) will. 
Probably he would be the one who succeeded John Pretor (then 
Pinney) in the Shrievalty of Dorset in 1765. Dr. Oliver asks 
which of these two John Pinneys went to Nevis in 1764 ? Why, 
surely, the one who had just inherited the Nevis estates and 
naturally would want to look after them. And so the history of 
the family ai unfolded by the P/an/ahon Bmhs on the estate in 
Nevis appears drawing to a close as the period connected with 
the history of the Bettiscombe skuH begins to dawn,

Apparently it was not long after the disposal of these estates 
to the Huggins family that the last of the Pinneys removed from 
Nevis, for I find, in looking over an old abstract of title which 
comprised these later dealings, traces of a desire to dispose of 
their remaining property and business in the island and to retire 
to the old country. This they eventually did. John Pinney 
who had married Jane (daughter of ?) died on 23rd June, 1818 ; 
and from the recital of a marriage settlement executed in 1801 
we learn that the name of John Frederick Pinney*s wife was 
Frances. Under the will of John Pinney, John Frederick 
Pinney, Charles Pinney and the widow Jane were appointed 
executors, and John Frederick Pinney also residuary legatee. 
What relation this Charles Pinney was to his co-executor does 
not appear, but they were engaged in business together. It is 
believed that having left the West Indies they retired to Bristol, 
and set up as merchants there. Miss Huggins indeed tells me 
that both John Frederick and Charles did so— first one and then 
the other — both in her father's lifetime. At all events the last 
document I can find in Nevis with which they are connected 
was in 1830, and which, apparently, disposed of the remaining 
Pinney lands to the Huggins family. In this document John 
Frederick is described as the eldest son and heir of John Pinney 
deceased. 

But it may interest your readers to hear that this Charles 
Pinney, who about this time was Mayor of Bristol, was the hero 
of a very interesting law case — I^ex v. Charles Pinney Esquire — 
an account of which is to be found in the third volume of 
Bamewall and Adolphuss Reports, p. 947. (1832) and which I 
came across quite accidentally. In this case Charles Pinney was 
charged on an information filed by H.M.'s Attorney General 
with neglect of duty in not having, as Mayor of Bristol, taken 
proper steps to suppress a riot in that city in October, 1831, 
during which the mob attacked and burnt the Bridewell, partly 
destroyed the Bishop's Palace, demolished the Custom House 
and burnt several other institutions and houses. The case was 
tried at bar in the King's Bench at Westminster by a special jury 
of the county of Berks. The trial began on isth October, 1832, 
and lasted seven days, and ended after an elaborate summing 
up by Littledale J. in the acquittal of the defendant. Eminent 
counsel were engaged on both sides. 

The case is further interesting from the fact that after a day 
or two Lord Tenterden C. J. was obliged to discontinue his 
attendance through illness under which he had for some time 
been labouring, and which in a few days terminated fatally. 
The trial proceeded before the other three judges, Littledale, 
Parke and Taunton, J J. 

This brings me down to modern history and to a time long 
after, I should say, the skull must have taken up its abode at 
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Bettiscombe, so that I will not attempt to trespass further upon 
private family history. But I should be glad if any later member 
of the Pinney family could say when the occupation of the old 
home at Bettiscombe was given up (I have said that for many 
years it has been let as a farm house) or when the skull is first 
known to have made its appearance there. There are Pinneys 
near by — at Blackdown — of which the present head is Edward 
Pinney, Esq , J. P. for the Western Division of Dorset. 

So far, then, no additional light has been thrown on the 
history of the skull, or by whom it was brought to Bettiscombe ; 
but I may mention a gruesome story told me by Miss Huggins 
which may fittingly be referred to in connection with the home 
legend. She told me that there was a tradition amongst the old 
people in Nevis that on an occasion which had arisen when 
certain papers and valuables had to be buried (which could not 
have been an uncommon occurrence in those days of sudden 
descents by the French upon the coasts) the man (of course a 
slave) who had assisted his master in this secret disposition was 
shot as soon as everything had been completed ! In answer to 
my inquiry as to some verification for this — I am afraid to say 
not uncommon legend in the West Indies — Miss Huggins told 
me that she had known it only as a tradition and that by this 
time all those who could have given the most likely information 
on the subject had passed away. 

I can hardly fancy a High Sheriff of the County of Dorset 
(for it might well be about the time of John Pinney's (Pretor) 
residence in Nevis) whose duty — it may be vicariously — is to see 
that executions are carried out in a legal and proper manner, 
himself taking the life of a fellow-creature — albeit a slave — 
under such brutal and cowardly circumstances as those suggested. 
No, let us rather believe that — if negro skull it be at the old 
house — it was that of the faithful ** Bettiscombe," who, as I have 
said before (p. 3x3), after many years of faithful servitude, had 
died at or before the time of the transfer of the Nevis estates to 
strangers, and whose master had then brought to his English 
home this "memento of his faithful follower" — to the very place 
indeed from which his trusty servant had taken his name. 

In concluding this, I fear, too lengthy paper, may I be 
allowed to give one more small yet pathetic incident which mav 
fittingly close all reference to Azariah Pinney, •* the Monmouth 
Reber* ? 

. In a letter in me following on my carher paper Miss Hug-gins 
told me thai she remembered when in her gramlfather'b* lime 
the workmen were taking down the old dining-room at Mont-

ravers (the old house of the Pinneys) which was falling into 
decay,— the building being mostly of wood, that a board from the 
ceiled partition under one of the windows fell out, and out came 
a soldier's coat with the buttons all scattered on the floor! 
Wonder and amazement were expressed by all that the coat had 
been built up in that way, but the matter has always remained a 
mystery. An inquiry from me could elicit nothing more than 
that '*it was certainly a soldier's red coat," and that Miss 
Huggins believed that the buttons were of silver or brass, but 
much blackened or tarnished; nothing of either has been 
retained. 

The question naturally arises, whose coat could this have 
been ? 

The answer as naturally suggests that it was Azariah Pinne/s 
(the Monmouth Rebel) uniform which he wore at Sedgmoor— (it 
is very unlikely that he Was actually captured in the fight) and 
which was either taken out with him, then to some extent a free 
man, to Nevis, or more probably perhaps, which had been sent 
out to him there when times had become less troublous. Other- 
wise, what was the occasion for hiding it ? This would hardly 
have been the case had it formed the uniform of a local defence 
force, raised to meet the Frenchman when he came prowling 
round those coasts, what time Nelson came courting his widow- 
bride in Nevis in H.M.S. Boreas. 

It is a pity that not even one of the buttons has been 
preserved so as to show whether there remained upon it ought of 
the Duke's cypher or other badge by which its identity could 
have been established. Yet it is not a very wide conjecture to 
imagine that this faded old coat with tarnished buttons was all 
that was left as a memorial of the youthful ardour and zealous 
faith of this follower of the '' Protestant Duke," put away and, it 
may be, forgotten when Azariah Pinney came home to die 
during that century-and-a-half, until it came upon the astonished 
gaze of those from whom all knowledge of the history of the 
exile had long since passed away. 

Whether I have been as successful in tracing the history of 
the Bettiscombe Skull as I have been lengthy in suggesting its 
connection with a period of English history most interesting to 
Dorset and Somerset folk, I must leave to your readers to judge ; 
but I am very much afraid that their patience as well as my 
subject has at length been exhausted.

The following note is added at page zi. of the Preface of 
Part iv. 

C. Adam and Eve. This charming old song is a favourite 
with the peasantry throughout England, and is sung in Yorkshire 
and in Sussex, in Gloucester and the Midlands, to the same 
melody. Taken down by Mr. Sheppard from John Rickards, 
Lamerton. The words are printed in Bell's "Songs of the 
English Peasantry," page 231. He says "We have had con- 
siderable trouble in procuring a copy of the old song, which used, 
in former days, to be very popular with aged people resident in 
the North of England. It has been long out of print, and 
handed down traditionally. By the kindness, however, of Mr. S. 
Swindells, printer, Manchester, we have been favoured with an 
ancient printed copy." In the original the song consists of ten 
verses. The earliest copy of it I know is in " The Lady's Even- 
ing Book of Pleasure " printed in Cow Lane, London, about 1740. 
It will be found in a collection of early Garlands and Ballad 
Books in the British Museum, made by Mr. J. Bell about 1812, 
and called by him ** The Eleemosynary Emporium." 

233. Hull Family. (VIII. Ixii. 218, IX. Ixix. 175, \xx. 
203). — Wkstofer Family. The parish registers of Colyton, 
Co. Devon, are signed '* Guili Hull Vicar " from 161 1 to 1625, 
inclusive. 

The follo¥ring entries taken from the said registers I imagine 
must relate to him : — 

1603. Mr. Wm. Hull of Collyton, Schoolmaister, was married to 
Jane Sampson daughter to Gregorie Sampson, Decem- 
ber 5th. 

1606. Jane Hull, wife of Mr. Wm. Hull of Collyton, buried 
March 25th. 

1627. Mr. William Hull, Vicar, was buried the first dale of June. 

(He was possibly master of the Grammar School of Colyton, 
before he was appointed Vicar.) 

1570. Gregorie Sampson of Colyton, son of Nycholas Sampson 
of Hawkechurche, was wedded unto Alice Loflande of 
Colyton the thyrd'daye of Julye. 
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1578. Jane Sampson, the daughter of Gregorye Sampson of 
Collyton, was christened the xxvi^daje of October. 

1574. Marye Sampson, the daaghter of Gregorye Sampson of 
Colyton was christened the zzviii of March. 

1591. George Macey, clerke, the sonne of John Macey of Lergs- 
hayne, was married to Marye Sampson, daughter of 
Gregory Sampson of Cooliton, the xxii of November. 

(The registers are signed "George Macey minister" for 
1589-90-91 ; Henry Hill, M.A., was the Vicar.) 

1623. Gregorie Sampson, the elder, was bnried the third daie of 
Aprill. 

1623. Alice Sampson, widdowe, bnried the zzi^ Aprill. 

The arms of Sampson, as they appear on seven tablets in 
Colyton Church, are : Azure, a cross moline argent. 

Mr. Rufus King refers to John Eedes, the predecessor of 
Wm. Hull. John Eedes was instituted to the Vicarage of Coly- 
ton, October, 1608 ; he resigned for Clyst St. Lawrence, Devon, 
ianuary, 1611, and was instituted rector of Honiton, Devon, 
iay, 1 6 14. 

The following is the copy of an entry in the parish registers 

of Colyton Church : — 

1609. John Eedes, clerke, vycar of Colyton, was married to 
Frances Westofer, the daughter of William Westofer 
gent, deceased, the xxii daye of October. 

According to Pole, the mother of Frances Westofer was 
Margaret Kirkham, daughter and heiress of James Eirkham of 
Feniton and Paignton, co. Devon, and the heir general of 
Malherb and Ferrers of Feniton. Pole says, page 517, ** William 
Malherb held Fenyton in King Henry II. time, the name con- 
tinued until King Henry VII. time, the heire general), by Ferrers, 
is Margaret, daughter of James Kirkham, married unto William 
Westofer" ; and again, on page 279, he says, "The heire generall 
of Kirkham is Margaret, daughter of James Kirkham : shee was 
wief of William Westofer, and 2^ of Edmond Argenton." 

William and Margaret Westofer had a son, William, bom 
1580, died 1 6 14, who married Elizabeth Ellacott, daughter of 
John Ellacott of Exeter, and his wife Margaret, daughter of 
Nicholas Martyn of Exeter. William and Elizabeth Westofer had 
an only daughter and heiress, Margaiet, who married William 
Drake, second son of John Dr.ike of Ashe, co. Devon. 

On the south wall of the Sancluarr of Colylon Chorcb Is a 
handsome Corinthian monument with shields of arms : —

237. PuRBECK QuARRYMEN.— The following extract from 
a Report dated i6th March, 1749, by " Mr. Preston the Mason " 
at Ramsgate Harbour, may be of some interest, dealing, as it 
does, with the Island of Purbeck and the quarrymen. 

" The propriety or estate of the island (Purbeck) belongs to 
*' a clergyman and Mr. Serrel and others, but all men who have

'* chants and must be also Freemen. The names of the 
** Merchants are Timothy Chenchin, Howard Serrel, William

" Harding, John Marsh, and Malhew Benvil, and these are ihe 
" Fcrtons most proper to treat or make contract with/'

239. PoRTUS DE Radbclive (VI. xliv. 73, xlviii. 195, VII. 
Hi. 79.)— 

In the Wells Manor Rolls, 1478-9, in the i8th and 19th 
years of Edward IV, under the head of Rtparaciones there are these 
entries, '* Et in VII M di petris tegulis emptis pro reparacione 
domorum Manerii ibm precium m* ii* vi**- — xviij*- ix**'* 

** Et in carriagio eorundem a Radcltffe usque ad Welles per v 
plaustra pro plaustro ij*- — x®" 

This is another link in the chain of evidence showing that 
Portus de Radeclive was used in the 15th century as the landing 
place on the Axe for goods brought by water from Bristol, or 
elsewhere, to be conveyed to places as far distant as Wells. 
There was another landing place at ** Rokysmyll," which we 
know to-day as Rooksbridge, for when a Millstone for the Mill 
called ** Owtemyll " was bought at the price of xvi*- viij**- an entry 
is found ; — ** Et in cariagio ejusdem a Rokysmyll usque ad 
Welles ij»"

240. A Somersetshire Vicar Examined. — ** Sir Thomas 
Dyer, Knight, having sent up Sir William Orvan, vikar of Weston 
besydes Bridgewater, with such rolles of armes as were found in 
his house, the same was examyned, and for that he denyed the 
having of any boke of prophesie and declared himself to be bent 
to the setting forth of the King's Majeste's supremacye, he was 
with a good lesson dismissed." From '' Acts of the Privy Council 
1547 — 1550. Appendix p. 458, ixj Marcii, 1546-47." 

This Vicar's name is not found in Somerset Incumbents^ as a 
vicar of Weston Zoyland ; but reference is made, we conclude, 
to that parish.

241. Lead From Glastonbury Abbey. — At Grenewich, 
Munday, the xiiij of April, 1550. ** Letters to the Chauncellour 
of thaugmentacions for xx fodder of leade to be had out of the 
late Monastery of Glastenbury in the County of Somerset to Sir 
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Hugh Paulet Knight, to be by him employed about his Majestes 
Castell of Jersy.*' Acts of Privy Council^ p. 429. 

This would be the famous castle in that island of Mont 
Orgeuil. James Colbman. 

242. Standerwick Family. — ^John de Standerwyk of 
Westminster died in 1345 having held the position of King's 
Sergeant and other offices, and having been entitled to 
maintenance by the Prior and Convent of Montacute, Co. 
Somerset. 

Contemporary with him was William de Standerwyk who 
was King's Armourer, and married without permission the widow 
of Matham, one of the King's chief tenants, who apparently 
lived somewhere in Surrey. A William de Standerwyk, probably 
the same, was a collector of subsidies for the Crown, and left, as 
executors, his son and Robert de Westbury, — a very significant 
fact considering the proximity of the places Standerwick and 
Westbury. 

Both John and William suflfered from burglary, the former 
at Westminster, the latter apparently in Surrey, probably South- 
wark. 

Can any of your readers tell me the relationship between 
these two, and anything about their ancestry or posterity ?

243. Wallis — Peter (IX. Ixx. 221). — There was a Robert 
Wallis who owned property in Blandford, and whose wife Alice 
was buried there in June, 1625. The following year he married 
a wife named Jane, by whom he left at his death (before 1636) 
two children.

244. Hyde Abbey. — A representative committee has been 
formed, under the chairmanship of the Mayor of Winchester, and 
includes the Corporation of Winchester, the Lord Lieutenant of 
the County of Hants (the Marquis of Winchester), Mr. W. H. 
St. John Hope (Society of Antiquaries of London), Sir C. Purdon 
Clarke, the Right Hon. G. Shaw Lefevre, Mr. Frederic Harrison, 
Mr. W. W. Portal, the Bishop of Winchester, the Dean of 
Winchester, the Headmaster of Winchester College, the Hon. 
Canon Brodrick (Master of St Crossj, Mr. Warwick Draper, and 
Mr. A. E. Unna, with the object ot excavating, preserving, and 
enclosing the remains of the ancient abbey of Hyde, the burial- 
place of King Alfred, his wife Queen Elswitha. and his son King 
Edward the Elder. The remains of the abbey are within a short 
distance of the spot where the fine statue of King Alfred, by Mr. 
Hamo Thomycroft, R.A., was erected in 1901 to commemorate 
the 1, 000th anniversary of his death; but up to the present time 
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no proper care has been taken for their preservation. King 
Alfred died in 901, and his body was placed in the Old Minster, 
but was subsequently removed to the New Minster, which was 
built shortly after his death. The bodies of the King,, his wife, 
and son were eventually transferred to Hyde Abbey outside the 
wall of the city, on its completion in mo, and finally buried 
there. The present condition of the site is as follows : — At the 
east end, where the apse of the church stood, the ground is to a 
great extent undisturbed, and large portions of the foundations 
remain. On the south side of the nave stand several cottages. 
To the west, outside the area of the church, there remain a per- 
pendicular gateway and some portions of the walls. Subscriptions 
may be sent to the hon. treasurer, Mr. Alfred Bowker, Lankhills, 
Winchester, or may be paid to the account of the Hyde Abbey 
Remains Preservation Fund at the Union and Smiths Bank, 
Winchester and London. A reprint of the introduction to the 
** Liber Monasterii de Hyda," which gives the history of the 
abbey together with plans of the site, can be procured from the 
hon. secretary to the movement, Mr. Thomas Holt, from whom 
further particulars may also be obtained. {Times, 17th July, 
1905.) 

245. Barrington Court, Somerset. — Mr. H. W. Under- 
down, F.S.A., sends in the following clipping from the G/o^ of 
July 28th, 1905. 

** Barrington Court, which the National Trust is anxious to 
preserve, is a beautiful Tudor mansion well known among lovers 
of good architecture as one of the finest houses in Somerset. 
The many twisted chimneys and the twisted finials which sur- 
mount the gables form a distinctive feature of the building. As 
a house in which the Duke of Monmouth stayed during his tour 
in the West in 1680 it forms a connecting link, as the Secretary 
of the Trust points out, with some of the more stirring events of 
English history. Barrington Court has fallen on evil days. 
About eighty years ago half of the house was almost completely 
destroyed, and that portion of it is now but little more than a 
shell of great beauty, while the remainder is occupied as a farm- 
house. The great hall is used as a cider store, wainscotting has 
been ruthlessly removed, and there have even been recent sug- 
gestions of moving the whole structure across England and 
re-erecting it in a strange county." 

The Dai/y News of July 27th, states in addition to the fore- 
going paragraph that— 

"The house is about to pass into the hands of one wlio is 
willing to sell it, with 120 acres of bnd, to the Nalional Tmsl 
fo r j^O iSQo* snd it js very dt'sirable that it should be owned by 
Towards the purcJuajie price and nece$safy repairs 
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(;^i 1,500) an anonTmous donor has promised ;^ 10,000 on certain 
terms with which the Trust has no diflficulty in complying. 
Owing to this offer it will not be necessary to ask the general 
public to subscribe more than the balance of /'i, 500. For this 
sum the Council, therefore, appeals." 

246. Rev. William Blaxton of New England. — An 
enquiry has reached us from America, relating to the identifica- 
tion of Rev. William Blaxton, who was found in possession of the 
peninsula, which is now the city of Boston, when a body of 
settlers arrived from Dorsetshire in the first half of the 17th 
century. The idea of our correspondent, Mr. Edward E. Hale, 
of Roxbury, Mass., is that he was connected with the Rev. John 
Blaxton, Vicar of Osmington, Dorset, 1621. This is not improb- 
able, but some evidence is desired. William Blaxton said he 
had been driven out of [Old] England by the Lord Bishop. It 
is amusing to note that a few years later he was driven out of 
New England by the ** Lord's Brethren."

247. St. Nicholas' Chapel, Fromb Church. (IX. Ixix, 
156, Ixx. 202). — Papal Letters, V, 488 (1904) : Kal. March, 1402 ; 
Licence, at the recent petition of the parishioners of Frome in 
the diocese of Wells — containing that within the said parish, 
which is very wide, there are many merchants who often, for 
their business, transfer themselves to other parts, and are thereby 
often hindered from hearing mass, according to their wish, in the 
parish church— for the said parishioners to have mass celebrated 
daily, whenever opportune and expedient, at the altar of St. 
Nicholas in the said church by a stipendiary or other priest, and 
for one of the greater bells to be sounded to convoke the people 
thereto ; saving otherwise the right of the parish church, and 
with mandate to the rector or vicar not to hinder or molest such 
priest. Pits desideriis. 

This permission to celebrate mass seems to be the first step 
which led to the foundation of the Chantry of St. Nicholas as 
given in the references noted above.

248. " The Mayflower " at Weymouth. — ^The late Mr. 
H. J. Moule, in the Preface, p. viii, to his Catalogue of the 
Charters^ S*c., of the Borough of Weymouth and Melcomhe Regis, 
states The Mayflower has been here ; this statement was grounded 
on the fact that a ship, called The Mayflower, was mentioned in a 
plea of debt, in the Borough Court, dated in 16 10, (set out in the 
Catalogue, class VI, 70, p. 166). This was a claim for wages, &c., 
by the Master of the Ship Mayflower, in respect of a voyage from 
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Plymouth to Middleburg. Although proceedings were taken 
locally, yet» so far as appears by the Abstract of the plea, there is 
nothing to shew that Tne Mayflower was at Weymouth. In any 
case, it is very doubtful whether the vessel referred to was 
actually The Mayflower of the Pilgrim Fathers ; for that ship did 
not sail for the Far West until 10 years after the date of the plea, 
viz., on sth August, 1620. (Dr. Brown's Pilgrim Fathers of New 
England, 1895, p. 198).

249. Smuggling Affray at Melcombe Regis, A.D. 
1827. — It seems strange to us, now, that the following incident 
should have occurred in a fashionable part of Melcombe Regis, 
less than 80 years ago. By an official notice in the Dorset County 
Chronicle and Somerset Gazette, of 20th September, 1827, it ap- 
pears that early in the morning of the 2nd September, then 
instant, a large party of smugglers assembled on the Esplanade 
near Brunswick Terrace, for the purpose of landing foreign 
spirits from a boat near the shore. On the Preventive Service 
Boatman, (who saw the assembly of smugglers), firing his pistol 
as a signal to the other Customs' Officers, the smugglers violently 
assaulted him, knocking him down and beating him, and took 
away his pistols and cutlass. The boat was thereupon seized by 
the Customs' Officers. The Commissioners of Customs oflfered a 
reward of ;^ 100 for the discovery of any of the offenders. Port- 
land, Weymouth and the adjacent villages had a good hand in 
smuggling in by-gone days.

250. Milton in America. —The preacher at Milton Abbey, 
Dorset, on Sunday was the Rev. T. I. Reese, M.A., B.D., rector 
of Milton, U.S.A. The town of Milton in the commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, which adjoins that section of Boston called Dor- 
chester, was named after the old town of Milton Abbey, in 
England. Last year Mr. Reese wrote that a new Mission-church 
was being erected in his parish, and asked that a stone from the 
Abbey Church of Milton might be sent to him in order that it 
might be built into the font of the new church. Such a stone, 
he said, would ** speak to my people of the other Milton across 
the sea, and be a testimony to our common faith and a bond 
between the two towns of Milton and the two branches of the 
same Church, making more real the unity of the Anglican com- 
munion." Some stones to form a font-bowl was sent in response 
to this interesting request, and another stone (a Norman frag- 
ment) was forwarded for the parish church. The first inhabit- 
ants of Milton, in America, were descendants of the Puritans, and 
founders of the Massachusetts Bay Colony. The town was given 
its name in 1662, by John Tucker, a settler in the new country. 
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bat a native ofWejrmouth, Dorset. It was incoq)orated in the 
same year, and the coat of arms on its corporate seal is as 
follows : — Crest, the west front of the Abbey Church of Milton. 
Arms, two men disembarking from an English vessel and land- 
ing on the shores of America. Motto, " Deus nobis haec otia 
fecit." The shield is supported on the one side by a ship cross- 
ing the Atlantic and on the other side by a number of instru- 
ments of agriculture. {Guardian, 23rd August, 1905.) 

251. The Brent Knoll Chalice. — ^The Standard states 
that there has just been restored to St. Michael's Church at Brent 
Knoll, Somerset, a Communion chalice which was won as a price 
at some sports at Cardiff in 1882 by Mr. George A. Parfitt, mar- 
ket manager to the Newport Corporation. Upon examination 
by Prebendary Gilbert Smith, vicar of Brent Knoll, the chalice 
was found to bear the following inscription :— "This Communion 
plate was purchased with the sum of 20/., being (? a legacy) for 
that purpose by the late incumbent, William Clements, M.A." 
On the other side was: "a.d. 1800, St. Michael's, South Brent, 
(? Somer)set. Charles (? John)son, vicar." Writing to Mi*. Parfitt, 
the vicar stated that he thought the inscription had been pur- 
posely erased before the cup came into his hands. He had an 
impression that the Communion service had been stolen ; as a 
matter of fact, it was sold to a firm of silversmiths at Frome. It 
was discovered that a fiagon which originally formed part of the 
service had been presented to a Frome solicitor by his fellow- 
townsmen, and had the same inscription as the chalice, in the 
same illegible state, as it had been filled up with silver solder by 
the silversmith to whom it was sold. Both the fiagon and the 
chalice have now been returned to the church. {Guardian, 23rd 
August, 1905.)

253. LiNNARD.— ••Lmiiari, sb. Obsol. Som. The last to 
finish a meal ; see below. 

The man who finished his meal last when out in the field 
was called the Minnard,* and had to tie up the remnants and 
clear away the provisions. ** Thee beest linnard." (W.F.R.) 
English Dialect Dictionary.*' 

Somewhat to my surprise I see from the above extract from 
E,D,D, that I am the only authority quoted for this word. 
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I have heard it at Worle, Kewstoke and Hutton, from the 
lips of yeomen — all now approaching the three score years and 
ten — and all tell me that it was in common use when they were 
boys. ** I've not heard the word since I was a lad, and used to 
go out along with my father's men in the hay-field," said one in 
reply to my enquiries. Curiously enough I have never found 
any man of the labouring class who knew the word. 

Something of opprobrium appears to have attached to the 
•linnard': one of my informants remembered the rhyme by which 
he was greeted. 

** Lord a mussy — to be shoar, 
How much a linnard ool devour." 

The word is, I think, a genuine one. I find in Strattman, 
0£. Diet. *• linnen, A. Sax. linnan,... lin, cessareJ* I take it there- 
fore that the linnard = the laggard, the lag-last. 

W. Browne (a Devonshire man) has in his Pastorals (Bk. II. 
Song 3. Vol. IL, p. 88. Ed. 1772). 

** And never lin till homeward she escape : " 

and Drayton, Nymphidia (p. 14 Lee Priory Press, 18 14)

But I will thorough thick and thin 
Until at length I bring her in."

254. Catch-poll. — I find that in by-gone times the "third 
man," i.e., the man who mowed or reaped the third swathe of 
grass or corn, was always addressed as " Catch-poll," and to him 
was assigned the duty of fetching from the farm-house the men's 
supplies of cider. 

With the coming of the mowing and reaping machines the 
custom has, of course, died out, and is now only remembered by 
old men as a thing of the vanished past. 

This use of ** Catch-poll" is not given in EMJ).^ but seems 
to have been general in this part of Somerset — an old man from 
Meare recognizing it equally with men born and bred in this 
parish. The reason of the name is not apparent to me. Can any 
correspondent of S. S» D, N. S» Q, snpplj the clue ?

know to-day as Rooksbridge, for when a Millstone for the Mill 
called *• Owtemyll '* was bought at the price of xvi*- viij<*- an entry 
is found ; — ** Et in cariagio ejusdem a Rokysmyll usque ad 
Welles ij»"

245. Barrington Court, Somerset. — Mr. H. W. Under- 
down, F.S.A., sends in the following clipping from the G/o^ of 
July 28th, 1905. 

** Barrington Court, which the National Trust is anxious to 
preserve, is a beautiful Tudor mansion well known among lovers 
of good architecture as one of the finest houses in Somerset. 
The many twisted chimneys and the twisted finials which sur- 
mount the gables form a distinctive feature of the building. As 
a house in which the Duke of Monmouth staved during his tour 
in the West in 1680 it forms a connecting link, as the Secretary 
of the Trust points out, with some of the more stirring events of 
English history. Barrington Court has fallen on evil days. 
About eighty years ago half of the house was almost completely 
destroyed, and that portion of it is now but little more than a 
shell of great beauty, while the remainder is occupied as a farm- 
house. The great hall is used as a cider store, wainscotting has 
been ruthlessly removed, and there have even been recent sug- 
gestions of moving the whole structure across England and 
re-erecting it in a strange county.'* 

The Dai/y News of July 27th, states in addition to the fore- 
going paragraph that— 

''The house is about to pass into the hands of one who is 
willing to sell it, with 220 acres of land, to the National Trust 
for ;^ 1 0,500, and it is very desirable that it should be owned by 
such a body. Towards the purchase price and necessary repairs 
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{£1 1,500) an anonymoiis donor has promised jf 10,000 on certain 
terms with which the Trust has no difficoltj in complying. 
Owing to this offer it will not be necessary to ask the general 
public to subscribe more than the balance of ;^i,5oo. For this 
sum the Council, therefore, appeals." 

— An 
enquiry has reached us from America, relating to the identifica- 
tion of Rev. William Blaxton, who was found in possession of the 
peninsula, which is now the city of Boston, when a body of 
settlers arrived from Dorsetshire in the first half of the 17th 
century. The idea of our correspondent, Mr. Edward E. Hale, 
of Roxbury, Mass., is that he was connected with the Rev. John 
Blaxton, Vicar of Osmington, Dorset, 1 62 1 . This is not improb- 
able, but some evidence is desired. William Blaxton said he 
had been driven out of [Old] England by the Lord Bishop. It 
is amusing to note that a few years later he was driven out of 
New England by the «* Lord's Brethren."

247. St. Nicholas' Chapel, Fromb Church. (IX. Ixix, 
156, Ixx.

Licence, at the recent petition of the parishioners of Frome in 
the diocese of Wells — containing that within the said parish, 
which is very wide, there are many merchants who often, for 
their business, transfer themselves to other parts, and are thereby 
often hindered from hearing mass, according to their wish, in the 
parish church— for the said parishioners to have mass celebrated 
daily, whenever opportune and expedient, at the altar of St. 
Nicholas in the said church by a stipendiary or other priest, and 
for one of the greater bells to be sounded to convoke the people 
thereto ; saving otherwise the right of the parish church, and 
with mandate to the rector or vicar not to hinder or molest such 
priest.

This permission to celebrate mass seems to be the first step 
which led to the foundation of the Chantry of St. Nicholas as 
given in the references noted above.

248. " The Mayflower " at Weymouth.— The late Mr. 
H. J. Moule, in the Preface, p. viii, to his Catalogue of the 
Charters, S^., of the Borough of Weymouth and Melcomhe Regis, 
states The Mayflower has been here ; this statement was grounded 
on the fact that a ship, called The Mayflower, was mentioned in a 
plea of debt, in the Borough Court, dated in 16 10, (set out in the 
Catalogue, class VI, 70, p. 166). This was a claim for wages, &c., 
by the Master of the Ship Mayflower, in respect of a voyage from 
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This Charter was produced in the proceedings arising out of 
the lengthy disputes between Weymouth and Melcombe Regit, 
femp, Eliz. At the foot of a copy, among the archives of the 
Weymouth Town Council, of an Order of the Court of Ex- 
chequer, dated 15 November, 1582, the following memorandum 
appears : it throws some light on the ancient grants of Wyke, 
Portland, Elwell and Weymouth. 

" M^ that uppon pusinge suche writinges as theie," {i'm the 
inhabitants of Weymouth) "had brought from Winchester,(which 
wer3,vz. one from the Kinge for grauntinge Wyke Porteland 
Elwell and Weymouthe to the Prior of St. Swithence; one beinge 
(as I maye saye), a significavit to the Pope from the Kinge of the 
same graunts unto the sayed prior, & one recitinge the boundes 
of Wyke, (vz. from the west Sea to Saggelor, from Sagglor to 
Mulediche, from Mulediche to Golcrofte, from Golcrofte to 
blackestone, from blackstone to Sorediche, from Sorediche to 
Lodmoore, & from Lodmore to the East Sea), mj L. Treasurer 
sayed, '* Waymouth is in deede an anncient towne belonginge to 
the Crowne and so is Melcombe also, for it is called Melcombe 
reg*- But in pusinge of all your evidences, I coulde never yet 
see ho we it came againe from the prior of St. Swythence unto the 
Kinge.'*

257. WiTHAM FrIART BoUNDARIRS AND PlACI NaMIS. 

(IX. Ixvii. 71, Ixviii. 143.) — 

May I be allowed to supplement my previous note ? 

The description of the property as given in Henry the 
Second's Charter of Foundation should be carefully compared 
with that in the Inquisition of 44 Henrv III. (1159-60), printed 
in the Monasticon. vol. vi, pt. i, cap. ii. (Cf. Som, Cartk,^ p. 85), 
as the spelling of some of the place-names in the later document 
is of considerable assistance in tracing their origin. 

I have carefully compared the passage of the Inquisition set- 
ting out the metes and bounds of the Witham Estate, as printai 
in the Monasticon^ with the original Roll in the British Museum 
{HarL Roll, N. 23), which is in excellent preservation, and the 
following remarks suggest themselves. 

The description commences thus — ** a parco a parte orien- 
tali a " {sic in original) '* fossato ejusdem parci usque ad Hacke- 
stock. .*' This, it will be observed, differs from the Charter of 
Foundation, but the difference seems unimportant, and it appa- 
rently due to the describers beginning at different points. 
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but a native of Weymouth, Dorset. It was incorporated in the 
same year, and the coat of arms on its corporate seal is as 
follows : — Crest, the west front of the Abbey Church of Milton. 
Arms, two men disembarking from an English vessel and land- 
ing on the shores of America. Motto, " Deus nobis haec otia 
fecit." The shield is supported on the one side by a ship cross- 
ing the Atlantic and on the other side by a number of instru- 
ments of agriculture. {Guardian, 23rd August, 1905.) 

251. The Brknt Knoll Chalice. — ^The Standard states 
that there has just been restored to St. Michael's Church at Brent 
Knoll, Somerset, a Communion chalice which was won as a prize 
at some sports at Cardiif in 1882 by Mr. George A. Parfitt, mar- 
ket manager to the Newport Corporation. Upon examination 
by Prebendary Gilbert Smith, vicar of Brent Knoll, the chalice 
was found to bear the following inscription :— "This Communion 
plate was purchased with the sum of 20/., being (? a legacy) for 
that purpose by the late incumbent, William Clements, M.A." 
On the other side was : ** a.d. 1800, St. Michael's, South Brent, 
(? Somer)set. Charles (? John)son, vicar." Writing to Mi*. Parfitt, 
the vicar stated that he thought the inscription had been pur- 
posely erased before the cup came into his hands. He had an 
impression that the Communion service had been stolen ; as a 
matter of fact, it was sold to a firm of silversmiths at Frome. It 
was discovered that a flagon which originally formed part of the 
service had been presented to a Frome solicitor by his fellow- 
townsmen, and had the same inscription as the chalice, in the 
same illegible state, as it had been filled up with silver solder by 
the silversmith to whom it was sold. Both the flagon and the 
chalice have now been returned to the church, {Guardian, 23rd 
August, 1905.)

253. LiNNARD. — **Linnard, sb. Obsol. Som. The last to 
finish a meal ; see below. 

The man who finished his meal last when out in the field 
was called the ' linnard,* and had to tie up the remnants and 
clear away the provisions. '* Thee beest linnard." (W.F.R.) 
English Dialect Dictionary.*' 

Somewhat to my surprise I see from the above extract from 
E.D.D, that I am the only authority quoted for this word. 
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giyen place to an n. The change to Sweet Nap, by little more 
than a transposition of the syllables, seems easy. I understand 
that the road at its npper and soathem end is very steep and 
rongh and it seems to answer its name well as a way, (no donbt 
in early times a mere track), for the sheep coming down from the 
high land, probably to a sheep* wash in the Frome, near where 
the Railway Sution now is. Cf. Kemble's Cod. Dip.VL. 328-9 
Scepesuuascessbeepwash, and Schepecnmbeheved (Sheep- 
combe-head) a boundary of Ezmore mentioned in the Perambu- 
lation of 1298 (ColHnson, ii. 19). 

Following upon this, for Chelsledesweie we have Cheles- 
nedesweye in the Roll, and on the same analogy we may suggest 
this as being the way for the use of the churls or country folk — 
probably a footway as distinguished from a sheep-track. 

For Ruggesclivaheaved we have Ruggesclivesefd. I think 
the diva here must be cliff in its usual sense. If the first part of 
the word is not descriptive of a phjrsical feature, as ''rugged,'* or 
of a quality, as " red," it probably represents the name of an in- 
dividual. Can this Ruggedcliffhead indicate the escarpement 
face of Gear Hill, not far from which is Rudge Copse ? 

Finally, the Roll shows that Fisbome-Heafole has nothing 
whatever to do with any house of Fitz-Osbome or Fits anybody- 
else, as I previously suggested it might have. The Roll spells it 
Fisxbumesefd— the head of the fish stream. But, again, which 
stream is it ?

258. UvBDALB Family. — ^A rather interesting manuscript 
book relating to this family is to be seen among the Miscellanea of 
the Exchequer, No. {i at the Public Record Office. It is of 
paper, and contains about 400 pages of copies of documents 
relating to the property and affairs of the Uvedale family. On 
one of the early pages is a heading, " Note of all the Evidences 
and Writings within this Cofer, 1 1 July, 161 1," and it would thus 
seem to have been kept in the family chest or safe together with 
the documents themselves. 

An idea of the information to be obtained by a perusal of the 
book may be gathered from the following notes taken therefrom :

Farthing, which in our opinion, from its antique appearance, is 
the real one. It is dated 171 1, and is in the possession of a 
young man of the name of Payne, of Dorchester. — An impression 
may be seen at Mr. Thomas's Library.

a6z. FROMi-SiLWOOD.^That the family of Braunche who 
for four generations held the manor of Frome-Selwood, or Frome- 
Brannche, bad its origin in Norfolk is clear from the Chartulary 
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of Bindon Priory, which largely benefitted by grants out of the 
Braunche estates in that county. The first three witnesses to the 
Charter of Nicholas Braunche, of which an abstract is given below, 
were of Frome and the neighbourhood.

The undated charter of Peter Braunche, son of Richard 
Braunche de Gresham, granting all his land in Salthous and 
Kelling, and a deed in which his brother Symon Braunche is a 
party, are on f. 103 ; a rental of Salthous and Kelling occupies ff 
112^ —119. Richard Braunche son and heir of William Braunche 
confirmed to the monks of Castle Acre, Norfolk, the tenths 
granted to them in Gresham by his ancestors, after the death or 
resignation of his son Simon, rector thereof, to whom the Prior of 
Castle Acre had given them for his life ; among the witnesses is 
Henry Braunche {jfide MS. Hart. 2110, f. 59, where is his also 
undated charter). There are charters of Ralph Braunche and 
Richard his son, of North Barsham, granting property to the 
canons of Walsingham in Barsham atff. 73, 76, and 85 of the 
Walsingham Chartulary, Cotton Nero, E. VIL 

a6a. PiNNEY Family (II. xv. 211, VIII. Ixiii. 239, Ixiv. 
256, IX. Ixxi. 231). — May I add a few corrections and additions to 
Mr. Udal's " summing up ? " : —

P. 317. Azariah Pinney certainly had a brother John who d. 
1679 and another brother John in 1685 living at Bristol. The 
latter may have been an elder half-brother, but still examples of 
two brothers bearing the same Christian name occasionally occur. 

P. 318. 16th line from top, for 25 read 21, and 17th line 
from the bottom, the dates 1719 and 1720 are of course correct, 
and I regret my error. 

P. 319. 1 8th line from top, for nephew read second cousin, 
Hutchins being wrong. By Azariah Finney's wiil of 1758, John 
P. of Thorncombe, clothier, was to succeed by the entail before 
John Pretor, but as the latter we know did become posseised of 
the estates, surely the former must have predeceased him* It was 
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another John Pinnej ^of Blackdown) who was Sheriffin 1765, and

Wilts, and left issue two sons and one dau. 

P. 323. John was bap. 1654, and Nathl. in 1658, not 1659. 
There was a Faculty licence ' 1706, Sep. 9 Nathaniel Pinney and 
Naomi Gay,' Azariah P., who d. 1760, was Sheriff in 23 Geo. II. 
John Pinney s. of Azariah of Axminster, Devon, gent, matric. from 
Pembroke Coll. 8 June, 1703, aged 17; bar. -at-law, Middle 
Temple, 17 10 ; his father of the Isle of Nevis [Foster's Alumni 
Oxoniinses\ . 

John Pinney, s. of John of Isle of Nevis, West Indies, arm., 
matnc. from Trinity Coll. 29 Nov., 1792, aged 19 [y^iV/.]

I hope some day a revised edition of Hutchins' History of 
Dorset may be issued, as there are many families, armigerous or 
otherwise, of whom he took but the slightest notice. The Pinney 
Pedigree is an example of a good ancient yeoman stock holding 
land in Broadwinsor from the time of John Pynney in or before 
1587 to the present •day, and ranking as gentry from about Queen 
^ne's reign. In collecting materials bearing on the history of 
the West Indies I have noticed that Dorset and Somerset supplied 
more emigrants than other counties, probably through the con- 
venient shipping facilities afforded by the port of Bristol.

263. On page 317 Mr. J. S. Udal mentions a former contri- 
bution of mine regarding the spelling of the Penny and Pinney 
names. Tn the i6th and 17th Centuries the variation of spelling 
was more the fault of others than of the Pennys and Pinneys 
themselves; for the variations occur in parish register books, in 
the bodies of wills, and in the Calendars of wills. The following 
references to wills at Somerset House proved in the P.C.C. 
sufficiently illustrate the statement. 

A. 1568 (20 Babington). Will of John Penye of Synderford, 
parish of Thomcombe, Devon, yeoman. Mentions son 
William, etc. 1605 (56 Hayes). Will of William Pinney 
of Synderford, etc.

B» '570 (33 Lyon). Will of Walter Pynney [Pynnye in the 
Calendar] of Chardstock [near Thomcombe] ; mentions 
William Pjmney, etc. 1592 ^74 Harrington). Will of 
William Pinnejr of Chelsill, Chard falso neai^ Thorn- 
combe] ; mentions his wife Margaret rennye, etc. 

Similar variations are found in the early wills at Wells. Thus 
the will of Richard Pinney or Pinny, of Hardington, was proved 
in the Bishop's Court in 1646. He mentioned his cousin, William 
Pinney, who afterwards came into possession of the long lease 
land. This William died in i^?^* after having made his will 
(Archdeacon's Court) as William renny of Hardington. 

The Rev. John Pinney, of Broadwinsor and Bettiscombe, 
was not related in any way to the Pennvs of Toller Whelme, who 
came from East Coker in Somerset. Tne Pinneys of Bettiscombe 
were probably descended from the Thomcombe family. 

Owing to what was said by Macaulay in his charges against 
William Penn, the Quaker, and by Mr Paget in his equally intem- 
perate reply, there has existed for a long time an impression that 
George Penne or Penny, of Toller Whelme, was both an unim- 
portant person in his county and a villain as well. Paget says that 
his name has been preserved in consequence of his having been 
employed to negotiate the pardon of Azariah Pinney. Led away 
by this or some similar remark, or perhaps by a misunderstanding 
of the published extract from the Pinney records kept at Somerton 
Erleigh, Mr Udal refers to him on page 318 as 'this philan- 
throphic gentleman.* But he is no more deserving of this praise 
than of the former blame. He had been ruined by his loyalty to 
the Stuart cause and the Roman Catholic religion. After the 
Restoration he constantly pleaded by petition to the King for 
some compensation for his losses. But none could be given 
beyond a permission to hold a local fair twice a year (^^/a/^Pa/^fv 
Domestic). On the failure of the Monmouth rebellion batches of 
prisoners were granted to various loyal persons about the Court 
and in other places. Signer Jerome Nepho, private secretary to 
H.M. the Queen, was ordered to allot 100 rebels to George Penne 
of Toller, Esquire. 

In Hotten's Emigrants is printed this letter from Geor|;e 
Penne to Jerome Nepho : 

" Sir, whereas you have signified to me that you are ordered 
to give me an exact account of the 100 rebels which His Majesty 
was pleased to grant you, in whom you have trans/erred your rignt 
unto «/," etc., etc. 

The hundred prisoners, therefore, including Azariah Pinney* 
belonged by transfer to George Penne. Any of those to whom 
such grants were made were at liberty to receive ransom money 
for the prisoners from their friends in England ; or failing that, 
to sell their labour for ten years, under certain conditionf* to 
English planters in one or another of the English Colonies. 
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The friends of Azariah Pinney ransomed him for £^s before 
starting ; the other 99 were transported to Barbadoes, and were 
sold into penal servitude for the stated period of ten years. 

The transaction of ransoming Azariah was carried out by his 
brother, presumably Nathaniel ; who, it must be presumed, was 
acting in the matter for his father John Pinney. When the tran- 
saction was complete this memorandum was made : — ** Mr John 
Pinney [surely no other than the father] is debitor to money [t>., 
owes money] paid George Penne Esquire for the ransom of my 
brother Azariidi Aug. 1685, £ts*' 

It seems plain that George Penne received the money from 
the brother, who debited John Pinney the father with the amount 
paid. Mr Udal seems to be under the impression that George 
^enne paid the ransom himself; but far from making any sacrifice 
for the rebel cause, he was actually receiving reward for his 
loyalty to the King. The original note is preserved at Somerton 
Erleigh ; according to a note I made years ago, it is reproduced 
in Roberts* Li/i 0/ Monmouth, ii. 243. 

Is there any record as to the prices paid by the planters for 
the European labour transported ? George Penne did not profit 
much from the grant. For two years later he petitioned the King 
to grant him a lottery and gaming monopoly license in the British 
Colonies. (State Papers Dom. 25 Nov., 1687.) The petition was 
not granted.

375. The Handlby Hunt. — ** On Saturday last, [Oct 23rd] 
a cause came on to be heard before the Sherifif of this county, at 
the King's Arms Inn, in Dorchester, in which the Right Hon. 
George Lord Rivers was plaintiff, and Job West defendant, being 
an action brought by the noble plaintiff against the defendant for 
breaking and entering into the chase of the plaintiff, called 
Cranbome Chase, in a certain part thereof, in the parish of 
Handley, and with dogs, guns, &c., hunting, wounding, killing, 
and carrying away divers bucks, does and fawns. The defendant 
suffered judgment by default, and the cause came before the 
Sheriff on a writ of inauiry. It appeared that on the 17th of 
October last, being the day on which the court was held for the 
manor of Handley, the defendant, with a great number of other 
persons, entered the plaintiff's chase, under a claim that on the 
day on which the annual court for the manor of Handley is 
holden, all the inhabitants of that parish had a right to hunt and 
kill as many deer as they could find in such part of Cranbome 
Chase as lies within the parish of Handley, but which the defendant 
was afterwards advised could not be supported on any ground of 
law or justice. Mr. Storey, the plaintiff's counsel, stated the 
nature and circumstances of the case, and called several witnesses 
to prove the defendant's entering the plaintiff's chase with a 
great number of other persons, in a riotous and tumultuous man- 
ner, and killing several deer, on the day mentioned in the 
declaration ; and after an able summing up by the under 
Sheriff (T. Gould Read, esq.,) the jury assessed the damages for 
the value of the deer killed, together with costs of suit. By this, 
and the decision of another cause, which was lately tried at the 
assizes, what was usually called the Handley hunt is now entirely 
done away." {Dorchester^ Sherborne and Taunton Journal, 28th 
Oct., 1819.)
